Whereas,  the  Vermont  tropps  are  now  serving  in  the  United 
States  army  to  preserve  and  maintain  peace  and  protect  our 
citizens  on  the  Mexican  border; 

Whereas,  such  service  is  being  willingly  and  patriotically 
performed  by  our  men  at  a  sacrifice  to  personal  interest  and 
duty  to  family  and  h6me; 

Whereas,  it  appears  that  the  compensation  received  by  these 
men  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  their  needs  and  the  needs  of  their 
families,  and  that  if  provision  is  not  soon  made  for  such  purpose 
43uch  families  must  become  subject  to  charity; 

Therefore,  I,  Charles  W.  Gates,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Vermont,  do  hereby,  by  virtue  of  the  Constitution  in  this  respect, 
summon  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives to  meet  in  Montpelier  in  their  respective  chambers  in  the 
State  House,  pgcji^j^tt^saU^Tge^^^        isi  the  two  Houses,  on  the 


24th  day  of  i^gust  A.  J^-cAv^'  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to 
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provide  for  such  compenBatioii  to  Vermont  troops,  in  addition 
to  United  States  pay,  and  for  such  relief  to  their  families  and 
their  dependents  as  may  seem  advisable.

The  committee  subsequently  appeared  within  'the  joint 
assembly  accompanied  by  his  Excellency,  Charles  W.  Gates, 
Governor,  who  delivered  the  following  message: 
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MESSAGE. 

To  the  Members  of  the  General  Assembly : 

We  have  come  together  for  reasons  known  to  you  and  for  a 
cause  which  appeals  to  your  patriotism  and  manhood.  But  in 
order  that  you  may  more  clearly  comprehend  and  imderstand 
the  true  situation  of  our  troops  and  their  dependents,  I  think 
it  best  at  this  time  to  call  your  attention  to  a  few  facts. 

As  soon  as  the  President  called  for  troops  Vermont  responded 
with  old  time  alacrity  and  patriotism.  Adjutant  General 
Tillotson  says  in  speaking  of  our  troops:  'They  responded 
promptly  to  the  call,  they  were  the  first  troops  to  arrive  at  the 
border  and  the  first  to  be  given  responsible  duty,  in  the  district 
in  which  they  were  stationed;  in  fact;  they  are  the* only  National 
Guard  troops  at  that  point  which  have,  as  yet,  been  put  on  actual 
border  patrolwork.  All  reports  show  that  the  Vermont  regiment 
is  recognized  as  an  efficient  organization.  This  condition  is  due 
entirely  to  the  character  and  efforts  of  the  officers  and  men  of 
the  regiment,  and  they  deserve  the  practicid  as  well  as  the  moral 
support  of  the  state."  Col.  Reeves  writes — "Vermont  has  sent 
a  splendid  body  of  men  to  the  front.  They  are  well  behaved, 
loyal  and  patriotic,  and  the  officers  are  proud  of  them.  They 
have  created  a  splendid  impression  here  because  of  their  good 
conduct  and  soldierly  qualities." 

Before  the  troops  left  their  camp  at  Fort  Ethan  Allen, 
there  came  a  very  urgent  request  for  the  calling  of  a  special 
session  of  the  legislature  for  the  purpose  of  provicUng  additional 
pay  and  relief  of  dependent  families.  Because  of  some  indica- 
tion that  Congress  might  make  necessary  provisions  for  the  care 
of  the  dependents,  because  of  the  imcertainty  of  the  duration 
of  time  which  the  troops  might  be  needed,  because  of  the  trouble 
and  expense  of  such  a  session,  and  because  of  the  action  of  the 
war  department,  it  was  thought  best  not  to  call  the  members 
together.  As  matters  have  turned  out  this  decision  was  prudent 
and  well  foimded,  for  conditions  have  so  materially  changed  that 
the  legislature  could  not  have  acted  understandingly  at  so  early 
a  day.  Since  that  time  close  touch  has  been  had  with  the 
men  at  the  border  and  with  the  conditions  of  their  families  and 
dependents.  Ihforniation  came  from  both  sources  of  such 
character  that  it  was  very  apparent  that  something  must  be 
done  to  relieve  the  situation.  I  quote  again  from  Col.  Reeves' 
letter — "The  condition  we  hive  to  meet  here  is  not  one  of  future 
need,  but  present  need.  There  is  hardly  a  day  goes  by  but  that 
some  soldier  comes  to  me  with  information  that  his  family  is 
in  need.,  Theae  men  are  too  proud  to  ask  for  charity,  and  I 
do  not  think  that  they  should  b^  required  to.    Unless  something 
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is  done  very  shortly  it  will  be  very  difficult  to  induce  any  of 
these  men  to  again  offer  their  services.  If  nothing  is  done 
until  the  regular  session  of  the  legislature^  I  am  quite  sure  that 
you  will  find  with  the  return  of  the  regiment  that  there  will  be 
a  great  deal  of  hard  feeling." 

^  After  consultation  with  some  of  the  state  officers  it  was 
decided  that  a  committee  be  chosen  to  work  out  some  plan  of 
relief.  A  committee  consisting  of  a  representative  of  each 
military  company  was  chosen  and  met  in  Montpelier  three  times 
discussing  plans  and  obtaining  information  ^  to  the  needs 
of  the  families  and  dependents  of  the  troops.  Nothing  was 
left  undone  by  this  committee  with  the  end  in  view  of  bringing 
about  immediate  relief,  but  the  information  obtained  indicated 
that  approximately  one  hundred  and  fifty  families  were  in  need 
of  assistance  which  would  necessitate  the  responsibility  of  raising 
and  distributing  a  large  sum  of  money  and  meant  the  assumption 
of  a  responsibility  altogether  too  large  for  the  committee  to 
handle  without  some  authority  from  the  legislature. 

It  is  true  that  the  war  department  provided  for  the  dis- 
charge of  men  who  have  dependents,  but  I  need  to  say  no  more 
than  that  patriotic  pride  and  red-tape  make  this  form  of  relief 
impracticable.  And  as  to  the  posibilities  of  relief  in  the  way 
of  an  appropriation  by  Congress,  it  is  too  vague  for  discussion 
and  too  imsettled  to  suit  our  patriotism. 

The  length  of  time  our  troops  will  be  kept  in  service  is 
uncertain.  General  TiUotson  says:  "All  information  which  I 
have  at  the  present  time  indicates  that  our  troops  are  likely 
to  be  held  in  the  Federal  service  for  several  months  at  least, 
but  I  have  no  definite  advice  as  to  this".  Col.  Reeves  writes 
that  'In  spite  of  all  statements  to  the  contrary,  I  am  satisfied 
that  the  troops  will  be  down  here  for  some  time.  I  do  not  think 
there  is  any  likelihood  of  returning  before  the  first  of  January". 

In  1861  and  again  in  1898  special  sessions  were  held  to  con- 
sider the  same  problem3  that  we  are  met  here  today  to  consider. 
The  session  of  1861  made  a  very  liberal  provision  for  the  assistance 
of  the  dependent  relatives  of  the  enlisted  men  and  provided  for 
pay  in  addition  to  that  received  from  the  Government.  The 
session  of  1898  provided  for  additional  pay  for  the  enlisted  men 
but  did  not  provide  for  dependent  relatives.  While  the  con- 
ditions under  which  the  men  enlisted  for  these  two  wars  were 
somewhat  different  than  those  under  which  our  troops  have 
enlisted  in  our  present  trouble,  so  far  as  the  men  and  their  fam- 
ilies are  concerned  the  situation  is  similar  and  the  need  of  as- 
sistance is  as  great  now  as  then,  with  living  expenses  much 
higher.    Our  patriotism  and  love  of  Coimtry,  I  am  proud  to  say, 
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is^  equal  if  not  better  in  my  judgment  than  at  any  time  in  the 
history  of  our  state,  and  I  believe  we  are  going  to  meet  this 
emergency  with  the  old  time  spirit  and  in  a  business  like  mannetr 

There  are  several  plans  upon  which  we  can  work,  and  the 
question  of  which  is  the  best  to  suit  our  present  condition  I 
leave  for  your  consideration  and  good  judgment.  I  believe 
we  should  provide  for  the  payment  of  ten  dollars,  per  month 
for  each  enlisted  man  who  now  is  or  who  may  be  enrolled  in 
our  National  Guard  for  service  on  the  Mexican  border,  or  such 
other  military  service  as  the  President  may  demand  in  addition 
to  the  regidar  federal  pay,  and  that  it  be  limited  in  its  operation 
to  the  period  between  the  date  when  the  National  Guard  en^ 
tered  the  Federal  Service  (Jime  19,  1916)  and  the  convening 
of  the  next  regular  session  of  the  legislature,  by  which  date  the 
situation  may  be  cleared  up  so  that  further  action  will  not  be 
necessary. 

I  believe  in  addition  to  the  above  we  should  provide  for 
the  families  and  I  recommend  your  very  careful  consideration 
of  the  plans  worked  out  by  the  committee  above  mentioned. 

Having  called  to  your  attention  the  business  for  which 
we  are  convened,  the  consideration  of  these  important  matters 
is  in  your  hands,  and  may  your  action  be  commensurate  with  the 
interest  that  prompts  the  deeds  of  all  good  men  in  times  of  tiiis 
kind,  and  may  your  deliberation  be  confined  to  the  business  for 
which  you  were  called  to  consider,  and  controlled,  by  a  whole- 
some desire  to  act  wisely  and  to  adjourn  as  early  as  you  con- 
sistantly  can.  ,      . 

The  Governor,  having  concluded  the  reading  of  his  mes- 
sage, withdrew,  and  the  joint  assembly  dissolved.

That  sena- 
tor having  performed  the  duty  assigned  to  him,  the  President 
pro  tempore.  Senator  Fairchild,  took  the  chair  and  addressed 
the  Senate  as  follows: 

Senators: 

I  very  gratefully  appreciate  the  honor  that  your  favor 
has  conferred  upon  me.  Efficiency  and  economy  in  legis- 
lative action  should  guide  our  conduct  through  this  session. 
Efficiency  in  trying  to  limit  as  far  as  may  be  the  enactment 
of  laws  to  those  subject  matters  which  experience  and  ob- 
servation tell  us  will  best  conserve  the  public  welfare;  econ- 
omy in  trying  to  shorten  in  duration  the  session  as  far  as 
possible  consistent  with  efficient  legislation. 

There  are  undoubtedly  many  laws  upon  our  statute 
books  open  to  beneficial  amendment — many  laws  that  are 
open  to  beneficial  extirpation  or  substitution, — and,  senators, 
there  may  be  some  subject  matters  still  untouched  by  statute 
law.  One  of  the  greatest  evils  in  modern  legislation  is  the 
tendency  towards  enactment  of  too. many  laws, — laws  wholly 
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unrelated  to  any  subject  matter  that  needs  regulation,  laws 
that  unfairly  or  ine£Fectually  regulate.  If  I  were  very  much 
younger  than  I  am,  I  might  hope  to  live  long  enough  to  see  a 
legislature  elected,  bold  and  original  enough  to  use  the  sur- 
geon's knife  unsparingly  and  lop  off  from  our  jurisprudence 
the  whole  body  of  statute  law,  and  then  build  anew,  build 
up  a  superstructure  adapted  to  the  needs  of  our  people — not 
the  needs  of  some  other  people  or  some  standardized  people, 
and  upon  a  foundation,  judgment  and  experience  may  de- 
clare to  be  a  safe  and  sane  foundation. 

It  would  seem  that  there  must  be  something  radically 
wrong  in  the  positive  law  as  made,  or  in  the  moral  law  as 
observed,  or  both,  when  a  state  like  Vermont,  with  its  tradi- 
tions and  environments,  has  so  many  of  her  people  in  our 
penal  institutions  and  insane  asylums,  and  so  many  more 
drifting  to  them. 

Among  the  problems  that  confront  us,  there  is  one  that 
comes  to  us  insistently  and  at  times  vociferously,  that  of 
trying  to  reduce  state  expenses — a  problem  that  is  always 
in  danger  of  being  solved  by  the  algebraic  formulae:  x,  y 
and  z, — unless  we  have  some  professor  in  state  mathematics, 
who  can  point  out  the  way  clearly  in  arithmatical  numbers. 
But,  howbeit,  senators,  each  of  us  in  our  private  life,  each  of 
us  in  our  municipal  life,  as  a  private  citizen,  is  constantly  up 
against  like  problems  more  burdensome  and  more  trouble- 
some of  solution, — that  of  limiting  or  reducing  private  and 
municipal  expenses — expenses  that  have  grown,  are  growing 
and  must  inevitably  continue  to  grow  into  disastrous  big- 
ness as  long  as  everybody  wants  everything  and  wants  it 
at  once.

I  promise  to  startle  you  at  times  with  my  mistakes,  but 
you  may  be  sure  that  they  will  be  the  mistakes  of  inex- 
perience in  this  line  of  endeavor,  and  for  them  in  advance  I 
ask  your  forbearance. 
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I  fancy  that  no  word  of  mine  is  needed  to  emphasize  the 
fact  that  we  are  not  here,  primarily,  to  do  our  own  will,  but 
to  faithfully  execute  a  trust.  We  are  the  servants  of  the 
people.  Party  platforms  are  needed,  and  other  things  being 
equal  should  be  controlling;  but  the  work  before  you  is  al- 
most entirely  non-partisan  in  character,  and  were  there  more 
than  one  political  party  here  represented,  there  could  be 
and  would  be  no  disagreement  along  party  lines  as  to  the 
great  essential  things  you  will  be  called  upon  to  consider. 
Platforms  may  become  obsolete^  but  the  will  of  the  people 
is  fresh  every  morning  and  new  every  evening.  We  shall 
make  no  mistake  if  we  listen  attentively  as  to  what  our 
principal,  the  people  of  Vermont,  want  us,  their  agents,  to 
do.  We  shall  hear  if  we  listen  an  urgent,  earnest  call  to 
retrenchment  and  economy.  We  shall  be  reminded  that 
experience  demonstrates  that  not  all  legislation  is  con- 
structive, progressive  or  even  wholesome.  That  we  shall 
not  earn  the  approval  of  those  whom  we  here  represent,  by 
length  of  service  here,  nor  by  the  quantity  of  things  con- 
sidered, but  by  the  quality  of  the  laws  and  measures,  actually 
needed,  that  you  may  place  upon  the  books.

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives: That  the  commissioner  appointed  to  revise  the 
Public  Statutes,  under  No.  242  of  the  Acts  of  1915,  be  and 
hereby  is  directed  to  attend  before  the  legislative  committees 
having  the  revision  in  charge,  during  the  present  session,  and 
that  said  committees  be  hereby  authorized  to  employ  such 
stenographic  assistance  as  may  be  required  to  expedite  their 
work  in  connection  with  such  revision;  and  that  the  com- 
pensation of  such  stenographers  as  may  be  employed  under 
this  resolution  be  fixed  by  the  respective  chairmen  of  said 
committees  and  by  them  certified  to  the  auditor  of  accounts; 
and  that  said  auditor  is  hereby  directed  to  draw  his  order  in 
favor  of  said  stenographers  in  accordance  with  such  certifi- 
cates. 

Which  was  read  the  first  and  second  times,  and  Mr. 
Peck  thereupon  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  the 
joint  resolution  put  upon  its  adoption  at  this  time; 

Which  was  agreed  to,    . 

And  the  joint  resolution  was  read  the  third  time  and 
adopted  on  the  part  of  the  Senate.

RULES  AND  ORDERS  OF  THE    SENATE. 

I. 

Organization. 

1. 

The  credentials  of  senators  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Secretary  or  Assistant  Secretary  previous  to  ten  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon  of  the  first  Wednesday  next  after  the  fiirst 
Monday  of  January. 

« 

2. 

»  ■ 

At  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  first  day  of  the 
session,  and  before  the  Senate  shall  be  called  to  order,  the 
Secretary  shall  place  in  a  box  prepared  for  the  purpose, 
fourteen  ballots,  designating  by  name  the  several  counties 
in  the  State,  and  shall  proceed  to  draw  therefrom,  im- 
partially, one  ballot  at  a  time  until  all  are  drawn.  And  as 
each  ballot  is  drawn,  the  senator  or  senators  from  the 
county  desigtiated  by  such  ballot  shall  personally,  if  present, 
or  may  by  proxy,  if  absent,  select  his  or  their  seat  or  seats. 
If  any  senator  or  senators,  from  any  county  so  drawn 
should  not  be  present  either  personally  or  by  proxy  at  the 
time  of  such  drawing,  the  county  next  drawn  shall  have 
preference. 

3. 

« 

At  tei»  o'clock  the  Senate  shall  be  called  to  order  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  or  in  his  absence  the  Secretary. 
The  names  of    the  senators  shall  be  called,  and  when  a' 
quorum  shall  have  taken  their  seats,  they  shall  take  and 
subscribe  the  following  oath,  viz : 

'*Ii -Senator  of  the  County  of ,  in  the  State  of 

Vermont,  January  session,   19 — ,  do  solemnly  swear  that 
I  will  be  faithful  and  true  to  the  State  of  Vermont,  and  that : 
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I  will  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  do  any  act  or  thing  injurious 
to  the  constitution  or  government  thereof.  So  help  me  God. 
And  I  also  solemnly  swear  that,  as  a  member  of  this  Senate, 
I  will  not  propose  or  assent  to  any  bill,  vote  or  resolution 
which  shall  appear  to  me  injurious  to  the  people,  nor  do  or 
consent  to  any  act  or  thing  whatever  that  shall  have  a 
tendency  to  lessen  or  abridge  their  rights  or  privileges,  as 
declared  by  the  Constitution  of  this  State;  but  will,  in  all 
things,  conduct  myself  as  a  faithful,  honest  representative 
and  guardian  of  the  people,  according  to  the  best  of  my 
judgment  and  abilities.  So  help  me  God.  And  I  also 
solemnly  swear  that  I  did  not  at  the  time  of  my  election  to 
this  body,  and  that  I  do  not  now  hold  any  office  of  profit 
under  the  authority  of  Congress.     So  help  me  God." 

Provided,  that  at  the  request  of  a  senator  the  word 
"affirm"  shall  be  substituted  for  "swear",  and  the  words 
"under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury"  for  "So  help  me 
God." 

4. 

The  Senate  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot, 
and  in  the  order  named,  a  Secretary  and  a  President  pro 
tempore,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of 
their  duties.  It  shall  also  elect  a  Chaplain  and  a  Senator  to 
serve  with  the  President  ajid  President  pro  tempore  in 
nominating  the  standing  committees. 

5. 

The  President  shall  nominate  canvassing  committees, 
provided  for  by  the  joint  rules,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Senate;  but  the  Senate  may  reject  any  member  so  nominated 
and  shall  fill  the  vacancy  caused  thereby.  Said  committees 
shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  and 
shall  make  their  report  to  the  joint  assembly  of  both  Houses. 

6. 

As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  convening  of  each  biennial 
session,  the  President  of  the  Senate,  the  President  pro 
tempore,  and  one  senator  elected  by  the  Senate,  shall  appoint 
the  standing  committees  of  the  Senate  and  the  members  on 
the  part  of  the  Senate  of  the  joint  standing  committee  on 
joint  rules;  but  any  appointment  so  made  may,  on  motion 
of  a  senator,  be  overruled  by  the  Senate,  in  which  case  the 
Senate  shall,  on  nomination  of  a  senator,  immediately  fill 
the  vacancy. 
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II. 

Of  Sessions  of  the  Senate. 

7. 

The  Senate  shall  meet  every  day  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  and,  when  the  orders  of  the  day  are  not  completed 
at  the  morning  sitting,  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
unless  otherwise  specially  ordered. 

8. 

Whenever  the  Senate  shall  assemble,  according  to  ad- 
journment, or  at  the  commencement  of  a  session,  and  the 
President  and  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  absent,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  if  present,  if  not  of  a 
senator,  to  call  the  Senate  to  order,  and  the  senators  present, 
if  a  quorum,  shall  elect  a  President  pro  tempore,  who  shall 
preside  until  the  return  of  the  President  or  the  President  pro 
tempore  named  in  Rule  four. 

9. 

In  case  no  quorum  shall  assemble  within  fifteen  minutes 
after  the  time  to  which  the  Senate  was  adjourned,  or  if  a 
roll  call  or  a  division  of  the  Senate  discloses  no  quorum 
present  and  voting,  those  present  shall  have  the  power  to 
send  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  or  other  officer  after  the  absen- 
tees, ^nd  compel  their  attendance,  or  to  adjourn. 

III. 

Of   Senators. 

10. 

No  senator  shall  be  absent  without  leave  from  sessions 
of  the  Senate  or  meetings  of  his  committees  unless  he  be 
sick  or  otherwise  necessarily  detained, 

11. 

No  senator  shall  speak  audibly  to  another,  or  other- 
wise interrupt  the  business  of  the  Senate,  while  public 
papers  are  being  read,  or  while  a  senator  is  speaking  in 
debate.  And  no  senator  shall  speak  in  debate  unless  stand- 
ing in  his  place  and  addressing  the  President. 
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12. 

When  a  senator  shall  be  called  to  order  he  shall  sit 
down;  and  every  question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the 
President  without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
Senate. 

13. 

If  a  senator  be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken,  the 
exceptionable  words  shall  be  immediately  taken  down  in 
writing  by  the  senator  calling  to  order,  that  the  President 
may  be  better  enabled  to  judge  of  the  matter. 

14. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  senator  to  vote  upon  all  ques- 
tions decided  by  a  roll  call  or  a  division  of  the  Senate. 

IV. 

Of  Officers. 

15.

The  President,  among  other  duties,  shall  preserve  order, 
:and  in  case  of  disorder  may  clear  the  galleries.  He  shall 
<lecide  all  questions  of  order,  and  his  decisions  shall  be  final 
unless  a  senator  immediately  appeals,  and  such  appeal  is 
■sustained  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  senators  present. 

16. 

The  President  may  designate  any  senator  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  President,  but  such  designation  shall  not 
continue  beyond  the  adjournment  for  the  day.  He  shall 
also  designate  the  chairman  of  a  committee  of  the  whole. 

17. 

The  President  pro  tempore  shall  perform  all  the  duties 
«of  the  President  during  the  latter's  absence. 

18. 

The  Secretary  shall  be  the  reading  clerk  of  the  Senate; 
'he  shall  administer  the  oath  of  ofSce  to  the  senators,  the 
President,  President  pro  temporBj  canvassing  committees, 
::and  to  such  other  persons  as  the  President  may  direct. 
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19. 

He  shall  prepare  the  journal  which  shall  record  the 
proceedings  of  the  Senate,  except  when  acting  in  committee 
of  the  whole,  embracing  the  titles  of  bills,  proposed  amend- 
ments, the  names  of  the  senators  and  the  votes  which 
they  give  on  every  question  decided  by  yeas  and  nays, 
and  such  other  matters  as  may  be  pertinent. 

20. 

He  shall  transmit  to  the  House  all  messages,  which 
shall  be  in  writing,  and  either  delivered  to  the  Clerk  or  by 
the  Secretary  read  in  the  presence  of  the  House  in  session. 

21. 

He  shall  cause  to  be  prepared,  from  time  to  time,  a 
statement  showing  the  status  of  each  bill  and  the  work  of 
the  session. 

22. 

He  shall  serve  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

23. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful 
discharge  of  his  duties,  and  may,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  or  in  his  absence,  perform  any  of  the  duties  of  the 
Secretary. 

V. 

Of  Committeea. 

24. 

At  the  beginning  of  each  session  the  following  standing 
committees  shall  be  appointed: 

A  committee  on  agriculture,  of  five  members,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  agriculture. 

A  committee  on  appropriations,  of  five  members,  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  appropriating 
money  from  the  state  treasury. 

A  committee  on  banking  and  insurance,  of  five  members, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  banks,  savings 
banks,  trust  companies,  insurance  and  guaranty  companies. 
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A  committee  on  claims,  of  five  members,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  claima  against  the  state. 

A  committee  on  commerce  and  labor,  of  five  members, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  commerce, 
domestic  manufactures,  weights  and  measures  and  labor. 

A  committee  on  conservation,  of  three  members,  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  bills  relating  to  conservation  of 
state  resources,  water  powers,  forestry  and  internal  develop- 
ment. 

A  committee  on  corporations  and  franchises,  of  five 
members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to 
private  and  quasi-public  corporations,  including  railroads, 
street  railways  and  other  companies  subject  to  the  public 
service  commission. 

A  committee  on  education,  of  five  members,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  literary  and  scientific 
subjects  and  the  public  school  system. 

A  committee  on  educational  institutions,  of  three 
members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to 
the  state  schools,  nx)rmal  schools  and  colleges. 

A  committee  on  federal  relations,  of  three  members, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  and  the  relations  of  the  state 
thereto. 

A  committee  on  finance,  of  five  members,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  all  matters  affecting  the  revenues  of  the 
state. 

A  committee  on  fish  and  game,  of  three  members,  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  the  propagation 
and  preservation  of  the  fish  and  game  of  the  state. 

A  general  committee  of  five  members,  to  whom  shall 
be  referred  subjects  for  which  there  is  no  other  appropriate 
committee. 

A  committee  on  highways  and  bridges,  of  five  memberi^, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  highways  and 
bridges. 

A  committee  on  judiciary,  of  seven  members,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  judicial  and  legal  affairs^ 
except  such  as  relate  to  municipal  and  justice  courts. 

A  committee  on  library,  of  three  members,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  the  state  library  and 
other  libraries. 

A  committee  on  mileage  and  debentures,  of  one  mem- 
ber from  each  county,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  matters 
relating  to  the  mileage  and  debentures  of  the  members 
and  officers  of  the  Senate. 

A  committee  on  military  affairs,  of  three  members, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  the  militia.

A  committee  on  minor  courts,  of  five  members,  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  bills  relating  to  municipal  and 
justice  courts. 

A  committee  on  municipal  corporations,  of  three  mem- 
bers, to  whom  shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  municipal 
corporations. 

A  committee  on  penal  institutions,  of  three  members, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  the  house  oi 
correction  and  the  state  prison. 

A  committee  on  public  buildings,  of  three  members, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  public  build- 
ings other  than  those  at  institutions  the  business  with 
respect  to  which  is  otherwise  provided  for  by  rule.

A  committee  on  rules,  of  three  members,  who  shall 
propose  and  to  whom  shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to 
the  rules  of  the  Senate. 

A  committee  on  state  and  court  expenses,  of  five  mem* 
bers,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  the 
expenses  of  the  administration  of  government  and  of  justice. 

A  committee  on  state  institutions,  of  three  members, 
to  whom  shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  the  state 
industrial  school,  the  state  school  for  the  feeble-minded, 
the  state  hospital  for  the  insane,  and  other  institutions  for 
insane  and  defectives. 

A  committee  on  suffrage  and  elections,  of  five  mem- 
bers, to  whom  shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  suffrage, 
nominations,  elections,  and  the  election  of  members. 

A  committee  on  taxation,  of  five  members,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  local  taxation  and  the 
grand  list. 

A  committee  on  temperance,  of  five  members,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  matters  relating  to  the  traffic  in  intoxicating 
liquor. 

25. 

The  member  first  named  shall  be  chairman,  and  each 
committee  at  its  first  meeting  shall  choose  a  clerk  from  its 
members. 

26. 

Each  committee  shall  appoint  regular  times  for  its 
meetings,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  once  each  week, 
and  a  schedule  showing  the  times  and  place  of  such  meet- 
ings, shall  be  posted  upon  the  bulletin  board. 
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In  addition  thereto  the  chairman  of  each  committee 
shall  appoint  such  special  meetings  of  his  committee  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  prompt  despatch  of  the  business 
before  the  committee. 

Such  special  meetings  shall  be  announced  on  the  floor 
of  the  Senate,  and  when  practical,  a  notice  thereof  posted 
on  the  bulletin  board.

No  committee  shall  sit  during  the  session  of  the  Senate 
without  leave  from  the  Senate. 

28. 

The  introducer  of  a  bill  and  all  persons  who  shall  so 
request  of  the  clerk  of  the  committee  shall  be  given  an  op- 
portunity to  be  heard,  upon  a  measure  referred  to  a  commit- 
tee, and  shall  be  warned  of  the  time  and  place,  of  hearing 
either  by  personal  notice,  notice  in  the  calendar,  or  oral  no- 
tice from  the  floor  of  the  Senate. 

29. 

The.  clerk  of  each  committee  shall  keep  a  record  of  the 
attendance  of  members,  at  committee  hearings  and  shall 
keep  a  record  with  reference  to  each  bill  considered^  first, 
of  the  persons  making  requests  to  be  heard;  of  the  notice, 
if  any  that  is  given;  of  the  dates  wh^n  the  bill  is  considered, 
and  the  vote  of  each  member  of  the  committee  thereon, 
which  record  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public 
at  proper  times  and  places,  and  at  the  close  of  the  session 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  State.

All  committees  to  whom  a  bill  shall  be  referred  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  Senate  within  fifteen  days  after 
such  reference,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate. 
The  Secretary  shall  print  in  the  calendar  a  list  of  all  bills 
which  shall  have  been  in  the  hands  of  committees  for  more 
than  such  fifteen  days.

When  there  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee,  other  than 
the  committee  on  appropriations,  any  bill  which  carries 
an  appropriation,  said  comi)QLittee,  aiter  considering  said 
bill  and  before  the  same  ^ha,ll  be  reported  favorably  to  the 
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Senate,  shall,  through  its  chairman,  confer  with  the  com- 
mittee on  appropriations  and  shall  in  its  report  state  that 
it  has  so  conferred..  When  the  committee  on  appropriations 
so  desires  it  may  file  with  the  report  of  the  committee  to  • 
whom  the  bill  was  referred,  a  special  report  as  to  the  re- 
lation of  the  appropriation  carried  by  the  bill  to  state  finances.

Reports  of  committees  may  be  signed  by  any  member 
in  behalf  of  the  committee,  and  by  him  shall  be  promptly 
delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate.  The  signer  of 
each  report  ajhall  be  held  responsible  for  the  accuracy  of 
its  statements  and. the  propriety  of  its  language,  and,  when 
the  same  shall  be  under  consideration,  he  shall  be  further 
liable  to  give  additional  statements  of  facts  or  .other  ex- 
planations in  answer  to  the  call  of  any  senator.

Of  the  Calendar, 

The  Secretary  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed  a 
daily  calendar  of  business  which  shall  be  called  the  ''Orders 
of  the  Day." 

It  shall  contain,  first,  the  titles  of  all  bills  which  on  the 
preceding  day  shall  have  been  ordered  to  a  third  reading; 
second,  the  titles  of  all  bills  reported  by  committees  with 
proposed  amendments,  if  any;  thirds  other  matters  in  order 
for  consideration;  fourth,  matters  ordered  to  lie;  together 
with  other  pertinent  memoranda.  Each  division  of  the 
calendar  shall  be  arranged  numerically,  giving  precedence 
to  Senate  business.

No  bill  shall  be  read  the  second  or  third  time  or  passed 
or  rejected,  and  no  rule  shall  be  amended  or  suspended  for 
more  than  one  sitting,  unless  in  the  orders  of  the  day. 

35. 

.  The  £rst  hour  of  each  sitting  may  be  devoted  to  the 
reception  and  disposal  of  petitions,  memorials  a^d  remon- 
strances, motions,  resolutions,  and  reports  of  special  com- 
mittees; after  which  bills  may  be  introduced  and  bills  from 
the  House  referred. 
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36. 

The  orders  of  the  day  shall  then  be  taken  up,  first 
disposing  of  the  unfinished  orders  of  the  preceding  day. 
It  shall  not  be  in  order  to  interrupt  the  orders  of  the  day 
with  any  other  business,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn,  or 
that  when  the  Senate  adjourn  it  be  to  a  time  certain,  and 
to  receive  messages  from  the  Governor  or  the  House.

After  entering  upon  the  consideration  of  the  orders  of 
the  day,  the  Senate  shall  proceed  with  them  in  regular 
course  as  follows:  Matters  not  giving  rise  to  a  motion  or 
debate  shall  first  be  disposed  of  in  the  order  in  which  they 
stand  in  the  calendar;  after  which  the  matters  that  were 
passed  over  shall  be  considered  in  like  order  and  disposed 
of  by  the  Senate.

Bills  amending  existing  law  whenever  practicable  shall 
be  so  prepared  as  to  show  the  new  matter  proposed,  old 
matter  retained,  and  old  matter  to  be  omitted,  and  shall 
have  the  title  and  name  of  the  introducer  printed  at  the 
beginning.  The  subject  matter  of  a  bill  shall  be  briefly 
indicated  in  the  title,  and  if  the  bill  amends  existing  law 
the  title  shall  so  specify. 
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41. 

All  bills  intended  for  presentation  by  any  member  of 
the  Senate  shall  be  first  presented  to  the  Legislative  Drafts- 
men, whose  duty  it  shall  be  within  three  days  after  receiv- 
ing each  bill,  to  examine  and  revise  the  same  as  to  form 
and  expression,  so  far  as  it  may  require,  and  after  certifying 
to  such  revision  said  draftsmen  shall  procure  said  bills  to 
be  correctly  set  in  type  by  the  printer .  designated  by  the 
purchasing  agent. 

42. 

The  Secretary  shall  cause  to  be  printed  in  such  form 
as  he  may  prescribe,  with  suitable  margins  and  spaces, 
and  with  the  lines  of  the  sections  numbered,  one  original 
and  not  less  than  four  hundred  fifty  copies  of  said  bill. 

43. 

The  Secretary  shall  submit  the  original  bill  to  the 
President  for  his  examination,  after  which  it  shall  be  read 
the  first  time  by  title  only  and  by  the  President  referred 
to  an  appropriate  committee. 

44. 

If  the  committee  to  whom  a  bill  is  referred  report  that 
the  same  ought  not  to  pass,  the  question  shall  be.  Shall  this 
bill  be  rejected?  If  the  question  upon  rejection  is  negatived, 
the  bill,  if  it  has  been  read  but  once,  shall  thereupon  be 
read  the  second  time. 

45. 

If  the  committee  to  whom  a  bill  was  referred  reports 
that  the  bill  ought  to  pass,  it  shall  be  read  the  second  time. 

46. 

If  the  bill  be  reported  favorably  without  amendment 
the  second  reading  shall  be  in  full,  and  thereupon  the  ques- 
tion shall  be.  Shall  the  bill  be  read  the  third  time?  Pending 
which  question  the  bill  shall  be  open  to  amendment. 

47. 

If  the  bill  be  reported  favorably  with  amendment  the

Of  Amendments.

Amendments  shall  be  in  order  from  the  floor  at  the 
second  reading  after  the  amendments,  if  any,  recommended 
by  the  committee  are  disposed  of  by  the  Senate.

•artificates  #f  the  votes  givcA  ia  tte  several  towns  for 
justices  of  the  peace  for  the  two  years  next  ensuiiig,  to  as- 
certain and  declare  the  persons  duly  elected  to  said  offices, 
and  to  report  the  said  election  to  the  General  Assembly 
agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 


On  the  third  day  of  the  Session  each  House  shall  appoint

Committees  of  like  functions  of  the  Senate  and  House 
ci  Aeprescatatives  may,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating 
boBiMeBs,  meet  together  as  a  }oint  committee,  for  the  purpose 
of  public  hearings.  They  vkAy  consider  in  joint  conf^ence 
aU  measures,  b^t  shall  take  action  separately  and  shall 
report  only  to  their  respective  Houses.

S reside  over,  and  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  in  his  absence  the 
ecretary  of  the  Senate,  shall  officiate  as  Clerk;  and  the 
rules  of  the  Senate,  as  far  as  applicable,  shal^be  observed 
in  regulating  the  proceedings  of  every  joint  assembly.

The  proceedings  of  every  joint  assembly,  including  the 
resolution  ordering  the  same,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Clerk 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be  preserved 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  a  copy  of  which  shall 
be  furnished  to  the  Governor  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 
and  shall  also  be  published  with  the  journal  of  the  pro* 
ceedings  of  the  Senate.

A  three-fourths  vote  of  all  present  shall  be  required  for 
the  suspension  of  any  joint  rule. 
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Of  Bills  and  Joint  Resolutions.

:  When  bills  and  joint  resolutions  are  on  their  passage 
between  the  two  Houses  they  shall  be  verified  by  the  attesta^ 
tion  of  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  of  each  House,  or  their  assistr 
ants.

Each  House  shall  give  notice  to  the  other  of  its  aotioB 
af>on  any  measure  originating  in  the  other  and  shall  return 
all  such  bills  or  joint  resolutions  with  the  accompanying 
papers.

Either  House  may  substitute  for  the  original  bill  or 
joint  resolution  a  copy  found  and  attested  by  the  joint 
standing  committee  on  joint  rules  to  be  a  true  copy.

House- shall  have  rejected  it;  (2)  Shall  have  adhered  to  a 
vote  of  disagreement;  (3)  When  a  committee  of  conference 
has  been  appointed  and  has  reported  a  disagreement  or 
has  reported* and  the  report  been  rejected  by  either  house, 
and  no  further  proceedings  taken.

Whereas,  this  encroachment  is  felt  particularly  in  the 
case  of  income  and  inheritance  taxes,  both  of  which  forms 
of  taxes  are  in  danger  of  being  dried  up  as  sources  of  state 
revenue;  and 

Whereas,  in  both  these  fields  of  taxation  there  exists  a 
line  which  separates  the  taxable  units  that  equitably  and 
logically  may  be  left  solely  to  state  taxation  from  the  units 
logically  belonging  to  the  broader  federal  jurisdiction;  and 

Whereas,  the  establishment  of  some  reasonable  line  o  f 
division,  giving  to  the  states  sole  taxing  authority  below  such 
line,  and  to  the  federal  government  sole  taxing  authority 
above  such  line,  would  cure  much  of  the  trouble  existing 
because  of  conflict  of  jurisdiction  between  states;  would 
relieve  the  tension  between  federal  and  state  governments; 
would  result  in  great  economy  in  the  administration  of  the 
tax;  and  would  relieve  the  growing  dissatisfaction  on  the 
part  of  the  taxpayer  resulting  from  irritating  and  expensive 
duplication  of  accounts  and  reports  and  double  taxation; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 
that  we  respectfully  urge  action  by  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  and  the  legislatures  of  the  several.states,  tothe 
effect  that  the  federal  income  and  inheritance  tax  law  be 
amended  so  that  upon  acceptance  and  compliance  by  the 
different  states,  the  federal  tax  will  be  withdrawn  upon 
incomes  and  estates  which  reasonably  and  logically  should 
be  reserved  for  purposes  of  state  revenue;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved  that  concerted  and  uniform  action  on  the  part 
of  the  states  is  of  such  vital  importance  that  we  recommend 
the  holding  of  a  congress  of  the  states  to  consider  the  subject 
of  federal  encroachment  upon  state  sources  of  revenue,  with 
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the  object  of  adopting  and  urging  upon  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  a  definite  policy  in  the  segregation  of  state 
and  federal  revenue;  and  be  it  further

Our  little  circle  has 
been  strongly  reminded  in  the  last  thirty  days  that  the 
ancient  fashion  still  obtains  among  us.  First  it  was  our 
elder  brother,  Senator  Kendall,  to  whom  more  than  three 
score  years  and  ten  had  come;  next  it  was  our  faithful 
chaplain  in  the  very  prime  of  his  manhood;  and  now  the 
grim  messenger  beckons  to  the  boy  of  our  family — our  beloved 
friend  and  brother,  Senator  Eddy. 

He  had  not  lived  long,  but  he  had  lived  long  enough  to 
teach  us  all,  and  all  who  knew  him,  the  lesson  of  the  grandeur 
of  honest  citizenship  and  the  faithful  discharge  of  duty,  and

by  his  example  what  it  means  to  live  for  the  highest  and  best 
things  in  life.  Life  is  a  mystery,  but  death  is  a  deeper  and 
a  darker  one.  It  matters  little  when  it  comes  or  where  it 
finds  us,  provided  always  it  finds  us  where  it  found  our 
brothers  Kendall,  Farman  and  Eddy,  doing  our  duty. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  be  a  member  of  the  board  of 
examiners  for  admission  to  the  bar  in  1907,  when  Brother 
Eddy  was  examined.  I  then  felt  and  prophesied  that  there 
was  before  him  a  career  of  usefulness .  He  has  not  disap- 
pointed me.     His  career  was  brief  but  brilliant. 

I  have  no  words  to  express  my  sympathy  at  the  loss  of 
our  Senator  Eddy.  We  feel  that  his  life  has  closed  too  soon, 
but  we  should  remember  that  usefulness  is  not  measured  by 
length  of  years. 

There  was  a  Man  in  Galilee  who  died  at  thirty-three 
years  of  age.  At  the  close  of  His  life  it  might  have  been 
said  that  it  was  a  failure,  but  He  so  wrought  and  taught 
that  He  changed  the  complexion  of  the  world  and  all  the 
currents  of  history.  In  the  great  economy  of  the  universe 
it  is  quality  and  not  quantity  that  counts. 

Let  us  give  attention  to  our  chaplain. 

The  Chaplain  then  read  the  twenty-third  Psalm  and 
led  the  Senate  in  prayer. 

Mr.  Ricker  moved  that  when  the  Senate  adjourns  it  be 
to  meet  Tuesday  morning  next  at  ten  o'clock,

Mr.  DeWitt  offered  a  resolution  which  was  read  and 
adopted  and  is  as  follows: 

Whereas,  the  Senate  has  by  death  been  de- 
prived of  Senator  Hermon  E.  Eddy  of  Windham  County,  a 
member  of  the  Vermont  House  of  Representatives  when 
barely  twenty-one  years  old,  a  man  of  great  ability  in  any 
activity,  an  able  lawyer,  a  high-minded,  public  spirited 
citizen  and  an  honest  man;  and

genial  presence,  his  genuine  interest  in  others,  his  regard  for 
his  home  and  family,  his  clean  life  and  his  high  hope  and 
ambition;

Upon  receipt  of  the  report  required  by  the  pre- 
ceding section  and  a  certificate  from  the  Massachusetts  board 
of  cattle  commissioners,  showing  the  number  and  description 
of  such  animal,  name  of  shipper,  cause  of  rejection,  and  of 
a  certificate  under  oath  from  the  seller  of  the  animal,  together 
with  a  certificate  from  the  owner  of  the  animal,  jrom  whom 
purchased  in  this  state,  giving  a  description  of  such  animal, 
the  date  and  place  of  sale  and  the  price  paid  for  the  same^ 
tHe  livestock  commissioner  of  this  state  shall,  if  he  is  satisfied 
of  the  truth  of  such  report  and  such  last  named  certificate,  so 
certify  to  the  auditor  of  accounts,  who  shall  allow  and  draw 
an  order  for  a  sum  equal  to  seventy-five  percent  of  the  purchase 
price  of  such  animal,  less  the  amount  received  for  the  same 
in  Massachusetts;  but  in  no  case  shall  such  seventy-five  percent 
be  reckoned  on  a  sum  greater  than  seventy-five  dollars;  nor  shall 
the  indemnity  provided  for  in  this,  and  the  preceding  section 
be  paid  to  or  on  behalf  of  anyone  who  is  not  a  resident  of  the 
State  of  Vermont,

Mr.  Steele  from  the  committee  on  state  institutions 
submitted  a  report  under  joint  resolution,  entitled 
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(J.  R.  H.  14)  Joint  resolution  to  empower  the  Senate 
and  House  committees  on  state  institutions  to  visit  the 
state  sehool  for  ifeeble-minded  at  Brandon,  and  to  provide 
for  expenses  of  said  committees; 

Which  report  was  read  and  ordered  placed  on  file 
and  is  as  follows : 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  State  Institutions  Regarding 
the  School  for  Feeble-Minded  Children  at  Brandon. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate: 

Under  the  provisions  of  joint  resolution  No.  14,  ap- 
proved by  the  Governor,  empowering  the  House  committee 
and  also  the  Senate  committee  on  state  institutions  to  visit 
the  School  for  Feeble-Minded  Children  at  Brandon,  the 
Senate  Committee  inspected  that  institution  on  Tuesday, 
February  6th  and  submit  the  following  report: 

First  in  regard  to  the  property  itself.  It  is  well  situated 
being  1}  miles  from  the  village  of  Brandon  and  consists  of 
about  300  acres  of  level  and  rolling  land,  well  adapted  to  a 
farming  industry  on  a  large  scale.  The  price  paid  was 
$13,000  which  considering  the  location,  buildings  and  pos- 
sibilities of  return  on  the  investment  is  a  very  moderate 
valuation.  The  barns  and  farm  buildings  are  ample  and 
probably  more  than  necessary,  but  with  future  develop- 
ment of  the  school  will  prove  a  valuable  asset.  The  dwelling 
house  was  poorly  arranged,  out  of  repair  and  ill  adapted 
for  a  residence  and  administrative  building  for  the  use  of 
the  superintendent  of  the  school.  It  was,  however,  re- 
paired and  put  in  order  so  that  the  superintendent  makes  it 
his  home,  and  besides,  the  various  rooms  and  ell  parts  now 
serve  to  accommodate  all  the  inmates  at  the  school  now 
numbering  45,  for  sleeping  rooms,  dining  rooms  and  kitchen. 
It  is,  however,  absolutely  inadequate  but  may  serve  until 
more  suitable  buildings  can  be  provided  for  the  inmates. 
There  is  nearing  completion  in  the  grove  near  the  farm  house, 
in  which  location  it  is  designed  to  erect  other  buildings^  as 
the  increase  in  the  population  of  the  institution  demands, 
a  domicile  unit  whicn  will  accommodate  70  inmates,  and  is 
so  divided  that  35  girls  can  be  cared  for  on  one  side  of  the 
building  and  35  boys  on  the  other  side,  properly  segregated. 
Our  committee  do  not  approve  of  the  exact  location  or  the 
elevation  of  this  building,  but  possibly  the  construction 
of  other  domicile  units  may  be  in   a  measure  adjusted  to  it. 

There  are  now  45  inmates  ranging  in  age  from  5  to  30 
but  mostly  from  the  ages  of  10  to  20.     We  are    informed 
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by  the  superintendent  that  32  more  have  already  been  com- 
mitted by  %he  probate  courts  and  in  addition  73  applica- 
tions have  been  made  and  are  awaiting  the  increase  of 
institutional  capacity  before  making  application  to  the 
probate  court  for  admission.  This  does  not  take  into  con- 
sideration children  eligible  who  are  now  patients  at  the 
state  hospital  for  the  insane  at  Waterbury  or  at  the  Brattle- 
boro  Retreat  at  Brattleboro. 

The  development  of  this  school  must  be  in  the  nature 
of  an  evolution  and  will  require  some  years  to  construct 
and  organize  it  in  a  substantial  and  permanent  way;  we 
advise  therefore  not  to  undertake  too  much,  but  to  construct 
welly  according  to  a  well  defined  plan. 

We,  therefore,  would  recommend  that  appropriation 
be  made  for  another  building  to  be  constructed  during  the 
next  two  years  which  would  constitute  a  second  domicile  unit  to 
accommodate  about  70  children;  with  two  buildings  of  this 
capacity  the  boys  and  girls  could  be  more  securely  segre- 
gated and  future  construction  could  easily  be  undertaken 
as  occasion  may  require. 

Hospital  or  Infirmary. 

We  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  advisability,  even 
the  necessity*  of  an  infirmary  or  hospital.  There  should 
be  a  properly  equipped  department  to  care  for  the  ordinary 
ills  and  accidents  of  the  inmates  and  besides,  in  the  event 
of  an  outbreak  of  contagious  disease  there  should  be  pro- 
vided suitable  conveniences  for  isolation  and  care  of  such 
cases.  In  the  course  of  time  such  epidemics  are  sure,  to 
come  and  these  children  should  be  protected  in  accordance 
with  the  principles  of  modern  sanitation  and  quarantine. 
Possibly  one  of  the  adjoining  parts  of  the  farm  house  could 
be  used  for  such  a  purpose  as  soon  as  buildings  are  com- 
pleted so  that  the  children  at  present  occupying  these  rooms 
could  be  removed  to  new  and  more  desirable  quarters. 

The  Farm. 

From  the  report  of  the  superintendent  it  appears  that  a 
considerable  amount  of  produce  has  been  realized  from  the 
farm  and  that  the  work  of  the  boys  in  the  institution  has 
been  the  chief  element  of  labor.  With  a  fertile  and  pro- 
ductive farm  of  300  acres  situated  near  a  good  market  with 
good  railroad  facilities  and  with  an  increasing  number  of 
boys  able  to  work,  and  plenty  of  barn  room  it  appears  to 
the  committee  that  there  should   be  employed  a  farmer 
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at  a  definite  salary  to  take  charge  of  all  the  agricultural 
affairs  of  the  institution. 

That  the  dairy  should  be  much  enlarged  and  improved 
and  a  systematic  course  piirsued  to  make  this  farm  not 
only  productive  and  profitable  to  the  largest  degree  but  also 
to  make  it  an  example  of  scientific  farming  plus  the  element 
of  thrift,  and  besides  farm  labor  is  probably  the  best  occu- 
pation that  could  be  had  for  boys  in  a  school  of  this  character. 

Care  of  the   Children. 

The  main  considerations  for  maintaining  an  institution 
of  this  kind  are  1st,  the  safe  guarding  of  society  against  an 
unsocial  element  and  2nd,  the  reasonable  and  humane  care 
of  children  who  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  or 
enter  into  the  ordinary  competitions  of  industrial  life; 
3rd,  to  diminish  the  propagation  of  the  unfit  by  isolation 
or  segregation. 

It  is  true  that  the  imbeciles,  idiots,  and  feeble  minded 
are  a  constant  social  menace,  and  in  keeping  with  the  policy 
of  the  state  tending  toward  paternalism  developed  within 
the  last  quarter  of  a  century  this  class  of  menacing  children 
with  potential  possibilities  toward  propagating  the  degen- 
erate, should  be  cared  for  by  the  state  instead  of  indifferently 
cared  for  by  the  town;  should  be  cared  for  well,  and  segre- 
gated not  only  for  their  own  good  and  well  being  but  in 
the  interest  of  local  conditions  in  towns  from  whence  they 
came. 

The  reasonable  and  humane  care  of  these  feeble  minded 
children  who,  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  are  unable  to 
provide  for  themselves,  is  properly  chargeable  to  the  state 
in  an  institution  of  this  kind.  It  is  for  their  best  good  that 
they  be  made  to  work  in  proportion  to  their  physicial 
ability  and  mental  capacity.  It  it  equally  the  duty  of  the 
state  to  see  to  it,  that  they  be  made  happy,  comfortable 
and  contented,  and  also  that  they  be  given  ample  oppor- 
tunity for  recreation,  diversion,  sports,  and  play  pi'opor- 
tionate  to  their  mental  age,  and  we  emphasize  the  fact  that 
comfort  and  happiness  of  the  inmates  is  of  paramount 
importance  as  compared  to  the  per  capita  cost  to  the  state. 

The  committee  saw  practically  all  of  the  45  inmates  at 
the  school;  saw  thetn  at  work,  at  play  and  at  their  dinner  at 
noon  time.  They  appeared  to  be  in  good  condition  as  to 
clothing,  general  nutrition,  atid  appearance  of  good  care, 
contentment  and  well  being.  All  children  need  supervision 
and  such  children  as  these  need  especially  stringent  regu- 
lations as  to  routine  of  daily  duty  and  submission  to  au- 
thority. This  class  cannot  get  along  by  learning  to  think 
but  get  along  better  by  learning  to  do.     We,  from  our  ob- 
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servation,  are  led  to  believe  that  these  children  are  well 
cared  for  but  would  yet  emphasize  the  importance  of  play 
and  various  forms  of  recreation  believing  that  the  happiness 
of  these  children  is  of  quite  as  much  importance  as  their 
earning  capacity.

election.  Every  female  citizen  twenty-one  years  of  age^  or 
morey  having  resided  in  the  state  one  year  next  preceding  a 
general  election^  and  who  has  obtained  the  approbation  of  the 
board  of  civil  authority  and  taken  the  freeman  *s  oath  as  pro- 
vided for  men  in  section  74  of  the  Public  Statutes,  shall  have  the 
same  right  as  men  to  vote  for  presidential  electors. 

Sec.  2.  Section  489  of  the  Public  Statutes  as  amended 
by  section  1  of  No.  28  of  the  acts  of  1910  (Sees.  652  and  766 
of  the  General  Laws,  as  proposed)  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  489.  (Sec.  652  G.  L.)  Except  as  provided  in 
section  495  of  the  Public  Statutes  listers  shall  set  the  polls

Sec.  543.  (Sec.  719  G.  L.)  On  or  before  the  twentieth 
day  of  April,  unless  otherwise  required,  every  taxable  person 
shall  procure  such  blank  inventory,  make  full  answers  to  all 
interrogatories  therein,  subscribe  said  inventory  and  affi- 
davit, make  oath  thereto,  and  deliver  or  forward  the  same 
to  one  or  more  of  the  listers  in  the  town  wherein  such  person 
owns  or  possesses  property  required  by  law  to  be  set  to  him 
or  her  in  the  grand  list  therein.

Sec.  6.  The  listers  of  the  several  towns  of  the  state  shaU 
prepare  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk  a  true  list  com- 
prising the  names  of  all  women  residing  in  such  town  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  or  over  who  are  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  of  such  town.  Such  list  shall  be  prepared  and  filed  not  later 
than  the  first  day  of  July,  1917.

primary;  that  he  was  a  candidate  for  office  or  nomination  at  such 
itection  or  primary  and  that  he  requests  a  recount  of  such 
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Sec.  3.  Such  candidate  at  the  time  of  filing  his  petition 
shall  pay  to  the  clerk  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  each  voting- 
place  at  v^hich  a  recount  of  the  ballot  is  demanded  in  his  pe^ 
tition.  If  the  recount  shall  show  that  the  person  applying 
therefor  was  elected  or  nominated,  the  clerk  shall  return  to  him 
the  fee  so  paid;  and  if  the  recount  shall  show  that  the  person 
applying  therefor  was  not  elected  or  nominated  the  fee  shall  &e 
paid  to  the  town  or  county  treasurer,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  a  recount  is  demanded  of  the  votes  cast 
at  a  primary  or  election  for  a  county  office  the  county  clerk 
shall,  within  five  days,  notify  in  writing  the  board  of  civit 
authority  in  the  several  towns  to  appear  at  the  office  of  the 
town  clerk  in  their  respective  towns  upon  a  day  designated  by- 
said  county  clerk,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  five  days  from 
the  date  of  such  notice,  there  to  recount  the  ballots  cast  at  the^ 
previous  primary  or  election.  The  clerk  shall  in  like  manner 
notify  the  petitioner  and  his  opposing  candidates  who  may 
in  person  or  by  attorney  inspect  the  ballots  and  participate 
in  the  recount  under  such  rules  as  the  clerk  may  adopt.  The 
boards  of  civil  authority  in  the  several  towns  shall  count  the 
ballots  and  shall  forthwith  certify  the  result  thereof  to  the 
county  clerk,  who  shall  canvass  such  vote  and  declare  the  result. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  a  recount  is  demanded  of  the  votes  cast 
for  a  town  office,  the  town  clerk  shall  forthwith  notify  the  board 
of  civil  authority  of  such  town,  who  shall  within  five  days  from 
the  receipt  of  such  notice  proceed  to  recount  the  ballots.  The 
petitioner  and  the  opposing  candidates  and  their  attorneys 
may  inspect  the  ballots  and  participate  in  the  recount  under 
such  rules  as  the  town  clerk  may  adopt.  Such  board  shall  cer^ 
tify  the  result  to  the  town  clerk,  who  shall  declare  the  result. 

Sec.  6.  //  the  recount  shows  that  a  person  other  than  the 
one  declared  elected  or  nominated  upon  the  original  canvass  of 
votes  has  the  number  of  votes  required  by  law  for  election  or 
nomination  to  such  office,  such  person  shall  be  declared  elected 
or  nominated  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  office  or  nomination. 

Sec.  7.  Within  five  days  after  the  declaration  of  the 
county  or  town  clerk,  a  candidate  aggrieved  thereby  may  appeal 
therefrom  to  the  county  court  by  giving  a  written  notice  to  that 
effect  to  the  other  candidates  who  appeared  before  said  board,, 
the  original  of  which  notice  shall  be  filed  with  the  county  clerk* 
The  county  court  shall  forthwith  issue  an  order  directing  the 
town  clerk  to  transmit  to  the  county  clerk  forthwith  all  ballots, 
papers  and  records-  affecting  such  appeal  and  fixing  a  time  for 
hearing  thereon  in  open  court  or  before  a  referee  not  later  thani 
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Jwe  days  from  the  making  of  such  order.  Such  order  shall  be 
served  upon  the  town  clerk  and  all  other  candidates  who  have 
appeared  before  said  board.  A  reference  may  be  ordered  upon 
any  or  all  questions.  At  the  time  and  place  so  fixed  the  matter 
■shall  be  summarily  heard  and  determined  and  the  costs  taxed 
4is  in  other  civil  actions. 

Sec.  8.  A  qualified  voter  may  demand  a  recount  of  ballots 
-on  the  question  of  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  or  on  any 
other  local  question  submitted  to  the  vote  of  a  town.  The  pro- 
cedure  in  such  case  shall  be  the  same  as  in  case  of  the  recount 
of  the  votes  cast  for  a  candidate  at  an  election.  The  petitoner 
and  his  attorney  and  a  voter  with  his  attorney ,  representing  the 
other  side  of  the  question  voted  upon,  may  inspect  the  ballots 
and  participate  in  the  recount  under  such  suitable  rules  as  the 
4derk  may  adopt. 

Sec.  9.  In  a  local  election  where  the  Australian  ballot 
system  is  used,  the  presiding  officer  shall,  as  soon  as  the  votes 
are  counted,  replace  the  voted,  protested  and  mutilated  ballots 
in  the  boxes,  secure  the  same  and  deposit  them,  together  with  a 
separate  sealed  package  of  unused  official  ballots,  with  the 
-clerk  of  the  town.  The  boxes  and  package  so  deposited  shall  be 
preserved  inviolate  for  six  months  after  the  election,  except  as 
opened  by  the  board  of  civil  authority  to  make  a  recount  as 
provided  in  this  act,  or  on  order  of  the  court.  The  foregoing 
procedure  shall  also  apply  to  the  votes  cast  at  any  annual  town 
meeting  upon  the  questions  set  forth  in  section  5104^  of  the  Public 
^Statutes.

Report  of  Special  Committee  on  Brattleboro  Retreat, 

Mr.  Fairchild  from  the  committee  appointed  under 
joint  resolution,  entitled 

(J.  R.  H.  18.)  Joint  resolution  relating  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  joint  special  committee  to  investigate  the  Brattle- 
boro Retreat  at  Brattleboro  and  to  provide  for  expenses 
of  said  committee; 

Submitted  the  following  report: 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

The  special  joint  committee  appointed  to  visit  the 
Brattleboro  Retreat  at  Brattleboro,  to  take  into  considera- 
tion, investigate  and  report  upon  the  management  of  said 
institution  and  the  care  and  treatment  of  persons  who  have 
been  or  are  now  confined  therein,  and  as  to  the  honest  and 
faithful  performance  of  all  the  duties  of  the  officers  thereof, 
reports  as  follows: 

The  committee  are  disposed,  by  way  of  preface,  to  offer 
the  briefest  possible  outline  of  the  foundation  of  the  Retreat. 
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In  1834  ft  ten  thousand  dollar  bequest  created  a  trust 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  suitable  place  for  the  proper 
care  and  treatment  of  insane  persons,  and  thus  was  founded 
Brattleboro  Retreat.  The  trust  provided  for  a  self  per- 
petuating board  of  four  trustees.  In  the  same  year  the 
trust  or  trustees  were  incorporated  by  an  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Vermont  and  the  act  of  incorpora- 
tion was  made  subject  to  amendment  by  any  future  legisla- 
ture "so  far  as  to  provide  for  the  more  perfect  and  effectual 
accomplishment    of  the  objects  of  this  act." 

From  this  small  beginning  the  Retreat  has  grown  to  its 
present  large  proportions,  consisting  of  some  twenty-five 
hundred  acres  of  .land  and  numerous  expensive  buildings, 
including  the  so-called  Retreat,  Lawton  Hall  and  Linden 
Lodge.  At  different  periods  between  1834  and  1912  the 
State  has  contributed  to  the  repairs  and  improvements  of 
the  buildings,  all  told,  the  sum  of  thirty-seven  thousand 
dollars  and  has  an  equitable  lien  on  the  property  for  the 
return  of  this  sum,  contingent  upon  the  event  that  the 
Retreat  should  cease  to  be  a  charitable  institution.  The 
growth  and  development  of  the  Retreat  is,  therefore,  the 
result  of  private  benefactions  and  great  ability  and  fore- 
sight in  management. 

Your  committee  upon  being  appointed  immediately 
proceeded  to  Brattleboro  and  made  a  careful  inspection  of 
the  buildings  of  the  Retreat,  the  condition  of  the  rooms;  the 
kitchen  and  dining  room  arrangements,  laundry,  heating 
and  ventilating  systems,  fire  escapes  and  fire  protection 
equipment;  the  condition  of  the  patients  as  to  being  clothed 
and  the  facilities  for  proper  treatment  and  care  of  the  pa- 
tients and  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  food. 

Our  inspection  of  the  rooms  on  the  eighteen  wards  in- 
cluded each  room  on  each  ward.  On  the  whole  we  find 
these  rooms  clean.  The  mattresses  of  the  beds  on  the  whole 
are  poor.  The  bedding,  except  upon  the  back  halls,  where 
the  more  disturbed  class  of  patients  are  kept,  was  clean. 
Each  ward  is  supplied  with  proper  toilet  and  bath  arrange- 
ments with  sanitary  plumbing. 

The  recently  installed  heating  and  ventilating  system 
we  consider  entirely  adequate  and  satisfactory. 

Our  examination  of  the  kitchen,  bakery,  cold  storage 
and  food  supplies  on  hand,  together  with  invoices  of  sup- 
plies bought  by  the  institution  and  all  evidence  introduced 
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upon  this  subject  show  the  food  purchased  to  be  of  good 
quality  and  sufficient  in  quantity. 

The  food  is  well  cooked  considering  the  quantity  neces- 
sarily consumed  and  the  same  is  served  in  as  good  con- 
dition as  can  be  expected  with  the  present  facilities,  con- 
struction of  the  buildings,  and  the  distance  of  the  ward 
dining  rooms  from  the  kitchen,  which  dining  room  and 
kitchen  arrangements,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee, 
make  it  impossible  to  satisfactorily  serve  the  food  and  is 
the  direct  cause  for  the  complaints  of  poor  food.  The 
dining  rooms  are  poorly  ventilated  and  unattractive. 

We  find  the  number  and  location  of  fire  escapes,  particu- 
larly on  the  main  buildings,  to  be  inadequate  and  in  case  of 
fire  serious  loss  of  life  might  result.  We  recommend  that 
this  matter  be  taken  up  with  the  State  Board  of  Health  and 
that  the  institution  conform  to  the  requirements  of  such 
Board. 

Charges  that  the  institution  is  infested  with  vermin 
were  made  before  this  committee  and  we  find  respecting 
these  charges  that  these  conditions  exist  to  some  extent 
due  to  the  age  of  some  of  the  buildings  and  the  nature  of 
the  institution.  These  pests  are  constantly  combated 
by  the  management. 

Your  committee,  after  completing  their  examination 
at  Brattleboro,  proceeded  to  hear  the  evidence  presented 
before  it.  Seventy-nine  witnesses  appeared  and  testified 
before  the  committee.  Your  committee  have  given  all 
persons  having  complaint  to  make  respecting  the  manage- 
ment of  the  institution  or  the  treatment  of  patients  therein 
an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  and  have  required  all  witnesses 
to  appear  and  testify  who  had  any  information  or  knowledge 
concerning  the  subject  matter  of  the  investigation.  The 
Retreat  has  been  represented  by  competent  counsel.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  has  been  represented  at  all  the  hearings 
and  the  institution  given  full  opportunity  to  be  heard. 

Among  the  witnesses  appearing  before  the  committee 
were  the  trustees,  superintendent,  assistant  physician, 
nurses,  attendants  and  employees  of  the  institution,  former 
nurses  and  attendants,  discharged  patients,  members  of 
the  State  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  Insane,  physicians 
connected  with  other  institutions  and  others  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  patients  confined  at  the  Retreat.  One 
thousand  twenty-one  typewritten  pages  of  testimony  were 
taken. 
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Your  committee  find  that  there  is  an  insufficient  number 
of  attendants  employed  by  the  institution;  that  they  are 
in  some  instances  untruthful  and  unreliable;  that  there  is  a 
lack  of  supervision  of  their  work,  and  no  attempt  to  improve 
the  efiiciency  of  attendants  by  any  method  of  systematic 
instruction;  that  the  standard  of  wages  offered  for  attend- 
ants is  so  low  and  the  work  is  of  such  a  nature  that  few 
trustworthy  persons  are  attracted  from  other  occupations 
to  become  permanently  identified  with  the  institution, 
which  in  a  measure  accounts  for  the  constantly  changing 
and  unsatisfactory  force  of  attendants  employed.  We' find 
that  for  a  period  of  three  years  past  the  average  number  of 
attendants  in  both  the  men's  and  women's  wards  has 
been  but  65%  of  the  requisite  number  as  shown  by  the  testi- 
mony of  the  ofi&cers  of  the  institution. 

Various  complaints  of  general  ill  treatment  of  patients 
by  attendants  were  laid  before  your  committee,  and  these 
were  thoroughly  investigated  by  us.  Your  committee  find 
that  patients  have  been  ill  treated  by  attendants  and  the 
evidence  tended  to  show  that  in  some  cases  patients  have 
been  knocked  down  and  otherwise  abused  by  attendants, 
but  without  the  knowledge  of  those  in  charge  of  the  in- 
stitution. We  find  that  such  abuses  would  not  be  tolerated 
if  known  to  the  officers  of  the  institution,  and  in  all  such 
cases  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  Dr.  Lawton  or  his  assis- 
tants the  attendants  have  been  discharged.  Such  super- 
vision of  attendants  should  be  enforced  as  will  certainly 
prevent  occurrences  of  this  kind. 

The  following  specific  cases  are  specially  noted,  viz.: 

THE  GUILFORD  CASE. 

In  this  case  the  following  charges  were  made  by  Mrs. 
Hattie  M.  Guilford: 

1.  That  she  was  put  into  a  straight  jacket  and  tied  to  a 
bed  and  left  there  for  several  days  at  a  time,  and  while  in  a 
straight  jacket,  she  was  compelled  to  eat  her  food  from  a  tin 
plate  placed  on  the  floor  of  her  room. 

2.  That  she  was  knocked  down  three  times  a  week, 
and  on  one  occasion  was  struck  with  a  piece  of  iron  or  lead 
pipe,  leaving  a  scar  upon  her  head. 

3.  That  she  was  thrown  onto  a  bed  by  an  attendant 
and  her  head  pounded  against  the  wall  until  she  became  un- 
conscious. 
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following  this  ill  treatment  Smith  was  removed  from  his 
room  on  the  third  ward  to  a  room  upon  another  ward  and 
the  record  of  this  case  at  the  Retreat  shows:  "August  14, 
'14.  Patient  died  today,  cerebral  effusion  (hemorrage) 
is  given  as  the  exact  cause  of  death.  Meningitis  was  a  con- 
tributing cause.'' 

Concerning  the  settlement  made  by  the  Retreat  in  the 
Guilford,  Adams  and  Jones  cases  the  committee  find  that  the 
Retreat  in  each  case  disclaimed  liability  for  the  damages 
claimed  but  to  avoid  the  expense  of  suit  and  publicity, 
considered  it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Retreat  to  settle 
these  claims. 

The  settlement  of  a  threatened  law  suit  is  often  times  a 
combination  of  expediency,  to  save  expense  of  litigation,  to 
avoid  publicity  and  to  avoid  the  possible  miscarriage  of 
justice.  An  insane  asylum  cannot  afford  to  settle  a  threat- 
ened law  suit  for  any  or  all  of  the  foregoing  reasons,  but  only 
when  it  is  fully  satisfied  that  some  of  its  servants  have  been 
guilty  of  such  negligence  or  misconduct  as  may  be  actionable 
against  the  asylum  and  then  the  fullest  publicity  should  be 
l>y.it  given  to  the  entire  subject  matter. 

The  unfortunate  Clement  incident  is  the  result  of  a 
mistaken  policy.  The  Retreat  is  not  so  equipped  with 
isolated  apartments  that  it  can  from  any  esthetic  view 
point  satisfactorily  care  for  certain  types  of  insanity  with- 
out recourse  to  the  usual  restraint  and  should  have  so  ad- 
vised in  the  case  referred  to. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  who  have  the  immediate  over- 
sight of  the  Retreat  are  known  throughout  the  state  as  men 
of  the  highest  character  and  of  great  ability. 

The  State  Board  of  Supervisors,  upon  whom  rests  the 
duty  of  visiting  the  Retreat  once  each  month,  is  composed 
of  Dr.  Steele,  of  Montpelier,  Dr.  Bryant,  of  Ludlow,  and 
Dr.  Pelton,  of  Richford,  and  these  eminent  physicians  have 
discharged  the  duty  imposed  upon  them  by  the  state. 

We  find  that  in  some  instances  the  officers  of  the  Re- 
treat have  known  of  the  intended  visits  of  this  Board  but 
this  has  happened  only  occasionally  and  from  all  the  evi- 
dence we  are  unable  to  find  that  unusual  or  special  prepara- 
tion has  been  made  in  anticipation  of  these  visits.  The 
evidence  tended  to  show  that  the  supervisors  have  investiga- 
ted cases  of  claimed  abuse  of  patients  by  attendants,  but  failed 
to  find  any  ground  for  such  complaints.      We  find  that  the 
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Board  have  given  careful  attention  to  the  matter  of  investi- 
gating cases  of  State  patients  that  should  be  discharged  and 
we  are  unable  to  find  any  instance  where  a  patient  has  not 
been  discharged  as  soon  as  their  condition  warranted. 

Your  committee  made  no  extensive  examination  of  the 
books  of  account  of  the  institution,  but  investigated  the 
system  of  accounting  and  find  that  this  system  is  modern 
and  sufiicient  in  all  respects. 

Your  committee  find  that  owing  to  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  Ernest  L.  Tracy,  an  assistant  physician  at  the  Retreat 
that  Dr.  Lawton  has,  since  November,  1916,  had  but  one 
assistant  physician ;  that  this  assistant  physician  is  compelled 
to  attend  one  hundred  or  more  patients  especially  needing 
the  attention  of  a  physician  each  day;  that  conditions  de- 
mand that  at  least  two  assistant  physicians  be  employed 
for  the  proper  care  and  welfare  of  the  patients,  and  your 
committee  believe  this  to  be  the  policy  of  the  institution. 

Your  committee  find  that  under  present  economic 
conditions  the  cost  of  maintenance  to  the  institution  per 
week  for  each  patient  is  $5.84  3-10.  The  Retreat  is  now  under 
contract  with  the  state  to  board,  clothe,  care  for,  and  provide 
medical  treatment  and  nursing  for  all  state  patients  that  the 
necessities  of  the  state  require  it  to  take,  for  the  sum  of 
$4.00  per  week.  For  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  average 
of  about  three  hundred  state  patients  supported  at  the  Re- 
treat. The  Retreat  claims  that  the  deficit  arising  therefrom 
not  only  precludes  the  institution  from  making  needed 
changes  and  improvements  but  is  involving  it  in  debt. 
Although  this  question  is  foreign  to  the  duty  imposed  upon 
the  committee,  yet  the  committee  would  respectfully  advise 
that  the  proper  state  department  inquire  into  the  subject 
at  an  early  date  and  if  the  contention  of  the  Retreat  is 
well  founded  make  such  modification  of  the  contract  as 
justice  requires,  for  the  state  can  afford  to  be  just  as  well 
as  exact. 

Your  committee  would  also  respectfully  recommend  that 
the  state,  through  its  proper  officials  and  the  Retreat, 
through  its  Trustees,  cooperate  to  discover  some  satisfactory 
common  ground  for  an  agreement  to  the  end  that  the  state 
become  a  trustee  of  the  institution.  Thus,  while  preserv- 
ing the  autonomy  of  the  Retreat,  giving  the  state  an  official 
voice  in  its  policy,  management  and  further  upbuilding 
without  financial  responsibility  unless  by  special  legisla- 
tion. 
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The  Retreat  is  termed  in  law  an  eleemosynary  institution 
And  may  not  be  owned  or  held  by  the  state  or  by  a  corpora- 
tion or  by  individuals  for  profit.  The  unfortunates  who 
must  be  restrained  and  cared  for  at  an  insane  asylum  ob- 
viously are  not  limited  to  the  so-called  pauper  class,  but 
come  from  all  conditions  of  life  and  the  state  is  vitally  in- 
terested in  the  proper  maintenance  and  supervision  of  such 
an  institution. 

Your  committee  have  neglected  no  source  of  informa- 
tion. All  the  evidence,  both  for  and  against  the  Retreat, 
has  been  carefully  weighed  and  contrasted  and  finally 
measured  up  in  the  light  of  comparative  merit  and  rational 
probability. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  in  the  event  it  be- 
comes the  policy  of  the  state  to  enlarge  its  institution  at 
Waterbury  that  that  institution  be  so  enlarged  that  all 
patients  supported  by  the  state  can  be  there  cared  for.

Which  was  read  and*  upon  his  motion  ordered  placed 
first  in  the  orders  of  the  day  for  tomorrow. 

The  same  senator  further  moved  that  the  printed 
copies  of  the  proposed  "General  Laws  of  Vermont,  1917" 
heretofore  distributed,  be  taken  as  the  printing  of  the  bill, 
and  that  further  printing  be  dispensed  with. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Morse,  from  the  joint  special  committee  on  the 
Tevision  of  the  laws,  submitted  a  report  in  connection  with 
the  foregoing  bill,  which  report  was  ordered  placed  on  file 
and  is  as  follows: 
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REPORT  OF  THE  JOINT  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON 

REVISION  OF  THE  LAWS. 

Part  I. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

Early  during  the  present  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, a  proposed  revision  of  the  statute  laws  of  the 
state  entitled  ^'General  Laws  of  Vermont,"  was  submitted 
to  the  assembly  by  Hale  K.  Darling  who  had  been  appointed 
as  commissioner  to  prepare  such  revision  by  the  justices 
of  the  supreme  court,  under  No.  242  of  the  Acts  of  1915, 

Following  the  course  usually  taken  in  this  state  with 
reference  to  a  work  of  this  character,  it  was,  by  joint  resolu- 
tion approved  Jan.  1917,  provided  **that  the  judiciary 
committee  of  the  Senate  and  House  shall  constitute  a  joint 
special  committee  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  report  of 
the  commissioner  appointed  to  prepare  and  submit  a  re- 
vision of  the  laws  of  this  state,  under  the  provisions  of  No. 
242  of  the  Acts  of  1915."  By  another  joint  resolution, 
approved  Jan.  10,  1917,  it  was  provided  that  said  commis- 
sioner be  '^directed  to  attend  before  the  legislative  committees 
having  the  revision  in  charge,  during  the  present  session, 
and  that  said  committees  be  hereby  authorized  to  employ 
such  stenographic  assistance  as  may  be  required  to  expedite 
their  work  in  connection  with  such  revision,"  etc. 

Pursuant  to  these  joint  resolutions,  the  joint  special 
committee  created  by  the  first  one  has  examined  the  pro- 
posed revision:  and  in  accordance  with  the  second  one  the  . 
commissioner  has  attended  upon  the  committee  and  it  has 
also  had  the  benefit  of  stenographic  assistance. 

On  Jan.  19,  1917,  the  joint  special  committee  was 
divided  into  six  subcommittees  of  three  members  each, 
and  at  that  time  the  bulk  of  the  work  was  assigned  to  the 
respective  subcommittees. 

Later  on  other  parts  of  the  revision  not  previously 
assigned,  were  assigned  either  to  some  of  the  subcommittees 
as  first  appointed,  or  to  other  members  of  the  full  committee. 

On  account  of  the  ordinary  legislative  duties  of  the 
members  of  the  joint  special  committee,  and  because  of 
the  fact  that  nearly  all  of  said  members  Were  chairmen  of 
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other  important  committees,  it  has  not  been  found  feasible 
to  have  and  maintain  stated  meetings  of  the  various  sub- 
committees: but  meetings  of  such  committees  have  been 
held  and  the  work  has  been  done  at  such  time  as  would  best 
suit  the  convenience  of  the  members  of  the  committee, 
and  when  they  were  not  engaged  in  their  ordinary  duties. 
In  some  instances,  when  one  or  more  members  of  a  par- 
ticular subcommittee  have  been  necessarily  absent,  their 
places  have  been  filled  by  members  of  other  subcommittees, 
and  instances  have  occurred  where  some  of  the  subcommittees 
have  proceeded  to  do  business  without  a  quorum;  but  in  each 
case  of  such  irregular  procedure,  the  action  of  the  incom- 
plete portion  of  the  particular  subcommittee  has  been  ratified 
by  all  of  its  members. 

The  proposed  revision,  as  reported,  has  been  carefully 
compared  with  the  pre-existing  statutes  of  a  public  nature 
proper  to  be  included  in  a  revision,  and  every  substantial 
change  recommended  by  the  commissioner,  the  reasons 
therefore,  and  its  effect  upon  other  sections  of  the  statutes 
have  been  carefully  considered. 

Numerous  changes  in  form  and  in  substance  have  been 
recommended  by  your  joint  special  committee;  and  they  are 
each  and  all  indicated  on  the  copy  of  the  General  Laws  sub- 
mitted with  this  repor  t,  as  a  bill  to  be  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly. 

In  the  notes  following  the  report,  attention  is  directed 
to  each  substantial  change  recommended  by  your  committee; 
but  numerous  changes  have  been  made  in  matters  of  punctua- 
tion, and  alterations  of  a  merely  verbal  character  not  affect- 
ing the  sense  of  the  particular  section,  are  recommended,  and 
appear  upon  the  copy  aubmitted  herewith. 

As  to  these  last  named  changes,  no  comment  or  ex- 
planation seems  necessary  to  be  made  by  us. 

The  joint  special  committee  unanimously  recommends 
the  enactment  of  the  proposed  revision  with  the  corrections 
and  additions  recommended  by  us;  and  we  also  submit 
herewith  a  copy  of  a  bill,  entitled  *%n  Act  to  Provide  for 
the  Publication  of  the  General  Laws,"  which  we  recommend 
should  be  enacted  with  the  proposed  revision. 

At  a  comparatively  early  date  in  the  session,  the  com- 
niittee  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  Senator  Eddy, 
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who  was  chairman  of  subcommittee  No.  4,  to  which  had  been 
assigned  title  ten  relating  to  Public  Revenue,  but  the  work 
assigned  to  that  subcommittee  had  been  practically  com- 
pleted before  his  death,  so  that  said  title,  as  reported,  with 
the  exception  of  chapters  46,  47,  48  and  49,  represents  the 
results  of  conferences  of  the  particular  subcommittee  at 
which  he  was  present.  His  service  on  this  work  was.  ex- 
tremely valuable  and  his  wide  knowledge  of  our  statute  law 
made  him  one  of  our  most  useful  members. 

We  feel  that  mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  fact 
that  whenever  called  upon  Messrs.  John  N.  Harvey  and 
Julius  A.  Wilcox,  who  served  as  assistants  to  the  commis- 
sioner in  the  preparation  of  the  proposed  revision,  have 
attended  meetings  of  the  various  subcommittees  and  have 
rendered  all  the  aid  in  their  power  in  the  way  of  explaining 
changes  or  additions  recommended  in  the  proposed  revision. 

In  the  course  of  our  work  upon  this  revision,  several 
instances  have  arisen  in  which  members  of  the  legislature 
and  others  have  requested  certain  matters  in  the  line  of  new 
legislation  to  be  enacted  as  a  part  of  the  revision.  Your 
committee  has  taken  the  view  that  to  amend  the  revision 
by  inserting  matters  of  this  character  would  be  entirely  out 
of  place,  and  that  the  proper  way  to  enact  independent 
legislation  is  through  the  ordinary  channels, — that  is,  by 
the  introduction  of  a  bill  for  that  purpose  and  its  reference 
to  the  appropriate  committee. 

We  have  proceeded  upon  the  theory  that  the  scope  of 
our  duties  was  confined  to  examining  the  revision  as  pro- 
posed, and  think  that  it  would  be  decidedly  improper  for  us 
to  undertake  to  enact  any  new  legislation  by  tacking  it  onto 
a  section  or  chapter  of  the  revision. 

Attention  is  particularly  directed  to  the  fact  that  where 
certain  sections  or  chapters  of  the  proposed  revision  have 
been  amended  or  repealed  by  acts  of  the  present  session  of 
the  General  Assembly,  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  correct 
them  in  the  General  Laws  as  submitted  for  your  action. 
To  undertake  to  do  this  would  be  a  task  that  could  not  be 
completed  in  time  for  a  seasonable  adjournment,  and  would 
be  simply  a  matter  of  editorial  work,  the  performance  of 
which  the  proposed  editorial  bill  is  designed  to  effect.  By 
force  of  the  proposed  editorial  bill,  that  phase  of  the  work  is 
adequately  provided  for;  and  as  will  be  seen  by  section  7306 
of  the  General  Laws,  as  proposed,  it  is  expressly  provided 
that 
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'  'Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventeen,  inconsistent  with  sections  of  the  General  Laws, 
shall  be  construed  to  have  been  passed  after  such  BectionB^ 
and  shall  take  'precedence  of  them.'^

Sec.  22.  {Sec.  4813  G.  L.)  Any  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  this  state  and  having  a  capital  stock  and 
able  to  meet  its  liabilities  then  matured  may,  subject  to  the 
rights  of  creditors,  sell  or  lease  for  cash,  stock  of  other  corpora- 
tions or  other  property,  all  its  assets,  including  its  franchises, 
to  any  other  corporation,  foreign  or  domestic,  having  power 
under  the  laws  of  this  state,  to  acquire  such  assets,  or  like  assets, 
or  may  consolidate  with,  merge  into  or  acquire  by  merger  any 
other  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state  and 
doing  a  business  similar  to  or  which,  under  the  laws  of  this 
state,  may  properly  be  combined  with  the  business  of  said  first 
named  corporation  and  carried  on  by  a  single  corporation. 
The  aggregate  amount  of  the  capital  stock,  bonds  and  other  in-- 
debtedness  of  any  corporation  resulting  from  any  such  consoli^ 
dation  or  merger  shall  not  exceed  the  combined  capital  stock, 
bonds  and  other  indebtedness  of  the  original  corporations. 
Such  sale,  lease,  consolidation  or  merger  shall  first  be  author- 
ized  by  such  vote  of  the  stockholders  of  both  corporations  as  is 
provided  in  the  articles  of  association,  or,  if  there  is  no  pro^ 
vision  in  the  articles,  then  by  the  vote  at  a  meeting  called  for 
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the  purpose  after  twenty  days^  notice^  of  the  holders  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  outstanding  stock  of  both  corporations  or,  if  the 
stock  is  divided  into  classes,  by  the  vote  of  the  holders  of  two- 
thirds  of  each  class  of  outstanding  stock  entitled  to  vote.  If 
stock  of  another  corporation  is  received  in  full  or  part  payment, 
all  of  such  stock  must  be  disposed  of  within  two  years  from  the 
time  it  was  acquired.  Failure  to  make  such  disposition  shall 
be  a  cause  for  the  dissolution  of  the  corporation  under  the  pro- 
visions  of  section  41.  Any  corporation  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  state  having  a  capital  stock  and  unable  to  meet  its 
liabilities  then  matured  may,  subject  to  the  rights  of  creditors, 
80  sell  or  lease  all  its  assets,  including  its  franchises,  by  the 
vote  in  meeting  assembled  of  the  holders  of  a  majority  of  stock 
represented  at  such  meeting  and  entitled  to  vote,  A  corpora- 
tion resulting  from  any  such  consolidation,  or  merger,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  general  powers  of  such  corporation,  shall  possess 
and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  privileges,  powers,  franchises,  immu- 
nities, exemptions  and  benefits  of  each  of  the  original  corpora- 
tions and  all  property,  rights,  privileges,  powers,  franchises,  im- 
munities, exemptions  and  benefits,  claims  and  demands,  and  all 
and  every  other  right  and  interest  of  the  original  corporations 
shall  belong  thereafter  as  effectively  to  the  corporation  resulting 
from  such  consolidation  or  merger,  as  they  did  to  the  several

The  committee  subsequently  appeared  within  the  joint 
assembly  accompanied  by  His  Excellency,  Charles  W.  Gates, 
Governor,  who  delivered  the  following  message: 

MESSAGE- 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  Hoxise  of  Representatives: 

Compl3ring  with  a  provision  of  our  Constitution  and 
following  the  custom  established  by  my  predecessors  in  the 
Executive  OflBice,  I  present  to  you  an  account  of  conditions  and 
developments  in  the  several  departments  of  the  state  govern- 
ment, and  submit  for  your  consideration  such  recommendations 
as  my  experience  prompts  me  to  make. 

EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  departments  of  the  state  government  have  so  increased 
in  number,  and  the  business  in  those  departments  has  so  in- 
creased in  volume  during  the  past  ten  years  or  more  that  the 
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responsibilities  and  detail  work  of  the  Executive  Department 
have  outgrown  the  provision  formerly  made  for  handling  the 
work.  Considering  the  work  at  hand,  and  the  desirability  and 
economy  of  an  office  centrally  located,  it  seemed  to  me  upon 
taking  office  that  the  interests  of  the  state  would  be  best  served 
by  making  the  Executive  Office  at  the  State  House  at  Mont- 
pelier,  the  permanent  office  for  the  biennial  term  rather  than 
take  the  office  with  me,  as  has  been  the  usual  practice.  The  last 
legislature  made  this  possible  by  providing  a  stenographer  for 
the  Secretary  of  Civil  and  Military  Affairs,  and  the  office  at 
the  State  House  has  been  kept  open  continuously  for  the  trans- 
action of  official  business,  meeting  of  committees,  heads  of  the 
various  departments  and  for  the  benefit  and  accommodation 
of  all  those  who  had  business  with  this  department.  It  has  not 
been  so  convenient  for  the  Executive,  but  has,  I  believe,  been 
very  much  more  convenient  and  satisfactory  to  all  who  have 
had  occasion  to  visit  the  office. 

STATE  BUILDING. 

By  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1916,  the  construc- 
tion of  a  building  for  the  state  library,  supreme  court,  historical 
society,  and  other  state  purposes  was  authorized.  An  appro- 
priation of  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  was  made 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

I  appointed  a  committee  consisting  of  Horace  F.  Graham 
of  Craftsbury,  C.  P.  Smith  of  Burlington,  W.  W.  Stickney 
of  Ludlow,  and  Harvey  W.  Varnum  of  Cambridge.  These 
gentlemen  and  myself  were  able  to  let  the  contract  for  a  sum 
slightly  within  the  appropriation.  The  building  has  now  reached 
such  a  stage  of  construction  that  you  can  judge  of  its  essential 
features.  If  the  building  is  completed  according  to  the  contract 
and  to  keep  within  the  appropriation,  the  inside  finish  will, 
of  necessity,  be  very  plain,  and  the  front  will  be  left  practically 
as  it  now  appears.  In  adopting  the  present  plans  your  committee 
has  made  it  possible  to  substitute,  if  the  legislature  cares  so  to  do,  a 
better  quality  of  finish  for  the  interior,  and  to  add  to  the  front 
a  suitable  porch  or  balustrade,  which  will  give  the  building  a 
much  more  finished  appearance,  and  a  character  more  nearly 
in  accord  with  this  class  of  modern  structures  in  other  states, 
and  in  keeping  with  the  dignity  of  the  state.  We  are  building 
for  all  time,  and  should  not  neglect  to  perfect  and  beautify 
what  we  build. 

Ample  space  has  also  been  provided  in  the  new  building 
for  installing  a  central  heating  plant  that  would  serve  both 
buildings  more  economically  than  would  the  two  plants  now 
in  operation. 

I  recommend  that  you  carefully  consider  this  subject  in 
connection  with  certain  necessary  changes  in  the  present  library 
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wing  of  the  State  House,  and  that  you  provide  for  such  expend- 
itures as  seem  advisable  to  you. 

STATE  INSURANCE. 

At  the  present  time  the  state  is  supposed  to  be  insuring 
its  various  properties  at  ninety  per  cent  of  their  value.  The 
total  amount  of  insurance  carried  is  as  follows: 

Buildings $1,471,000 

Personal  property 714,700 

Total $2,186,r00 

Annual  premium  $7,431.38;  number  of  risks  145;  number  of 
policies  100;  number  of  companies  46. 

It  is  contended  by  those  who  have  studied  the  situation 
that  the  experience  of  the  state  during  the  past  forty  years  has 
been  extremely  favorable,  and  that  the  amount  paid  in  in 
premiums  has  exceeded  considerably  the  losses  sustained  by 
the  companies.  The  losses  at  Waterbury  and  at  Vergennes 
are  the  only  serious  ones  we  have  sustained.  Furthermore, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  policy  of  the  state  is  at  present, 
and  in  the  future  should  be,  one  of  constructing  absolutely 
fireproof  buildings,  or  buildings  as  nearly  fireproof  as  possible, 
and  also  in  view  of  the  fact  that  after  a  thorough  inspection  of 
all  the  state  property  many  of  the  expensive  improvements 
have  been  made  according  to  the  advice  and  suggestions  of 
experienced  insurance  inspectors,  thereby  greatly  reducing  the 
fire  hazard  and  improving  the  risks  we  already  have,  it  would 
seem  to  be  an  opportune  time  to  consider  the  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  state  should  carry  a  part  of  its  own  insurance 
and  thereby  reduce  the  amount  of  premiums  now  being  paid 
annually.  Some  plan  whereby  the  state  insuring  only  its  princi- 
pal properties,  or  each  parcel  of  property  for  a  part  of  its  value, 
and  creating  a  sinking  fund  into  which  shall  be  paid  the  premium 
which  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  state  to  pay  on  the  uninsured 
part  of  the  basis  of  the  insurance  now  carried,  would,  I  believe 
work  out  to  the  advantage  of  the  state.  The  sinking  fund  thus 
created  would,  if  the  past  experience  of  the  state  is  continued, 
amount  in  time  to  a  substantial  sum,  and  as  the  sinking  fund 
grows  the  state  would  be  justified  in  carrying  a  larger  amount 
of  its  own  insurance. 

The  mistake  should  certainly  not  be  made  of  providing 
for  the  state's  carrying  a  portion  of  its  insurance  without  ade- 
quate provision  for  a  sinking  fund.  The  plan  could  at  least 
be  tried  out  for  a  few  years  with  little  danger  of  serious  loss. 

I  urge  you  tx>  give  this  matter  careful  consideration,  and 
recommend  that  a  law  be  passed  based  on  the  plan  I  have 
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briefly  outlined,  and  that  the  state  insurance  department  be 
charged  with  the  performance  of  the  duties  imposed  by  the 
act  under  such  restrictions  as  you  may  deem  wise  to  incorporate 
therein. 

STATE  PRISON. 

For  some  time  there  has  been  a  gradual  decrease  of  com- 
mitments to  our  State  Prison  and  at  the  present  time  there  is 
the  smallest  number  in  many  years.  .  The  sanitary  conditions 
of  the  prison  are  the  best  and  the  men  are  kept  clean  and  whole- 
some. Under  the  contract  system  every  prisoner  has  steady 
employment  and  is  furnished  with  every  opportunity  to  develop 
the  better  side  of  himself  and  encouraged  to  make  the  best  of 
his  life  there.  He  is  instilled  with  the  idea  that  prison  life 
can  be  made  bright  and  wholesome  and  that  he  can  prepare 
himself  while  there  to  live  a  clean  and  upright  life  after  his  re- 
lease. Chapel  services,  schools,  entertainments  in  which  the 
prisoners  participate,  ball  games  and  other  outdoor  games  are 
provided,  and  life  in  prison  generally  is  made  worth  while,  with 
special  effort  on  the  part  of  the  superintendent  to. improve  the 
morals  of  the  men.  On  the  whole  the  prison  is  quite  ideal  and 
with  the  humanitarian  treatment  employed,  there  is  no  reason 
why  many  of  these  unfortunate  men  cannot  become  good  citizens 
and  get  a  new  grasp  on  life  as  they  go  out  from  there. 

During  my  administration  a  prison  farm  of  about  two 
hundred  acres  has  been  purchased  and  has  proved  a  success, 
about  $8000  worth  of  produce  having  been  raised  this  year  at 
a  minimum  expense.  Six  prisoners  received  special  parole  and 
have  been  employed  on  the  farm  making  it  unnecessary  to  hire 
outside  help  of  any  kind.  The  buildings  on  the  farm  have  been 
repaired  by  help  from  the  prison  and  the  farm  likewise  has 
been  generally  improved.  Mr.  Walker,  the  superintendent, 
has  had  general  supervision  of  the  farm  and  under  his  able 
management  a  very  creditable  showing  has  been  made. 

I  am  convinced  of  the  importance  of  the  State's  owning 
more  land  in  connection  with  each  of  our  penal  institutions. 

HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

The  House  of  Correction  stands  differently  than  the  State 
Prison.  A  large  number  of  the  men  confined  there  are  short 
time  men  and  there  is  less  opportunity  to  improve  their  condi- 
tion, yet  under  Mr.  Loukes'  management  the  institution  has 
improved  and  the  men  helped  and  encouraged. 

The  buildings  of  the  institution  have  been  well  cared  for 
and  such  improvements  and  repairs  made,  including  a  new  and 
well  equipped  engine  house,  as  has  been  necessary.  The  few 
acres  of  land  connected  with  the  prison  have  been  utilized  to 
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good  advantage  demonstrating  the  desirability  of  the  purchase 
of  more  land  if  the  same  can  be  obtained  at  a  reasonable  price 
and  located  near  the  prison. 

PAROLE  SYSTEM. 

The  Executive  Department  has  made  special  effort  to  place 
the  parole  system  on  a  sound  basis,  to  follow  up  as  carefully 
as  possible  all  breaches  of  the  conditions  imposed,  and  to  assist 
in  every  possible  way  the  persons  under  parole  in  their  endeavors 
to  better  themselves.  The  probation  officers,  sheriffs,  and  super- 
intendents of  the  prisons  have  aided  materially  in  the  efforts 
that  have  been  made  to  keep  these  wards  well  in  hand.  The 
department  has  endeavored  to  impress  upon  every  man  and 
woman  released  the  importance  of  keeping  the  agreement  made 
with  the  Governor.  The  results  have  been  gratifying  in  a  large 
measure,  and  while  this  work  has  its  discouraging*  features,  it 
has,  on  the  whole,  been  satisfactory,  and  has  led  to  a  greater 
respect  for  law  and  order,  by  the  prisoners  themselves.  War- 
rants have  been  issued  for  recommitment  on  the  slightest  breach 
of  the  conditions  of  the  paroles,  and  during  the  term  more  than 
fifty  have  been  returned  to  serve  the  balance  of  their  sentence. 
This  has  had  a  very  healthy  effect  upon  all  phases  of  the  work. 
In  and  out  of  prison  the  word  has  been  passed,  that  the  Gov- 
ernor's warrant  would  certainly  follow  a  breach  of  parole,  and 
it  has  not  only  acted  as  a  warning  to  those  inside,  but  has  held 
the  paroled  to  strict  compliance  with  the  conditions  imposed. 
With  the  proper  enforcement  of  the  law,  the  system  I  believe, 
is  beneficial  and  helpful,  and  should  be  extended  and  enlarged 
as  conditions  would  seem  to  warrant.  The  employment  of  the 
prisoners  after  release  is  very  essential,  and  some  system  of 
obtaining  positions  for  these  men  as  they  leave  the  prison,  would 
be  a  great  help. 

INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL. 

During  my  administration,  I  have  been  very  much  interested 
in  the  Industrial  School.  It  is  the  most  useful  institution  of 
its  class  we  have  because  of  its  wide  range  of  usefulness. 
The  attendance  has  been  increased,  and  many  boys  and  girls 
are  sent  there  that  ought  to  be  in  some  institution  for  homeless 
children.  Many  are  conmiitted  on  the  slightest  provocation, 
either  because  they  have  no  home  or  because  responsibility  for 
their  care  has  been  disregarded.  Separation  of  the  children 
with  criminal  tendencies  from  those  of  the  more  homeless  class 
is  very  important  and  should  receive  careful  consideration. 

The  work  done  in  the  school  is  tp  be  conimended.  The 
children  are  kept  employed  under  a  veiy  carefully  planned  dis- 
cipline.    The  day  is  divided  into  hours  for  work,  school  and 
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play  with  much  attention  to  the  training  of  the  morals  of  the 
children  in  the  right  directions.  Encouragement  along  educa- 
tional lines  is  an  important  feature  and  under  a  special  arrange- 
ment there  are  now  fifteen  of  the  larger  boys  and  girls  from  the 
institution  attending  the  high  school  at  Vergennes  with  a  de- 
termination on  part  of  some  of  them  to  enter  college  upon  their 
release.  This  work  has  a  strong  tendency  towards  the  develop- 
ment of  a  healthy  and  wholesome  course  for  every  child  that  is 
committed  there. 

The  hospital  building  has  proved  a  very  important  acquisi- 
tion to  the  school  and  the  state  is  indebted  for  its  equipment  to 
Judge  and  Mrs.  John  E.  Weeks,  Middlebury,  who  have  always 
taken  a  deep  personal  interest  in  the  school  and  its  development. 

SCHOOL  FOR  THE  FEEBLE-MINDED. 

The  appropriation  of  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  made 
by  the  legislature  of  1912,  for  the  establishment  and  equipment 
of  a  school  for  the  feeble-minded,  was  deemed  by  the  trustees 
to  be  inadequate  for  the  purpose,  and  not  being  able  to  decide 
upon  a  location  out  of  the  several  properties  offered,  they 
brought  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  legislature  of  1915, 
which  increased  the  appropriation  to  Sixty-Five  Thousand 
Dollars.  The  Chase  Farm  of  Brandon  was  agreed  upon  as  a 
suitable  location,  and  was  purchased  for  Thirteen  Thousand 
Dollars.  About  Seven  Thousand  Dollars  was  expended  in 
remodeling  and  repairing  the  two  houses  and  other  buildings, 
installing  a  heating  plant,  new  plumbing  for  the  water  system, 
electric  wiring  for  the  buildings,  and  in  furnishing  and  equipping 
them,  making  accommodations  for  the  superintendent  and 
family,  attendants,  and  forty  children. 

The  Seven  Thousand  Dollars  expenditures  also  covered 
the  cost  of  remodeling  the  cow  stable,  putting  in  a  new  cement 
floor  and  stanchion  equipment  for  twenty-five  head  of  cattle, 
and  reconstructing  another  building  to  be  used  as  a  temporary 
laundry,  making  a  total  outlay  for  farm,  repairs  and  equipment 
of  buildings  of  twenty  thousand  dollars.  An  idea  of  the  value 
of  the  purchase  may  be  had  from  the  fact  that  the  insurance 
companies  appraised  the  buildings  for  insurance  at  a  little  over 
Twenty-Eight  Thousand  Dollars. 

A  very  satisfactory  arrangement  was  entered  into  with 
the  village  of  Brandon  to  extend  the  four-inch  water  main  to 
the  farm,  and  supply  the  buildings  with  all  the  water  needed 
for  domestic  and  fire  purposes. 

A  contract  was  entered  into  for  a  new  dormitory  to  cost 
complete,  including  plumbing,  heating  and  lighting  about 
Twenty-Three  Thousand  Dollars;  this  with  an  expenditure  of 
around  Ten  to  Twelve  Thousand  Dollars  for  water  supply, 
sewer  system,  equipment  and  furnishings  of  new  dormitory, 
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a  temporary  kitchen  and  equipment,  will  make  a  total  expenditure 
of  about  Fifty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  of  the  Sixty-Five  Thousand 
Dollars  appropriated,  furnishing  accommodations  for  one  hun- 
dred and  ten  children  at  a  per  capita  cost  of  about  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  each. 

In  order  to  provide  accommodations  for  the  children  already 
in  sight  to  be  cared  for  by  the  institution,'  and  to  provide  separate 
quarters  for  boys  and  girls,  it  will  be  necessary  to  build  another 
dormitory  the  size  of  the  one  already  being  built,  a  central 
heating  plant,  laundry  and  service  building. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  plan  of  development  adopted  by 
the  trustees,  is  admirably  adapted  to  the  conditions;  that  the 
results  obtained  to  date  are  very  satisfactory,  and  that  the 
per  capita  cost  to  the  state,  when  the  plant  is  completed,  will  be 
considerably  lower  than  that  of  most  institutions  of  similar 
character  in  other  states. 

The  superintendent.  Dr.  Russell,  with  seven  years'  exper- 
ience under  Dr.  Fernald  in  the  management  of  the  School  for 
the  Feeble-Minded  at  Waverly,  Massachusetts,  comes  to  his 
task  at  Brandon  with  the  best  of  recommendations,  and  an 
experience  that  fits  him  admirably  for  the  task  he  has  assumed. 

The  problem  of  caring  for  our  feeble-minded  children,  is 
a  serious  one.  The  state  has  not  been  slow  to  recognize  its 
duty  in  this  matter,  and  has  contracted  for  their  care  in  institu- 
tions in  Massachusetts  and  other  states,  until  those  institutions 
have  served  notice  on  us  that  they  were  overcrowded,  and 
that  our  children  should  be  removed  as  soon  as  possible.  We 
have  already  brought  back  from  those  institutions  thirty-three 
children,  and  have  only  seven  left  at  Waverly,  Massachusetts, 
which  will  be  brought  to  Brandon,  as  soon  as  the  new  dormitory 
is  completed. 

Institutional  care  and  treatment  seems  to  be  the  best 
solution  of  the  problem  yet  discovered,  and  is  in  the  line  of  true 
progress.  The  trustees  in  locating  the  institution  on  this  large 
farm  in  Brandon,  and  in  making  plans  for  developing  the  school, 
have  taken  advantage  of  the  experience  of  other  states,  and  have 
started  a  modern  institution,  with  fireproof  dormitories  of  con- 
crete construction,  arranged  and  equipped  in  the  most  up-to-date 
manner,  and  at  a  minimum  cost,  upon  a  farm  of  about  two 
hundred  acres,  equipped  with  a  complete  set  of  well  built 
farm  buildings  sufficient  to  amply  provide  for  a  large  dairy, 
and  for  storing  the  farm  produce  and  machinery.  It  will  also 
furnish  ample  opportunity  for  the  exercise  and  development 
of  the  inmates,  and  will,  under  proper  management,  be  a  very 
substantial  factor  in  supplying  food  products  for  the  institu- 
tion. Under  proper  superintendence  a  major  part  of  the  work 
can  be  done  by  the  inmates  themselves.  A  fine  showing  has 
already  been  made  by  Dr.  Russell  the  past  year  under  very 
unfavorable  conditions,  with  a  very  small  dairy,  insufficient 
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.  equipment,  and  only  a  few  boys  capable  of  helping  with  the  work. 
I  earnestly  recommend  that  sufficient  funds  be  made  avail- 
able by  this  legislature  to  complete,  equip  and  maintain  this 
School  in  a  manner  that  will  be  a  credit  to  the  state. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  legislature  of  1915  increased  the  appropriation  to 
provide  in  a  larger  degree  for  the  care  of  the  indigent  tuberculous 
persons.  This  increase  in  the  appropriation  was  much  needed, 
for,  during  the  biennial  term  98  persons  have  been  designated 
for  treatment — ^90  to  the  Vermont  Sanatorium  at  Pittsford, 
Vermont,  7  to  the  Hampshire  County  Hospital  at  Haydenville, 
Massachusetts,  and  one  to  the  Huntress  Sanatorium  at  Rutland, 
Massachuse.tts,  at  the  total  expense  of  $14,446.36. 

All  of  the  incipient  cases  have  been  designated  to  the  Ver- 
mont Sanatorium.  This  institution  is  doing  very  creditable 
work,  discharging  a  large  portion  of  its  patients  much  im- 
proved in  health  and  furnished  with  knowledge  of  proper  per- 
sonal care  that  will  enable  many  of  them  to  resume  their  life 
work  practically  cured. 

The  care  of  the  chronic  cases  is  a  very  serious  problem, 
and  just  how  far  the  state  should  go  for  the  proper  care  of  the 
indigent  persons  of  this  class,  is  a  problem  which  should  be 
carefully  considered  and  some  definite  plan  adopted.  During 
the  present  admini^ration,  7  cases  of  this  class  have  been 
designated,  all  of  which  were  removed  from  some  undesirable 
environment  and  abounding  in  opportunity  for  the  spread  of 
the  disease.  The  danger  of  the  spread  of  the  disease  would 
seem  to  necessitate  the  adoption  of  very  stringent  methods 
to  check  its  progress.  Segregation  of  the  affected  persons  is 
probably  the  only  method  that  can  be  adopted  with  any  degree 
of  success,  and  I  recompiend  your  careful  consideration  of  the 
desirability  of  providing  some  suitable  place  for  the  proper 
care  of  such  persons,  with  the  end  in  view  of  checking  the  spread 
of  this  great  plague. 

WORKMEN'S  COMPENSATION. 

The  legislature  of  1915  created  a  new  department  of  state 
by  the  passage  of  a  Workmen's  Compensation  Act.  The 
more  essential  objects  of  the  law  are: 

1.  To  lessen  accidents. 

2.  To  provide  immediate  relief  for  the  injured. 

3.  To  protect  both  the  employer  and  the  employee  from 

long  drawn  out  and  costly  litigation. 

4.  To  promote  better  feeling  between  capital  and  labor. 

5.  To  lessen  the  costs  of  the  courts. 
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The  Act  provides  that  every  employer  of  labor  shall  secure 
compensation  to  his  injured  workmen  by  insurance  or  bond. 
As  the  cost  of  insurance  is  based  upon  the  extent  to  which  the 
workman  is  exposed  to  danger,  it  will  be  seen  that  it  is  for  the 
financial  interest  of  the  employer  to  safeguard  his  workmen  as 
best  he  may. 

One  of  the  most  beneficial  features  of  the  present  law 
is  that  of  immediate  financial  relief  to  the  workman  and  his 
family.  He  is,  on  the  happening  of  an  accident,  entitled  to 
free  medical,  surgical  and  hospital  service,  and  to  such  com- 
pensation as  the  Industrial  Accident  Board  may  fix  upon  under 
the  law.  If  the  workman  is  poor,  he  is  no  longer  an  object  of 
charity,  and  the  town  where  he  resides  is  relieved  from  the 
support  of  him  and  his  family. 

During  the  first  year  of  the  act,  July  1,  1915,  ta  July  1, 
1916,  five  thousand  forty-three  cases  came  before  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board,  and  but  one  of  these  found  its  way  into  the 
courts.  During  the  first  half  of  the  second  year,  July  1,  1916, 
to  January  1,  1917,  2738  cases  came  before  the  Board,  and  but 
one  of  these  cases  was  appealed,  thus  saving  thousands  of  dollars 
to  both  employer  and  employee,  which  otherwise  would  have 
been  spent  in  litigation. 

The  cost  of  administering  the  law  for  the  first  year  was 
$8,765.75.  Assuming  that '  two  per  cent  of  the  five  thousand 
forty-three  cases  had  been  tried  out  in  the  courts,  the  cost  to 
the  state  would  have  been  in  excess  of  forty-five  thousand 
dollars.  That  the  act  has  created  a  better  feeling  between 
capital  and  labor,  is  best  evidenced  by  the  manner  in  which  both 
parties  have  accepted  of  its  provisions,  and  also  by  the  fact 
that  many  concerns  and  their  workmen,  not  necessarily  bound 
by  law,  have  voluntarily  accepted  its  terms. 

At  the  time  the  law  went  into  effect,  there  were  many  neg- 
ligence cases  pending  on  the  dockets  of  the  several  County 
Courts  in  the  State.  These  have  now,  to  a  large  extent  been 
disposed  of,  and  no  new  negligence  cases  between  employer 
and  employee  can  be  brought  to  the  courts  for  trial,  except 
by  way  of  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Industrial  Accident 
Board. 

The  showing  is  indeed  a  creditable  one,  considering  the 
fact  that  the  law  has  been  in  operation  only  eighteen  months, 
practically  confirming  the  judgment  of  those  responsible  for  its 
enactment.  Several  minor  defects  in  the  law  have  been  dis- 
covered and  changes  id  some  of  its  details  should  be  made.  I 
recommend  amending  and  strengthening  the  law  along  the  lines 
suggested  by  the  commission  in  order  that  Vermont  may  have 
an  ideal  compensation  law  adapted  to  meet  conditions  that 
prevail  here. 
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FORESTRY. 

Vermont  has  not  been  slow  to  recognize  the  importance 
of  conserving  our  forests  and  has  established  a  Forestry  Depart- 
ment for  the  purpose.  Much  has  been  done  to  create  a  public 
interest  in  this  matter  and  to  protect  our  forests  from  fire  as 
will  be  seen  by  a  perusal  of  the  Report  of  the  Forester.  Demon- 
stration tracts  have  been  purchased  and  planted  to  pine  and 
spruce  in  the  diflFerent  counties,  and  a  large  quantity  of  young 
trees  have  been  sent  out  from  the  nurseries  at  Burlington  and 
at  the  Downer  Farm  at  Sharon.  It  has  been  thought  best  not 
to  increase  the  number  of  demonstration  tracts  during  the  past 
two  years,  but  to  use  the  money  available  for  the  purchase  of 
forest  lands  in  increasing  our  holdings  at  Mount  Mansfield 
and  Camel's  Hump,  which  has  been  done,  making  substantial 
tracts  now  owned  by  the  state  on  the  slopes  of  our  two  highest 
mountains. 

I  trust  the  importance  of  this  Department  will  appeal 
to  you,  and  that  you  will  continue  such  support  as  it  deserves. 

AGRICULTURE. 

The  activities  in  the  department  of  agriculture  during 
the  past  two  years  made  possible  by  the  acts  of  the  Legislature 
of  1915,  have  shown  the  wisdom  of  increasing  the  responsibilities 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  and  of  extending  the  scope 
of  his  work.  A  perusal  of  the  Commissioner's  Report  will 
give  a  good  idea  of  what  has  been  accomplished  during  the 
biennial  year.  I  trust  that  you  will  give  this  report  careful 
attention,  and  the  department  the  liberal  support  it  deserves, 
so  that  it  may  prove  still  more  helpful  in  developing  our  agri- 
cultural interests  during  the  biennial  term  upon- which  we  have 
just  entered. 

EDUCATION. 

Among  the  most  important  and  far-reaching  acts  of  the 
last  legislature  was  the  passage  of  the  so-called  Educational 
Bill.  The  Board  of  Education  has  found  the  task  of  adminis- 
tering the  law  a  large  one,  but  during  the  short  time  it  has  been 
in  operation,  has  met  with  sufficient  success  to  warrant  a  full 
and  fair  trial  of  the  plan  the  new  law  h&s  inaugurated. 

This  is  the  most  important  and  most  expensive  of  all  our 
state  departments,  and  I  urge  you  to  give  careful  consideration 
to  the  recommendations  of  the  board  and  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Education,  Dr.  Hillegas,  that  they  may  be  supported  in  their 
commendable  work  of  improving  the  schools  of  the  state.

HIGHWAYS. 

In  1892  the  leipslature  passed  the  law  raising  a  5  percent 
tax  on  the  grand  list,  which  is  collected  by  each  town  and  city, 
then  is  paid  into  the  state  treasury,  and  reapportioned  to  the 
towns  and  cities  by  the  state  treasurer,  on  the  basis  of  road 
mileage,  to  be  used  in  "permanently  improving  the  main  high- 
ways" of  each  town  and  city  in  the  state. 

The  legislature  of  1898  created  the  office  of  state  highway 
commissioner  to  direct  and  supervise  the  expenditure  of  all 
highway  funds  raised,  appropriated,  or  apportioned  by  the.  state. 

In  1908  the  legislature  appropriated  $50,000  annually  for 
highways,  making  it  available  to  towns  in  sums  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  in 
any  year,  on  condition  that  the  towns  vote  an  equal  amount. 
This  same  legislature  provided  for  the  appointment  of  county 
supervisors,  and  for  the  selection  of  state  roads  in  every  town. 
These  acts  proved  so  satisfactory  that  the  legislature  in  1908 
increased  the  appropriation  to  seventy-five  thousand  dollars 
annually,  and  the  limit  of  aid  to  a  town  to  five  hundred  dollars 
in  any  year.  Again  in  1910  the  appropriation  was  raised  to  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  annually,  and  the  limit  to  towns 
to  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  any  year.  In  1912  the 
appropriation  was  raised  to  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
annually,  and  the  limit  to  towns  was  made  one  thousand  dollars 
in  any  year. 

The  powers  of  the  state  highway  commissioner  have  from 
term  to  term  been  increased,  until  he  now  has  complete  control, 
not  only  of  the  plan  of  construction,  but  of  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  appointing  a  foreman  to  take  charge;  but  by  treating 
the  towns  as  partners,  as  they  really  are,  the  commissioner  has 
been  able  to  settle  difficulties,  and  accomplish  better  results 
for  the  towns,  as  well  as  for  the  state,  than  was  possible  when 
the  authority  was  divided.  The  cooperative  features  of  our 
state  aid  law  have  helped  to  create  a  public  sentiment  in  favor 
of  highway  improvement,  and  a  strong  local  interest  to  back 
up  the  state  highway  commissioner  in  his  plans  to  a  degree 
that  is  quite  gratifying  to  those  who  have  watched  the  interest 
grow  for  the  past  twelve  years,  or  more,  and  especially  for  the 
last  two  years. 

Towns  have  responded  annually  with  liberal  appropriations 
which  is  good  evidence  of  the  satisfaction  the  law  is  giving  to 
the  towns  in  improving  their  market  and  other  roads  in  which 
they  are  particularly  interested;  and  the  use  of  the  surplus  of 
the  annual  appropriation,  first  on  the  roads  that  are  not  im- 
portant to  the  towns  in  which  they  are  located,  but  are  impor- 
tant to  the  public:  and,  second,  on  connecting  links  in  our  sys- 
tem of  trunk  lines,  has  already  accomplished  much  to  satisfy 
those  who  are  especially  interested  in  trunk  line  improvement. 
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A  perusal  of  the  State  Highway  Commissioner's  Report 
will  reveal  the  fact  that  much  work  has  been  done  during  the 
past  two  years,  and  that  it  has  been  well  distributed  in  the  four- 
teen counties. 

Our  gravel,  and  gravel-telford  roads  are  giving  such  general 
satisfaction,  and  our  plan  of  improvement  without  incurring 
any  indebtedness,  seems  so  well  adapted  to  our  needs  and  our 
conditions,  that  I  recommend  a  continuance  of  the  present  law 
and  appropriations. 

I  also  reconunend  that  the  provisions  of  the  law  be  changed 
so  that  incorporated  villages,  under  proper  restrictions,  may  have 
the  same  privilege  of  voting  money  to  take  advantage  of  the 
state  aid  law  as  towns  and  cities  now  do. 

BRIDGES. 

One  of  the  most  vital  questions  in  connection  with  the  high* 
way  department  is  the  safety  of  our  bridges.  The  rapid  in- 
crease in  the  use  of  motor  trucks,  and  the  heavy  loads  they 
carry,  and  the  extreme  age  of  many  of  our  bridges,  make  it 
important  as  a  matter  of  safety  to  exercise  the  greatest  care 
in  their  repair  and  rebuilding,  especially  on  our  main  roads. 
The  demand  is  for  well  built  bridges  of  a  capacity  sufficiently 
large  to  meet  the  probable  requirements  for  years  to  come. 
It  is  false  economy  to  build  for  present  needs  only,  and  towns 
should  be  encouraged  by  the  state  to  build  for  the  future,  that 
our  bridges,  the  vital  and  dangerous  links  in  our  highway  system, 
may  be  absolutely  safe  and  equal  to  any  demands  that  may  be 
made  upon  them  in  the  future  by  the  increased  traffic  that  the 
development  of  our  state  is  sure  to  make  upon  them. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  that  you  carefully  consider  the 
present  state  aid  law  for  bridges,  and  amend  it  so  as  to  increase 
the  percent  of  aid  to  towns  as  much  as  in  your  judgment  the 
importance  of  the  matter  seems  to  demand. 

MAINTENANCE. 

The  automobile  law,  creating  a  "Maintenance  Fund"  for 
the  highways,  which  was  passed  by  the  legislature  of  1908, 
has  proved  to  be  more  satisfactory  than  its  warmest  advocates 
anticipated.  The  large  fund  it  has  created  has  made  it  possible 
to  keep  our  principal  highways  in  better  condition  than  would 
have  been  possible  without  it,  while  the  taxpayer  is  relieved  of 
an  extra  burden  of  taxation  that  would  otherwise  have  fallen 
upon  him. 

The  improved  roads  have  no  doubt  stimulated  the  use  of 
automobiles,  for  we  have  today  about  16000  automobiles  owned 
in  the  state,  724  motor  cycles,  and  726  trucks — one  automobile  to 
every  twenty-three  inhabitants.     The  increased  use  of  automo- 
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biles  has  made  our  road  problem  larger,  and  more  complex 
than  ever,  and  has  led  to  the  adoption  of  the  patrol  system  of 
maintenance.  Under  the  law  providing  for  this  system,  accep- 
tance of  its  provisions  was  made  optional  with  the  towns;  few 
towns  took  advantage  of  it  the  first  year,  but  the  highway  de- 
partment reports  730  miles  of  road,  and  100  patrolmen  on  the 
list  of  1916.  Towns  are  just  beginning  to  realize  what  the  plan 
means  to  them.  Maintenance  by  patrol  has,  during  a  four 
years'  trial,  proved  so  satisfactory,  and  so  much  superior  to 
the  old  town  system,  that  I  recommend  the  plan  be  continued,, 
and  that  no  legislation  be  enacted  that  will  in  any  way  hinder 
its  development. 

TOWN   ROADS. 

Our  state  aid  law  has  automatically  divided  our  roads 
into  two  classes — state  roads  and  town  roads.  So  much  atten- 
tion has  been  given  during  the  past  ten  years  to  improving  our 
state  roads,  that  scant  attention  has  been  given  to  the  needs 
of  our  town  roads.  In  fact  the  problem  has  been  so  large  that 
the  state  has  adopted  the  safer  policy  of  developing  the  plan 
only  as  fast  as  public  sentiment  seemed  to  demand.  The  im- 
provements on  our  state  roads  have  served  by  way  of  contrast 
to  create  a  demand  for  better  town  roads.  I  believe  the  time 
has  come  when  this  situation  should  be  met  promptly  and  in- 
telligently. Let  me  direct  your  attention  to  a  few  facts  well 
known  to  you  all,  no  doubt,  that  bear  directly  upon  the  question. 

Our  total  mileage  of  roads  in  the  state  to  be  maintained 
today  is  practically  the  same  as  it  was  ten  years  ago.  Their 
use  has  greatly  increased  during  that  period;  the  public  is  de- 
manding better  roads  than  ever  before,  and  the  shorter 
hours  of  labor,  and  the  increased  rate  of  wages  now  prevailing 
has  greatly  increased  the  cost  of  maintenance.  Appreciating 
these  facts,  some  towns  voluntarily  raise  more  than  the  20  per 
cent  tax  required  by  law,  but  a  majority  are  satisfied  to  raise 
the  minimum  legal  rate.  This  course,  together  with  the  wasteful 
expenditure  somtimes  made  of  the  funds,  has  resulted  in  a  slow 
but  constant  depreciation  of  the  roads  that  have  been  subjected 
to  this  treatment.  The  grand  lists  of  some  towns  have  increased 
while  those  of  others  have  decreased,  but  a  majority  have 
remained  practically  stationary.  The  solution  of  the  problem 
would  seem  to  be  increased  funds,  and  some  sort  of  supervision 
of  their  expenditure.  Therefore,  I  would  recommend,  that  the 
law  requiring  towns  to  raise  and  expend  not  less  than  one-fifth 
of  the  grand  list  as  a  town  road  tax,  be  amended  so  as  to  materially 
increase  this  tax  to  adequately  meet  present  conditions. 

Furthermore,  on  account  of  the  growing  importance,  and  the 
increased  use  of  the  town  roads  for  automobiles,  I  recommend  that 
a  portion  of  the  "Maintenance  Fund"  be  set  apart,  and  be  made

available  to  towns,  under  proper  restrictions,  for  aiding  them  in 
maintaining  and  improving  their  town  roads.  If,  say,  $50,000 
were  appropriated  from  the  "Maintenance  Fund"  for  this 
purpose,  it  would  be  another  step  in  advance  in  our  state  road 
policy,  making  available  for  the  town  roads  under  state  super- 
vision the  same  amount  that  was  appropriated  for  state  roads 
in  1906,  thus  extending  the  principal  of  state  aid  and  state 
supervision  to  practically  all  the  roads  in  the  state. 

I  am  convinced  that  these  changes,  if  made,  would  go  a  long 
way  towards  developing  a  better  spirit  of  co-operation  among  all 
our  taxpayers,  and  give  us  steady,  yearly  improvement  of  our 
entire  highway  system  to  the  advantage  alike  of  taxpayers  and 
the  tourist,  making  farms  and  country  homes  accessible  by 
serviceable  highways,  adding  materially  to  their  value,  and  pro- 
ducing a  system  of  earth  and  gravel  roads  that  will  be  of  vast 
economic  benefit  to  our  state  and  withal  without  incurring  any 
indebtedness. 

REVISION  OF  STATUTES, 

The  report  of  the  commissioner  appointed  to  revise  the  stat- 
ute laws  of  the  state,  under  the  authority  of  No.  242,  Acts  of 
1915,  will  be  submitted  to  you  for  your  action.  As  this  w^ork 
will  supersede  the  Public  Statutes,  and  the  session  laws  of  a  pub- 
lic character  enacted  since  1906,  it  should  receive  early  and  care- 
ful consideration  by  the  appropriate  committee,  and  by  the  leg- 
islature itself.  The  permanent  edition,  to  be  published  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  present  session,  will  also  include  fiUl  the 
legislation  of  a  public  nature  which  you  may  enact;  and  special 
care  should  be  taken  that  the  public  acts  of  this  session  are 
framed  with  reference  to  the  proposed  revision,  so  as  to  be  in 
harmony  with  it. 

TAXATION  OF  HYDRO-ELECTRIC  PROPERTIES. 

A  situation  confronts  us  at  the  present  time,  which  should 
receive  the  attention  of  your  body.  During  the  last  few  years, 
we  have  witnessed  the  development  of  several  of  our  water- 
powers  by  foreign  and  other  corporations.  These  corporations 
have  spent  immense  sums  of  money  in  the  development  of 
these  water  rights,  and  as  a  result  the  state  will  be  immensely 
benefited,  if  a  proper  policy  of  control  and  taxation  is  adopted. 

In  the  future  there  is  bound  to  be  more  development  along 
these  lines,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  the 
state  should  adopt  a  definite  policy  of  taxation  of  these  hydro- 
electric plants  and  other  water-power  developments.  There  are 
two  reasons  why  .this  should  be  done;  First,  fairness  to  the  state. 
Second,  fairness  to  the  corporations  who  are  making  these  in- 
vestments. 
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The  state  is  obliged  from  time  to  time  to  levy  direct  taxes  upon 
the  various  municipalities  for  the  support  of  schools,  up-keep  of 
highways,  and  the  general  expenses  of  administration.  Under 
the  present  system  of  taxation,  these  properties  are  subject  to  as 
many  varied  appraisals  as  there  are  towns  and  municipal  sub- 
divisions in  which  these  properties  are  located.  The  respective 
boards  of  listers  exercise  their  best  judgment  in  arriving  at  valua- 
tions of  these  properties;  but,  without  much  expert  knowledge  as 
to  their  real  values,  there  is  bound  to  be  a  divergence  of  opinion, 
with  the  result  that  all  state  taxes  assessed  are  not  uniformly 
collected. 

Then,  too,  the  corporations  find  themselves  subject  to  the 
multifarious  methods  of  var3dng  assessments,  and  the  proposi- 
tions of  being  obliged  to  pay  their  taxes  to  several  different  munic- 
ipalities at  as  many  different  dates. 

In  my  judgment,  the  state,  through  its  method  of  collecting 
the  tax  due  from  railroads,  telephone  companies  and  other  public 
service  corporations,  has  solved  the  problem  of  the  taxation  of 
these  hydro-electric  plants,  and  other  water-power  developments. 
These  properties  should  be  assessed  and  taxed  in  practically  the 
same  manner  as  railroads,  telephone  companies,  and  other  public 
service  corporate  property  is  now  assessed  and  taxed.  The  state 
through  its  machinery  already  developed,  can  readily  arrive  at  a 
uniform  valuation  of  these  properties.  The  result  will  be  that 
the  corporation  will  have  received  fair  treatment,  and  the  state 
will  have  received  the  benefit  of  the  tax  to  which  it  is  entitled. 

It  may  be  urged  that  a  few  towns  will  lose  the  benefit  of  the 
tax  which  they  are  now  receiving,  but  it  must  not  be  forgotten 
that  the  collection  of  a  tax  on  the  part  of  the  state  from  these 
properties  will  serve  to  lessen  by  so  much  the  tax  to  be  collected 
from  the  towns  for  the  various  purposes  for  which  the  state 
levies  taxes.  Besides,  the  fact  that  the  power  developed  by 
many  of  these  plants  is  transmitted  over  long  transmission  lines 
to  distant  towns,  some  within  and  some  without  the  state,  would 
seem  to  place  this  kind  of  property  in  the  same  class  with  rail- 
roads and  telephone  lines  to  be  taxed  directly  by  the  state,  and 
not  by  the  town  in  which  it  is  located.  Under  this  plan,  all  the 
towns  in  the  state  will  receive  equal  benefit. 

The  state  already  has  wisely  assumed  certain  control  of  all 
these  corporations  through  the  public  service  commission,  and 
the  adoption  of  this  plan  of  taxation  will  be  entirely  consistent 
with  our  policy  toward  all  other  public  service  corporations,  and 
would,  in  my  judgment,  be  a  most  satisfactory  arrangement,  and 
helpful  both  to  the  corporations  and  to  the  state.  The  result 
may  be  easily  arrived  at,  without  a  large  amount  of  new  legisla- 
tion by  invoking  the  use  of  machinery  now  in  force  in  connection 
with  the  taxation  of  other  corporations. 

I  earnestly  recommend  that  you  give  this  important  sub- 
ject the  attention  it  deserves,  and  that  you  take  such  action  as 
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may  seem  best  to  you  in  order  to  give  the  state  proper  control  of 
these  developments,  and  the  corporations  a  fair  plan  of  taxation. 

CONCLUSION. 

Gentlemen:  You  have  been  selected  by  your  constituents 
to  represent  them  in  this  legislature.  It  is  a  distinct  honor  to  be 
chosen  to  perform  this  public  service — a  service  not  only  to  your 
respective  towns,  but  in  a  larger  and  much  more  important 
sense,  a  service  to  your  state.  Let  this  thought  direct  you  in 
your  work,  and  bear  constantly  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  value 
of  your  public  service  can  be  measured  only  in  terms  of  suc- 
cessful achievement  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  people  in  the  state. 
Measured  by  this  standard,  may  we  be  able  to  place  a  high  value 
on  the  services  you  render  at  this  session. 

The  legislature  of  the  biennial  term  just  closing  made  an 
•especially  good  record  in  this  respect,  both  at  the  regular,  and 
at  the  special  session,  and  I  am  glad  to  publicly  commend  them 
at  this  time  for  their  excellent  service.  I  shall  look  back  upon 
my  administration,  which  closes  today,  with  great  pleasure  and 
satisfaction  because  of  the  loyalty  and  support  of  the  members  of 
the  legislature,  and  of  the  officials  in  all  the  departments  of  our 
state  government. 

I  feel  that  no  Governor  in  all  the  history  of  the  state  could 
have  been  more  fortunate  in  his  associates  than  I  have  been. 
It  certainly  has  been  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to  have  been  asso- 
ciated with  these  men,  and  to  share  with  them  the  honor  of  what- 
ever of  accomplishment  may  justly  be  credited  to  this  adminis- 
tration. I  want  at  this  time  to  publicly  express  to  all  of  these 
officials  my  appreciation  of  the  kind  consideration  and  loyal 
support  I  have  received  at  their  hands. 

Public  sentiment  is  a  very  important  factor  in  the  success 
of  any  public  service,  and  newspapers  are  responsible  in  a  very 
large  degree  for  public  sentiment.  I  desire  on  this  occasion  to 
thank  the  press  of  Vermont  for  the  unsolicited  and  unstint-ed 
support  given  me  in  my  work  during  the  twelve  years  I  have 
served  the  state  as  its  public  servant  for  words  of  commendation 
and  criticism  alike,  all  of  which  have  been  most  helpful,  and  for 
which  I  am  truly  grateful. 

Words  fail  me  on  this  occasion  to  express  through  you,  rep- 
resenting as  you  do  every  town  and  city  in  the  state,  my  gratitude 
to  the  people  of  Vermont  for  the  confidence  they  have  so  freely 
placed  in  me  during  these  years  of  service,  and  for  the  great  and 
unsolicited  honor  they  have  bestowed  upon  me  in  selecting  me  as 
their  Chief  Executive.  I  have  tried  to  show  my  appreciation  by 
rendering  faithful  service,  and  trust  that,  notwithstanding  my 
mistakes  and  shortcomings,  the  service  as  a  whole  may  prove  to 
be  helpful  to  the  state. 
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In  turning  over  this  important  trust  to  my  worthy  successor, 
Honorable  Horace  F.  Graham,  I  bespeak  for  him  the  game  loyal- 
ty and  cooperation  that  has  been  so  freely  accorded  me,  and 
which  is  so  essential  to  a  successful  administration. 

The   Governor,   having   concluded  the  reading  of  hia 
■  message,  withdrew,  and  the  joint  assembly  dissolved.

IN  JOINT  ASSEMBLY,  JANUARY  4,  1917,  2:15  P.  M. 

The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  met  in  the 
hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  in  pursuance  of  a 
joint  resolution  which  was  read  by  the  Clerk,  and  is  as. 
follows : 

"Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives r 
That  the  two  Houses  meet  in  joint  assembly  on  Thursday^ 
January  fourth,  at  two  o'clock  and  fifteen  minutes  in  the 
afternoon,  to  receive  the  message  of  the  incoming  Governor.'' 

His  Honor,  Hale  K.  Darling,  President  of  the  Senate^ 
in  the  chair. 

Guy  W.  Bailey,  Secretary  of  State,  Clerk. 

Senator  Adams  of  Orleans  County  moved  that  ai 
committee  of  two  Senators  and  three  Representatives  be- 
appointed  by  the  chair  to  wait  upon  the  Governor-elect  and' 
inform  him  of  his  election  and  that  the  Joint  Assembly  is  in 
session  and  ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  may  bet 
disposed  to   make,  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  chair  appointed  as  such  committee: 

Senator  Adams  of  Orleans, 
Proctor  of  Proctor, 
Mr.  Johnson  of  Craf tsbury, 
Stearns  of  Burlington, 
Dana  of  New  Haven. 

The  committee  subsequently  appeared  within  the  bar 
of  the  Joint  Assembly,  accompanied  by  the  Governor-elect 
and  announced  that  they  had  fulfilled  the  duties  of  their 
appointment  and  the  Governor-electr  accepted  the  oflSce  to 
which  he  had  been  elected  and  that  he  then  proposed  to 
receive  and  subscribe  to  the  oath  of  office.     The  oath  of 
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office  was  then  duly  administered  by  Hon.  Seneca  Haseltoni 
Associate  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Vermont  and  was 
subscribed  to  by  His  Excellency.  The  Governor  was 
then  presented  to  the  Joint  Assembly  and  delivered  the 
following  message: 

MESSAGE. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

I  am  not  here  this  afternoon  to  give  an  account  of  a 
stewardship.  I  am  here  to  perform  a  duty  imposed  upon 
me  by  the  Constitution.  Before  I  bring  to  your  attention 
those  recommendations  I  have  in  mind,  I  wish  to  offer  a 
word  of  advice  that  will  apply  to  all  of  us. 

First,  do  not  begin  to  worry  as  to  whether  this  session 
will  be  long  or  short.  Set  yourselves  resolutely  to  the 
solving  of  the  problems  as  they  present  themselves,  and 
having  given  heed  to  those  matters  that  require  your  atten- 
tion, adjourn. 

Second,  before  you  introduce  a  measure  be  certain  in 
your  own  mind  that  a  proper  enforcement  of  the  law  as  it 
now  stands  or  a  new  endeavor  of  government  requires  it 
and  that  it  is  not  urged  by  some  personal  interest. 

Third,  before  you  send  to  the  governor  a  measure  for 
his  approval,  first  ascertain  if  the  public  good  or  the  pro- 
tection of  a  private  right  really  calls  for  its  enactment. 
We  already  have  too  many  laws  more  honored  in  the  breach 
than  in  the  observance.  Let  us  not  at  this  session  continue 
to  fill  the  statutes  with  further  useless  and  unnecessary 
legislation. 

When  this  nation  and  this  state  were  founded  the  wants 
and  needs  of  the  people  were  few  and  simple.  As  population 
and  wealth  increased  and  ways  of  communication  became 
more  general,  our  constantly  changii\g  and  advancing 
civilization  demanded  that  the  general  government  of  the 
nation  and  of  the  state  take  on  new  activities. 

The  form  of  the  legislative  department  of  government 
has  remained  substantially  unchanged,  likewise  the  judicial 
department,  but  the  executive  department  has  continued 
from  decade  to  decade  to  increase  in  number  of  departments 
and  officials.  Executive  officers,  some  appointed  by  and 
responsible  to  the  chief  executive,  others  appointed  in  the 
same  manner  but  apparently  thereafter  responsible  to  no 
one,  all  exercising  extensive  functions  of  government,  some 
similar  and  some  conflicting  in  character,  have  been  created: 
until  today  the  problem  confronting  not  only  Vermont  but 
her  sister  states  is  how  best  to  re-arrange  these  different 
officers,  boards  and  commissions  so  as  to  give  at  once  a 
simple,  an  efficient  and  an  economical  adminstration. 
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We  cannot  return  to  the  simplicity  of  the  fathers  if  we 
would,  therefore  we  must  try  to  set  our  house  in  order  to 
meet  existing  conditions. 

Today  the  state  must  certainly  provide  for  the  education 
of  her  youth,  the  construction  of  her  highways,  the  care  of 
her  criminal,  her  insane,  her  feeble  minded  and  her  wayward 
and  her  unfortunate  people.  She  must  look  to  her  financial 
institutions,  the  proper  collection  and  expenditure  of  her 
revenues,  the  encouragement  of  agriculture,  the  advertising 
of  her  resources  and  the  preservation  to  her  people  of  those 
natural  resources  that  belong  to  the  people  as  a  whole. 
These  and  like  matters  concern  you,  and  the  ways  and  means 
by  which  these  things  shall  be  done,  are  for  you  to  plan  and 
work  out. 

The  recommendations  I  shall  make  are  not  based  on 
theory  or  hearsay  but  are  conclusions  I  have  reached  by 
daily  contact  of  over  fourteen  years  with  the  business  of  the 
state. 

Our  large  private  corporations  are  successful  not  be- 
cause of  the  efforts  of  some  particular  individual,  but 
because  of  the  united  efforts  of  a  number  of  persons,  each 
of  whom  is  held  responsible  for  some  phase  of  the  corpora- 
tion's activities.  An  individual,  not  a  group  of  employees, 
must  render  account  and  pay  the  penalty  if  his  stewardship 
is  not  satisfactory.  The  modern  state  is  a  business  corpora- 
tion and  should  be  run  as  such.  Individuals,  not  boards  or 
commissions,  should  be  held  to  account  by  the  taxpayers. 

By  imposing  upon  one  officer  duties  now  being  per- 
formed by  one  or  more  boards  or  commission,  such  an  officer 
will  require  assistance,  but  each  officer  must  be  held  res- 
ponsible for  the  acts  of  the  state's  employees  under  him. 

As  the  heads  of  the  numerous  departments  of  a  private 
corporation  are  advised  and  directed  by  its  president  and 
directorate,  the  heads  of  state  departments  should  be  under 
the  executive  and  a  board  to  advise  and  act  with  him. 

I.     RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  aro  of  the  opinion  that  in  addition  to  the  six  elective 
state  officers,  constitutional  and  statutory,  the  central 
executive  authority  should  be  vested  in  a  board  of  state 
control,  composed  of  the  governor,  the  commissioner  of 
agriculture  and  forestry,  the  director  of  state  institutions, 
the  purchasing  agent  and  the  state  engineer,  the  governor 
acting  as  chairman  of  the  board  and  his  secretary  of  civil 
and  military  affairs  as  its  secretary  and  recording  officer. 
Appointments  made  by  the  governor  should  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  board  of  control,  except  appointments  of 
members  of  the  public  service  commission,  the  commissioner 
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of  taxes,  the  bank  commissioner  and  the  members  of  this 
board,  and  these  officers  should  be  nominated  by  the  govern- 
or and  confirmed  by  the  senate.  This  board  with  the 
chairmen  of  the  finance  committee  of  the  senate,  the  ways 
and  means  and  appropriations  committees  of  the  house 
should  perform  the  duties  now  imposed  on  the  budget 
committee.  The  board  should  also  assume  the  duties  of  the 
board  of  public  printing.  The  governor  should  have  the 
power  to  remove  any  executive  officer  appointed  by  him 
and  confirmed  by  the  senate  or  approved  by  the  board,  who 
in  his  judgment  is  not  properly  performing  the  duties  of 
his  office.  This  board  of  control  should  meet  at  least  once 
each  month,  assume  the  duties  now  performed  by  the 
board  of  visitors  to  state  institutions,  and  also  have  the 
powers  of  visitation  and  investigation  over  all  institutions 
receiving  state  aid,  directly  or  indirectly,  and  if  in  the 
opinion  of  the  board  moneys  derived  from  the  state  are  not 
being  properly  expended,  suspend  further  payment  thereof 
until  satisfied  that  the  fault  has  been  corrected.  The  mem- 
bers of  this  board  should  receive  no  further  emolument  than 
their  official  salaries  but  should  be  allowed  their  actual  and 
necessary  expenses.  The  salaries  of  the  chiefs  of  the  different 
departments  should  be  fixed  by  statute  but  the  number  of 
employees  allowed  to  each  department,  the  purpose  of  their 
employment  and  their  compensation  should  in  all  cases  be 
deter mine.d  by  the  board  of  control.  Each  institution, 
department  or  office  should  receive  a  fixed  appropriation  for 
its  support  and  out  of  this  fixed  appropriation  should  be 
paid  every  expense  incident  to  the  conduct  of  the  institution, 
board  or  office,  including  even  the  printing  of  its  biennial 
report.  The  board  should  require  monthly  reports  of  all 
work  done  and  the  substance  of  these  reports  should  be 
given  monthly  to  the  public. 

II.     STATE    TREASURER. 

The  salary  of  this  official  should  be  $3,000.00.  His 
duties  as  treasurer  should  be  the  same  as  at  present;  and  in 
addition  thereto,  if  it  is  thought  best  to  continue  the  depart- 
ment of  weights  and  measures,  he  should  act  as  chief  of  the 
bureau  of  weights  and  measures  and,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  board  of  control,  appoint  such  inspectors  as  may 
seem  best. 

III.     SECRETARY  OF  STATE. 

The  salary  of  this  official  should  be  $2,000.00  as 
secretary  of  state;  $1,000.00  as  chief  of  the  bureau  for 
licensing  motor  vehicles,  and  $500.00  as  chief  of  the  bureau 
of  publicity,  and  he  should  also  act  as  a  member  of  the  board 
of  corporation  tax  appeals. 
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IV.     AUDITOR  OF  ACCOUNTS. 

The  salary  of  this  official  should  be  $3,000.00.  His 
duties  should  be  confined  to  auditing  the  bills  presented 
against  the  state  and  further  he  should  act  as  a  member  of 
the  board  of  corporation  tax  appeals. 

V.     ATTORNEY  GENERAL. 

The  salary  of  this  official  should  be  $3,000.00.  His 
duties  should  be  the  same  as  at  present.  He  should  not 
have  the  right  to  contract  for  assistance,  legal  or  otherwise, 
within  or  without  his  office,  in  behalf  of  the  state,  without 
the  approval  of  the  board  of  control,  or  for  detective  ser- 
vice in  an  amount  in  excess  of  $200.00  in  any  case  without 
the  approval  of  said  board. 

VI.     BANK  COMMISSIONER. 

The  salary  of.  this  official  should  be  $3,000.00.  His 
duties  should  be  the  same  as  at  present.  All  fees  received 
from  investment  companies  should  be  paid  into  the  state 
treasury  without  being  charged  with  the  expense  of  super- 
vision. The  savings  banks  and  trust  companies  should  no 
longer  be  assessed  with  the  expense  of  supervision. 

VII.     COMMISSIONER  OF  TAXES. 

The  salary  of  this  official  should  be  $3,000.00.  His 
duties  should  be  the  same  as  at  present.  He  should  also 
look  after  the  licensing  of  peddlers,  auctioneers,  foreign  cor- 
porations and  fourth  class  liquor  licenses.  In  fact  he  should 
be  the  sole  licensing  authority  except  for  the  licensing  of 
motor  vehicles. 

VIII.     PURCHASING  AGENT. 

The  results  of  the  conduct  of  this  office  show  conclusive- 
ly that  it  has  worked  a  considerable  saving  to  the  state. 
When  the  bill  establishing  this  office  was  originally  intro- 
duced, it  was  proposed  that  the  purchasing  agent  approve 
all  the  bills  for  material  bought  and  forward  them  to  the 
auditor  for  audit  and  payment.  As  it  was  uncertain  just 
how  the  plan  would  work,  it  was  thought  best  in  the  final 
analysis  to  permit  the  purchasing  agent  to  draw  on  the  treas- 
ury, pay  the  bills  direct  and  return  the  receipted  bills  as 
vouchers  for  the  money  drawn.  I  now  recommend  that 
this  practice  be  discontinued  and  that  the  purchasing  agent 
approve  all  bills  for  material  purchased  and  forward  them 
to  the  auditor  of  accounts  for  audit  and  payment. 
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IX.     DIRECTOR  OF  STATE  INSTITUTIONS. 

This  officer  should  exercise  all  the  functions  of  the  board 
of  penal  institutions,  trustees  of  the  state  hospital,  trustees 
of  the  state  school  for  feeble  minded  children,  and  act  as  a 
member  of  the  board  of  control. 

X.     COMMISSIONER  OF  AGRICULTURE  AND 

FORESTRY. 

This  officer  should  perform  the  duties  now  performed 
by  the  board  of  agriculture  and  forestry,  the  commissioner 
of  agriculture,  the  state  forester,  the  live  stock  commissioner 
aJid  the  state  ornithologist,  and  he  should  be  director  of  the 
state  schools  of  agriculture  and  should  be  a  member  of  the 
board  of  control. 

XI.     STATE  HIGHWAY  COMMISSIONER. 

The  duties  of  this  official  should  be  the  same  as  at  pre- 
sent. He  should  have  for  assistants  a  proper  number  of 
district  highway'commissioners  at  an  annual  salary  of  $1,000 
each. 

XII.     DIRECTOR  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

This  officer  should  exercise  all  the  duties  of  the  board 
of  health,  be  ex  officio  chief  of  the  state  laboratory,  chief  of 
the  tuberculosis  commission  and  with  two  physicians  duly 
appointed,  sit  as  a  board  of  health  to  issue  orders  on  occa- 
sions of  public  peril,  discharge  inmates  from  the  state  hospi- 
tal, Brattleboro  retreat  and  school  for  feeble  minded  children, 
and  have  the  power  of  visitation  at  all  penal  and  reformatory 
institutions  and  at  all  institutions  where  the  insane  are 
confined.  If  this  recommendation  is  adopted,  the  super- 
visors of  the  insane  will  not  be  needed. 

XIII.  COMMISSIONER  OF  INDUSTRIES. 

This  officer  should  perform  all  the  duties  now  performed 
by  the  industrial  accident  board  and  the  factory  inspector 
and  should  look  after  the  enforcement  of  the  child  labor 
laws  and  the  laws  governing  the  employment  of  women  and 
the  weekly  payment  of  wages. 

XIV.  FISH  AND  GAME  COMMISSIONER. 

The  salary  of  this  official  should  be  $2,000.00.  His 
duties,  the  same  as  at  present;  but  he  should  not  be  permitted 
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to  establish  new  hatcheries  or  rearing  stations,  game  re- 
fuges or  game  wardens'  quarters  without  the  approval  of 
the  board  of  control. 

XV.  STATE  GEOLOGIST, 

The  salary  of  this  official  should  be  $1,500.00.  His 
duties,  the  same  as  at  present;  but  he  should  no  longer  act 
as  curator  of  the  cabinet,  but  with  the  president  of  the  Ver- 
mont Historical  Society  nominate  to  the  board  of  control 
for  appointment  a  curator  of  the  cabinet  and  the  collection 
of  the  Historical  Society,  who  should  be  paid  by  the  state. 

XVI.  STATE  ENGINEER. 

The  state  employs  civil  engineers  in  connection  with 
the  work  of  the  public  service  commission,  highway  comt- 
missioner,  board  of  health  and  attorney  general.  Moneys 
BO  expended  are  amply  sufficient  to  employ  an  engineer  and 
to  provide  for  his  necessary  office  assistance,  and  I  believe 
that  we  should  establish  the  office  of  state  engineer.  This 
officer  should  take  charge  of  all  the  engineering  problems 
arising  in  all  the  state  departments  except  such  as  can  be 
handled  by  the  district  highway  commissioners  in  the 
highway  department,  act  as  boundary  line  commissioner 
and  as  conservation  commissioner. 

XVII.     THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

The  board  of  education  should  remain  as  at  present 
having  the  power  only  so  far  as  appointments  are  concerned 
of  selecting  the  district  superintendents,  the  teacher  training 
and  normal  school  force  and  of  nominating  to  the  board  of 
control  a  commissioner  of  education. 

XVIII.     INSURANCE  COMMISSIONER. 

I  believe  we  should  establish  an  insurance  department 
for  the  examination  and  supervision  of  the  insurance  in- 
terests and  place  in  the  ca^e  of  an  insurance  commissioner 
the  conduct  and  management  of  our  state  insurance  and 
make  him  ex  officio  fire  marshal  with  power  to  investigate 
all  Huspicious  fire  losses. 

XIX. 

I  have  made  specific  recommendations  as  to  the  salaries 
of  certain  elective  and  appointive  officers,  believing  that  the 
state  should  pay  a  fair  remuneration  for  service  rendered, 
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taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  cost  of 
living  has  increased  and  is  not  likely  to  decrease.  The 
salaries  of  certain  other  officers  should  be  raised  and  ade- 
quate compensation  given  the  new  officials  I  have  re- 
commended. 

XX.  EDUCATION. 

The  present  educational  law  and  system  should  be 
f^ontinued  in  force.  The  direct  appropriation  made  by  the 
Rtate  of  $130,000.00  should  be  increased  to  $225,000.00,  but 
there  should  also  be  charged  against  this  appropriation  the 
support  of  the  normal  schools  now  costing  $25,000.00  and 
the  higher  instruction  now  costing  $49,000.00  and  the 
expense  of  all  the  vocational  courses  and  of  the  junior  high 
schools. 

XXI.  HIGHWAYS. 

The  appropriation  for  the  suppdrt  of  highways  should 
be  increased  to  $225,000.00  and  should  be  available  to 
incorporated  villages  under  proper  statutory  regulations. 
Some  plan  should  be  adopted  for  extending  state  aid  under 
state  supervision  to  roads  other  than  selected  highways. 
Since  many  owners  of  automobiles  do  not  reside  upon 
selected  highways  and  as  our  automobile  traffic  is  not  con- 
fined to  such  highways,  some  part  of  the  automobile  fund 
should  be  available  for  the  improvement  of  roads  that  have 
not  been  made  selected  highways. 

All  the  expense  of  the  highway  department  including 
the  pay  of  the  commissioner  and  his  office  force,  the  district 
highway  commissioners  and  the  maintenance  of  draw  bridges 
and  the  Sand  Bar  bridge  should  be  charged  against  the 
highway  funds. 

XXII.     REVISION  OF  THE  STATUTES. 

No.  242  of  the  Acts  of  1915,  provided  for  a  general  re- 
vision of  the  entire  body  of  the  public  statute  law  of  the 
state.  The  work  of  the  commissioner  having  this  matter 
in  charge  will  soon  be  submitted  to  the  general  assembly 
under  the  title  ''General  Laws  of  Vermont."  As  hundreds 
of  changes  have  been  recommended  by  the  commissioner,  it 
will  be  impracticable  for  any  committee  to  undertake  to  go 
over  the  work  without  outside  assistance  and  I  recommend 
that  by  joint  resolution  the  attendance  and  service  of  the 
commissioner  before  the  legislative  committee  having  this 
revision  in  charge  be  provided  for  during  the  session  and 
that  adequate  stenographic  assistance  be  at  once  authorized. 
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XXIII.     COURTS. 

I  believe  that  there  should  be  elected  by  the  .board  of 
civil  authority  in  each  town  in  the  state  and  the  city  of  Ver- 
gennes  a  trial  justice  for  criminal  causes  who  should  have 
authority  to  bind  up  to  the  proper  court  persons  charged 
with  any  offence  but  should  only  have  a  limited  criminal 
jurisdiction  and  should  not  at  any  time  sit  with  a  jury. 
This  officer  should  be  paid  by  fees  and  should  make  quarterly 
settlements  of  his  accounts  with  the  auditor  of  accounts. 
I  further  recommend  that  the  civil  jurisdiction  of  justices 
of  the  peace  be  limited  to  $100.00. 

I  recommend  that  the  municipal  and  city  courts  be  re- 
organized into  twelve  district  courts  covering  the  whole 
state  and  located  with  regard  to  business  centers,  be  given 
enlarged  criminal  jurisdiction  and  final  civil  jurisdiction  up 
to  $500.00;  that  they  be  empowered  to  sit  .with  the  jury  «,t 
least  once  every  two  months  and  be  permitted  to  hold  court 
at  any  place  in  the  district  where  the  business  demands.  I 
recommend  that  the  superior  court  be  done  away  with  and 
that  the  number  of  justices  of  the  supreme  court  be  increased 
to  nine,  the  chief  justice  and  the  first  and  second  associate 
justices  not  to  sit  at  nisi  prius  unless  the  business  demands  it. 
The  chief  and  first  and  second  associate  justices  should  so 
arrange  the  circuits  that  each  justice  may  remain  at  least 
one  year  in  a  circuit.  There  should  be  two  jury  terms  of 
county  court.  The  court  should  beT)pen  at  all  times  for  the 
trial  of  issues  of  fact  by  the  court,  under  rules  to  be  formu- 
lated by  the  justices.  There  should  be  only  three  terms  of 
the  supreme  court,  in  February,  May  and  November,  at 
Montpelier.  Only  five  of  the  supreme  court  justices  should 
sit  at  each  term,  the  third  and  fourth  associate  justices 
sitting  at  the  general  terms  to  be  designated  by  the  chief 
justice,  this  designation  to  be  so  made  as  not  to  conflict  with 
the  work  of  the  county  courts.  If  an  opinion  is  not  filed  at 
the  close  of  the  second  succeeding  term  after  hearing,  the 
case  should  be  remanded  and  judgment  of  the  lower  court 
affirmed.  The  presiding  judge  at  each  term  or  session 
of  a  county  court  should  fix  the  number  of  deputies  to  attend 
and  leave  his  certificate  to  that  effect  with  the  county  clerk 
to  be  handed  to  the  auditor  of  accounts.  No  bellman  or 
janitor  service  should  be  allowed  in  any  county  where  the 
state  pays  part  of  the  janitor  service. 

I  also  recommend  that  in  those  counties  which  now 
contain  two  probate  districts,  with  perhaps  the  exception 
of  Windsor  and  Orange,  the  probate  districts  be  consolidated 
into  one  district  for  each  county. 
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XXIV.     PAROLE   SYSTEM. 

I  have  given  considerable  care  to  an  investigation  of 
our  parole  and  probation  system  and  I  believe  our  present 
plan  can  be  improved  by  a  state-wide  plan  in  the  hands  of 
those  who  are  in  full  sympathy  with  the  work  and  who  be- 
lieve it  better  for  the  state  to  endeavor  to  prevent  crime 
rather  than  to  await  its  commission  and  then  punish  the 
offender.  We  now  spend  about  $15,000.00  biennially  on 
this  branch  of  the  criminal  administration,  and  this  sum  I 
believe  would  be  sufficient  to  establish  a  state  probation  and 
parole  board. 

« 

XXV.     STATE   DETENTION   FARMS. 

I  further  recommend  that  you  take  some  action  looking 
toward  the  establishment  of  state  detention  farms  where 
long  term  prisoners  may  be  employed  but  I  would  not  rec- 
ommend that  this  be  adopted  as  a  fixed  policy  by  the  state 
until  an  opportunity  has  been  given  to  try  out  the  plan  on  a 
reasonable  basis  near  to  those  counties  which  usually  have 
the  largest  jail  population. 

XXVI. 

Power  should  be  vested  in  the  executive  to  transfer 
from  one  institution  to  another  and  from  one  jail  to  another 
and  to  a  detention  farm,  if  one  is  created,  all  persons  under 
sentence. 

XXVII. 

I  recommend  an  appropriation  of  at  least  $10,000.00  for 
further  construction  at  the  industrial  school. 

XXVIII. 

We  should  also  consider  the  construction  at  one  of  our 
institutions  of  a  woman's  ward  or  prison  to  which  institution 
all  female  prisoners  should  be  sent,  including  those  who  may 
be  confined  in  jail  or  held  for  want  of  bail  for  trial. 

XXIX. 

There  should  be  a  further  appropriation  for  the  con- 
struction of  new  buildings  for  the  Vermont  state  school  for 
feeble  minded  children,  at  Brandon. 
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XXX. 

The  expense  of  the  appraisal  of  the  lands  and  property 
in  the  unorganized  towns  and  gores  should  be  paid  from  the 
taxes  therein  collected  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
1912.    . 

XXXI. 

Some  fixed  rule  should  be  provided  by  statute  for  the 
use  by  a  state  official  of  his  own  automobile  when  engaged 
upon  the  state's  business. 

Some  legislation  has  been  prepared  to  carry  into  effect 
a  portion  of  these  recommendations  and  this  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  you  for  your  consideration  within  a  few  days  by 
the  gentlemen  who  have  had  this  preparation  in  charge. 
Whatever  action  you  may  decide  to  take  with  reference  to 
the  recommendations  I  have  made,  I  know  will  be  the 
result  of  your  careful  deliberation  and  honest  judgment.  I 
shall  be  glad  at  any  time  to  discuss  with  you  individually  or 
in  such  way  as  you  may  deem  best  my  reasons  for  the  faith 
that  is  in  me.  In  making  them  I  am  prompted  by  one 
motive  only — a  better  Vermont.  By  cutting  off  a  few 
dollars  here  and  a  few  dollars  there,  no  considerable  saving 
will  be  effected,  but  by  a  united  effort,  by  team  work,  by 
supervision  and  a  careful  scrutiny  of  the  work  of  each 
department  as  it  proceeds  and  the  results  accomplished 
therein  from  month  to  month,  many  dollars  may  be  saved 
both  for  the  taxpayer  and  for  use  where  most  needed. 
Duplication  of  effort  will  be  avoided  and  in  a  short  time 
each  department  of  state  will  be  able  to  show  a  more  efficient 
management  and  greater  results  than  we  can  possibly  expect 
under  our  present  system. 

The  bright  light  of  publicity,  the  spur  of  competition 
with  proper  supervision  and  the  advice  of  a  general  board 
will  soon  place  our  governmental  activities  upon  a  business 
basis.  We  shall  thus  be  able  to  set  side  by  side  from  day  to 
day  our  wants  and  our  means  and  be  thus  better  able  to 
determine  those  wants  that  are  necessary  and,  when  properly 
met,  will  make  for  a  better  government. 

The  Governor  having  concluded  the  reading  of  his 
message,  withdrew  and  the  joint  assembly  dissolved.

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IN  JOINT  ASSEMBLY. 

January  12,  1917,  10:46  A.  M. 

The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  met  in 
Joint  Assembly  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
in  pursuance  of  a  joint  resolution,  which  was  read  by  the 
Clerk,  and  is  as  follows:  ''Resolved  by  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives:  That  the  two  Houses  meet  in 
joint  assembly  on  Friday,  January  12,  1917,  at  ten  o'clock 
and  forty-five  minutes  in  the  forenoon,  and  that  when  so 
met,  they  extend  to  the  Hon.  Frank  L.  Greene,  member 
of  Congress,  an  invitation  to  address  the  joint  assembly. 

His  Honor,  Roger  W.  Hulburd,  President  of  the  Senate, 
in  the  chair,  Guy  W.  Bailey,  Secretary  of  State,  clerk. 

It  was  moved  by  Senator  Fairchild,  that  a  committee 
constituting  one  Senator  and  one  Representative  be  named 
by  the  chair  to  escort  Hon.  Frank  L.  Greene  to  the  House 
of  Representatives.  The  motion  was  carried  and  the  chair 
appointed  as  such  committee. 

Senator  Fairchild  of  Franklin  County  and 
Mr.  Smith  of  St.  Albans  City. 

The  committee  subsequently  appeared  within  the  bar 
of  the  House  escorting  Hon.  Frank  L.  Greene,  who  having 
been  presented  to  the  joint  assembly,  addressed  the  joint 
assembly  as  follows : 

ADDRESS  OF  HON.  F.  L.  GREENE. 

Mr.  President — Mr.  Speaker — fellow  Vermonters: 
It  is  obvious  to  you  all  that  this  thing  is  a  little  bit 
premature  for  me.  I  was  sitting  in  here  visiting  at  the 
same  old  haunt  that  I  have  frequented  for  many  years 
back — the  press  table — when  this  most  unexpected  and 
highly  prized  privilege  was  proposed.  I  did  not  realize 
that  what  was  to1;ake  place — that  when  the  suggestions  made 
on  the  floor  by  resolution  were  carried  out — it  would  be 
done  quite  so  soon,  or  in  this.  way.  I  presume  I  disobeyed 
all  the  very  simple  conventions  and  all  proper  decorum 
under  the  circumstances  by  remaining  in  here,  instead  of 
effacing  myself  modestly,  quietly,  and  delicately  in  order 
that  I  might  afterward  be  formally  introduced.  But  I 
debated  the  matter  rather  seriously  for  the  moment  and 
concluded  that  probably  if  I  did  try  to  assume  such  modesty 
I  should  attract  more  attention  going  out  than  I  would 
coming  in. 
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I  know  that  you  are  convened  here  on  more  serious 
business  than  to  listen  to  me.  I  am,  however,  not  faithful 
to  my  own  instinct  on  this  occasion  if  I  do  not  thank  you 
sincerely,  if  I  do  not  thank  you  with  all  the  earnestness 
which  a  Vermonter  may  summon,  or  rather,  which  may 
master  him,  when  he  feels  that  the  chief  council  of  his  old 
beloved  mother  commonwealth  is  willing  to  pause  for  a 
moment  from  the  most  serious  responsibilities  in  which  it 
is  engaged  and  listen  to  a  few  words  from  him. 

Once  upon  a  time  when  you  and  I  were  much  younger, 
to  have  dared  to  come  upon  this  floor  at  all  would  have 
been  a  privilege,  and  now,  as  you  and  I  look  each  other  in 
the  eyes,  and  each  may  in  his  turn  say  something  upon  it 
it  is  indeed  an  honor  to  both  of  us.     You  and  I  have  to 
share  together  in  the  same  temper  and  in  the  same  spirit 
and  in  the  same  lofty  impulse,  I  know,  duties  that  are  com- 
mon.    You    are    serving    our    old    mother    Vermont    here, 
and  I  am  a  part  of  a  little  company  of  our  own  kinsmen 
and  neighbors  who  are  trying  to  make  the  best  endeavor 
they    can  to  represent  all  our  home  folks  back  on  the  hills 
and  in  the  valleys  of  this  state,  a  little  farther  away  from 
here.     The   character   of   your   duties,    the   responsibilities 
dependent  on  them,  involved  in  them,  and  the  objective — 
the  ultimate  goal  of  endeavor  on  your  part  and  on.  ours — 
are  exactly  alike.     You  deal  with  one  kind  of  governmental 
business  in  a  certain  area;  we  deal  with  another  kind  of 
governmental  business  in  another  area.     But  the  founda- 
tion principles,   the  guide  posts,   the  sign  boards,  all  the 
ethics  of  the  proposition  are  alike  with  you  and  with  us, 
and  the  same  instincts  of  loyalty  and  the  same  instinct 
of    highminded   patriotism    I    know    must   be   your   guide, 
must  be  ours.     However  we  may  feel  that  we,  as  Americans, 
are  part  of  one  great    continental  domain,  one  great  United 
States  of  America,  still,  like  you,  the  four  men  in  Washington 
learned  best  how  to  love  America  and  how  to  serve  America 
at   the   knees   and    by   the   firesides   of   the   men   and   the 
women  who  had  glorified   Vermont  through  many  genera- 
tions by  learning  first  how  to  love  the  old  Mother  State, 
and   extending  that  love  to  take  in  all  the  Nation.     Your 
duties  and  mine,  then,  are  the  same,  and  you  and  I  may 
hope— we  may  hope  as  politicians — we  know  what  a  com- 
pelling  word   hope   is — we   may   hope  to   realize   our   best 
instincts  and  our  best  endeavors  in  our  duties.     When  I 
used  that  word  '  ^politician'*,  I  trust  you  did  not  take  from 
it  any  frivolous  or  any  offensive  sense.     It  has   passed  so 
lightly  in  the  air  in  the  decades  past — and  not  so  many 
decades  either — that  men  sometimes  have  come  to  think 
of,  and  the  people  generally  have  come  to  use,  that  word  as 
being    of    a    rather    flippant,    frivolous,    selfish    character. 
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that  it  applies  not  necessarily  to  statesmen  in  the  honest 
old  homespun  meaning  of  that  term,  but  to  ambitious  self- 
seekers.  The  old  word  was  intended  to  mean  a  very 
dignified)  a  very  honest,  and  a  very  honorable  calling.  To 
be  a  politician  meant  to  be  a  servant  of  the  public  and  the 
state;  and  to  be  a  useful  servant  of  the  public  and  the 
state  is  worthy  the  ambition  of  any  honest  man.  But, 
somehow,  in  some  ways,  at  sometimes,  in  some  places, 
(not  i'n  Vermont,  of  course)  very  unscrupulous  men  have 
endeavored  to  serve  the  public  and  the  state,  and  the  word 
has  sometimes  had  attached  to  it,  in  consequence,  a  rather 
offensive  odor. 

I  will  not  weary  you  with  telling  you  over  and  over 
what  you  know  very  well — what  some  of  you  learned  be- 
fore I  came  on  to  the  scene  at  all,  but  I  do  want  merely  to 
suggest  something  that  has  been  of  some  comfort  to  me  at 
many  times  since  I  have  had  my  experiences  in  another 
sphere  in  this  same  line  of  work — and  I  want  to  leave  it 
with  you  as  a  thought  for  what  it  is  worth.  I  am  not  asking 
you  to  draw  upon  fancy  when  I  remind  you  that  in  all 
probability  the  last  few  years  have  been  the  most  eventful 
years  in  the  history  of  the  United  States  of  America  since 
the  Civil  War  and  Reconstruction  days.  I  know  it  is 
very  easy  often  for  men  to  like  to  glorify  the  estate  in  which 
they  find  themselves,  to  suggest  there  never  was  so  much 
business  before  the  Legislature  or  there  never  was  so  much 
business  before  Congress  as  there  was  at  the  particular 
time  in  which  they  happened  to  be  a  member.  But  we 
do  know  that  the  world  is  going  through  a  mighty  revolu- 
tion of  some  kind.  The  forces  and  the  effects,  the  influences 
and  the  tremendous  suggestions  in  that  mighty  travail 
which  old  Mother  Earth  is  now  engaged  in  were  felt  in 
this  land  before  actual  hostiltites  in  Europe  showed  them- 
selves, and  have  been  intensified  and  magnified — oh,  we 
must  leave  to  the  historians  of  the  future  to  tell  us  how 
many  times,--since,that  awful  struggle  got  under  way.  The 
effects  are  with  us  here  in  this  land,  as  you  and  I  know, 
as  thoughtful  sober-minded  responsible  citizens  that  face 
the  future,  not  with  shrinking,  not  with  hesitancy,  but 
with  that  sobering  sense  of  some  tremendous  responsibility 
that  is  going  to  depend  perhaps  in  a  way  upon  the  very  event, 
leoriSlative  act  or  administrative  function,  that  our  country 
this  very  day,  perhaps,  sets  in  motion,  because  the  times 
are  so  much  out  of  joint,  and  because  the  future  is  pregnant 
with  such  uorld-shaking  possibilities.  In  all  walks  and 
endeavors  of  life  n>en  have  begun  to  recast  their  thinking 
in  a  way  perhaps  irore  significant  than  the  world  within 
your  lifetime  or  mine  has  ever  experienced  before.  And  so 
when  I  sit  in  the  national  council  now  as  a  junior  member 
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and  as  one  who  hopes  in  some  degree  within  his  lights  to 
be  faithful  to  the  traditions  which  you  and  I  were  reared 
to  respect — when  I  poise  in  my  mind  what  I  ought  to  do 
under  the  circumstances,  with  my  voice'  or  my  vote  (and 
you  and  I  know,  let  me  say  by  way  of  parenthesis,  you 
and  I  know  that  the  half-cocked  statesman,  always  cock- 
sure statesman,  who  can  give  you  a  curb-stone  decision, 
is  not  always  the  most  useful  man  to  have  in  the  Legisla- 
ture or  in  the  Congress;  the  man  who  deliberates  and  con- 
fesses— let   me   put   the   words   together — confesses   to   an 
'^intelligent  doubt"  sometimes  we  may  have  some  hope  of, 
but  the  man  who  knows  it  all  before  it  is  explained  we  may 
take  a  second  thought  about)  so,  I  say,  when  I  consider 
these  questions  I  always  ask  myself  what  the  folks  would 
do  back  under  the  old  gilt  dome  at  Montpelier  if  a  question 
just   like   this   was   submitted   to   them   there.     Now,   you 
may   smile  rather  skeptically   and   say   that's   a  little   bit 
of  an  easy  way  for  me  to  make  my  bow  now  this  morning 
in  your  presence.     I  do  not  so  desire  it.     You  will  remember 
perhaps,  the  little  preface  to  my  remarks  when  I  suggested 
that  you  and  I  were  engaged  in  a  similar  errand,  and  that 
you  and  I  were  cradled  on  the  same  old  hills  together,  and 
that  we  drew  our  ideals  of  government,  of  society  and  of 
what  should  be  realized  by  our  old  Mother  State  and  our 
great  Nation  from  a  common  source.     And  I  know,  as  you 
know,  that  if  there  is  bne  thing  that  Vermonters  have  for 
many,  many  generations  been  more  or  less  noted  for  among 
the  children  of  men,  it  is  for  a  certain  old-fashioned,  home- 
spun,  hard-headed   common  sense.     We  donH  fly   off   the 
handle   very   easily  back   here  in   Vermont,   and   we   don't 
flash  in  the  pan  many  times.     We  may  be  a  little  slow  and 
deliberate  occasionally,  but  when  we  arrive  we  stay  put. 
And  as  that  is  the  kind  of  character   that  you  have  put 
up  to  us  to  represent  at  Washington,  you  can  well  imag- 
ine that  sometimes  it  gives  us  thought  and  concern.     So 
when  I  try  to  shut  my  eyes  and  think  over  what  they  would 
do  at  Montpelier  perhaps,  these  men  who  for  125  or    more 
years  have  assembled  here  in  succeeding  generations  and  ap- 
proached problems  which   in  their  day  have  had   as  much 
significance  and  were  of  as  much   consequence  to  Vermont 
as  this  is  to  the  Nation,  I  do  not  have  to  wait  long  to  realize 
that   as   you   would   legislate  for   Vermont   we   may   o'ften 
well    legislate   for   the    Nation.     I    say    underneath    every 
legislature,  underneath  every  public  policy,  lies  the  same 
old  fundamental  principle,   and  I  am  glad  always  to  try 
and  decide  for  myself,  if  I  may,    on  such  questions  as  may 
be  found  to  be  analagous  with  any  reasonable  construction, 
by  some  standard  of  your  own  common  sense  back  here, 
and  to  satisfy  myself  in  my  own  mind,  if  I  can,    that  what 
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I  may  attempt  to  do  for  you  in  some  degree  may  merit 
your  approval  as  something  you  might  have  done  yourselves. 
You  and  I,  then,  let  me  say,  in  closing,  have  one  com- 
mon errand — we  are  only  in  separate  fields.  We  must  take 
our  chances  before  the  public,  all  of  us.  Under  no  stretch 
of  fancy,  under  no  combination  of  circumstances,  can  you 
or  I  ever  hope  to  please  all  the  people  all  the  time.  When 
you  and  I  try  to  please  all  the  people  all  the  time,  we  will  be 
nothing  but  spineless  trimmers,  and  we  will  fail,  beside — 
it  cannot  be  done  by  any  human  being.  The  consequence 
is,  it  seems  to  me,  you  and  I  might  well  take  for  our  little 
line  of  idealism  as  to  the  kind  of  man  to  be  representative 
in  any  Legislature  or  Congress, — first,  is  he  honest,  second 
is  he  reasonably  qualified  by  intelligence  for  the  position, 
and  third,  can  you  depend  upon  him, — will  he  stay  put? 
And  given  those  three  factors,  let  that  man  alone — let  him 
average  up  to  his  normal  in  his  judgment.  The  little  world 
which  is  our  constituency  today  may  have  one  notion  about 
approval  and  disapproval  of  our  acts,  today  another,  and 
so  the  sea  of  popular  opinion  will  ebb  and  flow  around  about 
it — sometimes  leaving  us  high  and  dry  and  sometimes 
wafting  us  out  on  its  bosom.  But  the  true  character  of 
such  a  man  grows  in-  the  public  knowledge,  little  by  little. 
If  he  is  honest,  if  he  is  intelligent,  if  he  means  to  do  the 
right  thing  and  if  he  errs  in  judgment  rather  than  in  in- 
tention, if  he  has  some  positive  convictions,  and  if  people 
know  the  next  morning  that  they  will  find  him  where  they 
left  him  over  night,  that  man  will  pass  the  scrutiny  of  the 
high  intelligence  of  the  men  and  women  you  and  I  are  trying 
to  represent.  And  you  and  I  may  know  and  have  to  hug 
to  our  bosoms  for  comfort — when  we  are  trying  to  act  along 
these  lines — when  we  are  trying  to  represent  the  people 
of  Vermont  and  do  it  the  best  we  can, — that  we  have  a 
right  not  only  to  represent  her  intention  as  expressed  through 
her  mighty  mind  and  her. tender  heart,  but  we  have  a  right 
to  represent,  (sometimes  when  we  stand  all  alone  perhaps 
to  do  it,)  her  old  backbone.

The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  met  in  the 
hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  pursuance  of  a 
joint  resolution  which  was  read  by  the  Clerk  and  is  as 
follows : 
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** Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives; 
That  the  two  Houses  meet  in  joint  assembly  on  Thursday, 
March  8,  1917,  at  four  o'clock  and  forty-five  minutes  in 
the  afternoon,  to  listen  to  an  address  by  Ex-President 
William  Howard  Taft'' 

His  Honor  Roger  W.  Hulburd,  President  of  the  Senate 
in  the  chair,  Guy  W.  Bailey,  Secretary  of  State,  Clerk. 
Senator  Peck  of  Chittenden  County  moved  that  a  committee 
consisting  of  one  Senator  and  two  Representatives  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  chair  to  wait  upon  Ex-President  Taft  and 
His  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  escort  them  to  the 
Joint  Assembly.  The  motion  being  carried,  the  chair 
appointed  as  such  committee  Senator  Peck  of  Chittenden 
County,  Mr.  Dunham  of  Brattleboro  and  Mr.  Brooks  of 
Montpelier.  The  committee  retired  and  subsequently 
appeared  within  the  joint  assembly  and  presented  Ex- 
President  William  Howard  Taft  and  His  Excellency  Governor 
Graham.  At  the  request  of  the  President  of  the  joint 
assembly  the  distinguished  guests  were  escorted  to  the  plat- 
form, whereupon  the  President  of  the  Senate,  Mr.  Hulburd 
addressed  the  joint  assembly  as  follows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Joint  Assembly: 

In  these  days  when  war  and  its  horror  crowd  so  much 
:and  so  often  upon  our  thought,  when  one-half  of  the  civilized 
places  of  the  globe  are  in  a  life  and  death  struggle,  and  our 
own  country  is  anxious  as  to  the  immediate  future,  it  is 
helpful  and  well  to  hark  back  a  little  to  the  days  and  years 
when  war  with  its  blood  and  tears  and  anguish  seemed  far 
away,  and  peace  and  prosperity  the  lot  of  all. 

Do  you  recall  that  little  strip  of  American  history  that 
lies  between  1908  and  1913?  It  was  a  time  when  real 
prosperity  based  upon  helpful  industries  spread  evenly  over 
the  whole  country,  it  was  a  time  when  Commodore  Peary 
carried  the  stars  and  stripes  to  the  North  Pole  and  unfurled 
and  planted  them  there;  it  was  a  time  when  capital  received 
its  just  reward;  it  was  a  time  when  the  war  against  war,  the 
movement  for  international  peace  was  born  and  gathered 
strength;  it  was  the  time  when  William  H.  Taft  was  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States.     (Applause.) 

That  era  of  peace  and  good  will  might  have  been  con- 
tinued four  years  longer  if  they  had  paid  any  attention  to 
Vermont  and  Utah,  but  we  could  not  do  it  all,  we  were  willing 
to.  But  while  he  and  his  friends  may  boast  that  he  carried 
Vermont  in  1908,  and  again  in  1912,  Vermont  on  her  part 
is  both  glad  and  proud  to  say  that  she  still  carries  him  in 
her  profound  regard,   esteem  and  love.     As   President  he 
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commanded  our  absolute  confidence  and  as  a  citizen  he 
has  won  our  admiration  but  you  are  here  to  bear  him  and 
your  anxiety  is  mine. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Joint  Assembly,  our  distinguished 
guest— ^Ex-President  William  Howard  Taft. 

Mr.  Taft  addressed  the  Joint  Assembly  as  follows: 

Your  able  and  distinguished  presiding  officer,  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  has  explained  why  I  am  glad 
to  be  here.  It  is  not  necessary  to  enter  into  detail.  There 
is  only  one  other  assembly  in  which  I  have  the  same  feelings, 
and  that  is  so  far  distant  I  cannot  often  visit  it.  I  am  glad 
to  be  here,  as  I  have  occasion  to  say  whenever  I  come  to 
Vermont,  because  I  am  very  proud  that  my  father  was  a 
Vermont  man,  born  near  Brattleboro,  and  he  was  always 
proud  that  he  was  a  Vermont  man.  He  spoke  to  me  and 
gave  me  evidence  of  the  free  masonry  that  prevails  between 
Vermont  men  wherever  they  are,  and  of  the  ease  with 
which  they  recognize  each  other  because  they  were  generally 
the  foremost  men  of  the  places  where  they  had  settled. 

Now,  it  is  a  little  difficult  for  me  to  recollect  that  there 
was  such  an  administration  as  that  your  kindly  president 
(laughing)  has  described.  So  much  water  has  run  under 
the  bridge  that  it  seems  as  if  there  had  not  been  a  bridge. 
And  then  we  are  forced  away  from  the  past  to  consideration 
of  the  present,  which  whether  we  will  or  not  commands  our 
attention. 

We  are  facing  a  test  of  American  character.  In  1861 
to  1865  we  passed  through  a  trial  by  fire  that  gave  us  stand- 
ing before  the  world.  In  that  time  we  demonstrated  to  the 
world  that  we  v/ere  willing  to  make  the  ultimate  sacrifice 
of  life  and  of  treasure  for  the  maintenance  of  moral  principle. 
The  integrity  of  the  Union  and  the  excision  of  the  cancer 
of  slavery.  McCauley  and  Freeman,  the  great  English 
historians,  had  said  that  government  by  the  people  as  we 
had  organized  it  was  not  to  live;  that  it  had  in  it  the  poison 
which  would  lead  to  its  destruction.  Freeman  had  published 
a  book  in  which  he  traced  the  history  of  federation  of  repub- 
lic and  he  said  as  the  demonstration  of  its  failure  "the 
failure  of  the  United  States.*'  I  don't  think  that  you  can 
get  many  copies  of  that  book  now,  they  were  withdrawn  from 
circulation  But  in  that  four  years  struggle  we  showed 
to  the  world  what  was  in  us — we  found  ourselves, — we 
brought  back  by  force  our  erring  brethern,  and  we  united 
them  to  us,  we  welded  them  again,  and  then  having  accomp- 
lished what  the  world  said  was  an  impossible  task,  we  went 
out  to  develop  our  united  country.  We  vindicated  the 
war  of  the  people  as  a  proper  basils  for  a  nation  that  could  be 
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strong,  could  assert  its  rights  before  the  world  and  could 
live  on  justice. 

Now  since  that  half  century  has  passed,  we  are  pre- 
sented with  another  query,  and  that  is  whether  by  the  pros- 
peTrity  and  the  comfort  which  we  have  achieved,  or  the 
tremendous  successes  that  we  have  made  in  our  material 
expansion,  we  have  become  ennervated  so  that  we  fear 
war  even  though  it  may  be  necessary  in  order  that  we 
should  maintain  our  rights.  Now,  is  that  true?  I  deny  it. 
And  I  fe^l  sure  that  every  American  in  whose  blood  runs 
the  pride  of  country  will  unite  with  me  in  denying  it.  What 
is  the  present  situation? 

We  have  been  neutrals  in  this  great  war,  we  have  pur- 
sued the  policy  of  neutrals  as  carefully  as  we  could  under  the 
rule  of  international  law.  Our  national  conscience  is  void 
of  offence,  and  yet  we  find  ourselves  on  the  brink  of  hos- 
tilities. What  are  the  rules  of  international  law  that  we 
have  attempted  to  keep  and  have  been  violated  as  against 
our  rights  and  our  citizens'  rights?  There  are  three.  In 
the  first  place  every  neutral  nation,  as  between  belligerents, 
has  the  right,  as  against  one  belligerent,  to  maintain  trade 
or  to  permit  its  citizens  to  maintain  trade  in  their  commercial 
vessels  with  other  belligerents,  in  all  kinds  of  merchandise, 
contraband  or  otherwise,  without  complaint  by  that  belli- 
gerent. It  has  the  right  to  do  this  subject  to  the  right  of 
the  belligerent  to  interfere  with  that  trade  of  the  neutrals' 
citizens  in  two  respects:  one,  if  the  neutral  vessel  is  carrying 
contraband  that  contraband  may  be  taken  out  of  that 
vessel  and  confiscated.  Second,  and  incidentally,  is  the 
right  of  search  of  any  vessel  on  the  high  seas  during  such  a 
war  in  order  to  determine  whether  contraband  is  there. 
The  second  rule  is  that  one  belligerent  may  establish  against 
another  in  the  port  of  another  a  blockade; that  blockade 
must  be  proclaimed  to  the  world  and  must  be  really  main- 
tained by  a  cordon  of  vessels  surrounding  the  principal 
port  against  which  the  blockade  is  declared,  that  get  within 
sight  within  such  short  distance  that  it  is  an  actual  inter- 
ference with  entrance  to  the  port.  And  if  the  citizens  of 
any  neutral  country  knowing  the  existence  of  that  blockade 
attempt  to  break  the  blockade  and  enter  the  port  that 
vessel  is  subject  to  seizure  and  confiscation.  I  do  not  go 
into  the  details  of  how  the  confiscation  had  to  be  carried 
out  by  trial  before  a  prize  court,  because  that  is  not  neces- 
sary for  my  purpose. 

Now,  of  course  these  rights  of  interference  with  neutral 
citizens  pursuing  trade  with  one  belligerent  by  the  other 
are  subject  to  the  limitation  that  either  in  taking  over  the  con- 
traband or  in  seizing  a  blockade  runnei:,  if  there  is  no  re- 
sistance and  no  effort  to  escape  after  warning,  whether  the 
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vessel  be  captured  and  taken  into  a  port  or  be  sunk,  the 
officers,  the  crew,  and  the  passengers,  being  non-combatent 
are  entitled  to  the  safety  of  their  lives  and  limb.  They  are 
entitled  to  an  opportunity  to  be  safe. 

The  third  rule  is  that  as  between  belligerents  one  belli- 
gerent may  capture  and  confiscate  the  commercial  vessels 
of  another,  but  if  the  commercial  vessel  thus  captured 
makes  no  resistence,  the  crew,  the  passengers  and  the  officers 
of  the  non-resisting  enemy  commercial  vessel,  are  entitled 
to  rescue,  are  entitled  to  a  place  of  safety.  That  limitation 
obtains  in  the  three  cases  which  I  have  described.  Violating 
these  uncontestable  rules  of  international  law,  Germany 
sent  before  their  Maker  without  warning  at  least  two  hundred 
citizens  of  the  United  States.  We  condoned  that  act. 
We  condoned  that  ruthless,  brutal  killing  of  our  innocent 
citizens  on  the  pledge  of  Germany  that  she  would  thereafter 
discontinue  that  course.  Before  the  first  of  February  last 
she  announced  that  she  intended  to  begin  again  the  ruthless 
sinking,  without  warning,  of  every  vessel,  commercial  or 
otherwise,  neutral  or  otherwise,  that  entered  a  zone  of  the 
high  seas  more  than  600  miles  long  and  in  places  exceeding 
1000  miles  in  width.  And  when  she  did  so  the  President 
of  the  United  States  notified  her  that  if  she  intended  to 
continue  that  then  we  would  have  no  more  diplomatic 
relations  with  her,  and  we  withdrew  our  ambassador  in 
Berlin,  and  we  gave  passports  to  Count  BernstroflF,  the 
German  ambassador  in  Washington.  After  that  was  done 
Germany  reiterated  her  intention  to  sink  every  vessel 
without  warning  by  sub-marine  attack,  every  vessel  that 
came  into  that  zone  on  high  seas. 

Now,  my  friends,  what  does  that  mean?  What  is  it 
in  effect?  The  deck  of  a  commercial  vessel  of  the  United 
States,  under  the  American  flag,  on  the  high  seas,  complying 
with  international  law,  is  just  as  much  soil  of  the  United 
States  as  if  its  passengers  stood  upon  the  shores  of  the 
United  States.  And  an  attack  upon  them  without  warning 
cannot  be  distinguished  in  principle  under  international 
law  from  the  case  of  the  landing  of  a  German  regiment 
on  the  shores  of  the  United  States  and  a  killing  of  American 
citizens.  Under  those  conditions  what  can  we  do?  If 
we  do  not  resent  that  action,  if  we  yield,  in  order  to  avoid 
war,  to  the  course  of  a  ruthless  and  brutal  military  power, 
we  have  given  up  our  position  before  the  world,  we  have 
failed  to  vindicate  popular  government,  as  one  which  know- 
ing its  rights  dares  to  maintain  them.  Can  there  be  any 
doubt,  therefore,  where  American  citizens,  through  whose 
veins  American  blood  flows,  must  stand  in  respect  to  up- 
holding the  hands  of  the  President  in  asserting  our  rights, 
even  though  it  involves  the  use  of  force.      (Applause.) 
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Now  what  is  the  President's  power  in  this  regard? 
Under  the  Constitution  the  President  has  the  duty  of  taking 
care  that  the  laws  of  the  United  States  be  faithfully  executed. 
He  is  made  by  that  same  instrument  the  commander-in- 
chief  of  the  army  and  the  navy,  in  order  that  with  that  power 
over  those  two  forces  he  may  see  that  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  are  faithfully  executed. 

Now  what  is  a  law  of  the  United  States  within  the 
meaning  of  that  phrase  of  the  Constitution?  We  are  not 
lacking  for  definition.  In  the  case  of  In  Re  Nagel,  decided 
by  the  Supreme  Court,  the  question  arose  whether  the 
President  was  justified,  through  the  attorney  general,  in 
directing  a  United  States  marshal  to  defend  a  justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  against  attack  by  a  disappointed  liti- 
gant while  that  justice  was  proceeding  from  one  court  to 
another.  The  marshal  had  attended  him  in  obedience  to 
the  direction  of  the  attorney  general;  and  when  the  disap- 
pointed litigant  assailed  the  justice  the  marshal  shot  him 
dead.  The  marshal  was  indicted  in  the  state  court  for 
murder.  He  took  out  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  in  the  Federal 
Court,  and  carried  the  cause  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States.  The  question  in  the  case,  succinctly  put, 
was  whether  the  killing  of  the  assailant  under  those  circum- 
stances was  an  act  committed  in  pursuance  of  a  law  of  the 
United  States.  There  was  no  Statute  authorizing  the 
President  or  the  attorney  general  to  direct  a  marshal  to 
protect  a  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court;  and  the  court  too, 
preceded  to  consider  the  question  What  was  a  law  of  the 
United  States  under  the  language  of  the  habeas  corpus 
statute  and  under  the  Constitution  in  the  phrase  ''take  care 
that  the  laws  of  the  United  States  shall  be  faithfully  executed?" 

The  court  speaking  by  Mr.  Justice  Miller,  said  that  a 
law  of  the  United  States  under  those  circumstances  was  any 
obligation  that  the  Government  was  under  to  protect  any 
officer  or  any  citizen  of  the  United  States  by  virtue  of  his 
constitutional  rights.  And  therefore  that  as  a  judge  of 
the  Supreme  Court  had  a  duty  to  perform  in  going  from  one 
court  to  another  and  in  doing  justice  between  parties  without 
fear  or  favor,  he  was  impliedly  entitled  to  protection  by 
the  Federal  government,  and  by  the  President,  from  such 
attack,  and  that  that  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment constituted  a  law  which  it  was  the  business  and  duty 
and  power  of  the  President  through  his  hand,  the  attorney 
general,  to  see  should  be  executed. 

Now  in  the  slaughter-house  cases,  the  same  judge  who 
pronounced  the  opinion  of  the  Nagel  case,  Mr.  Justice  Miller, 
said  that  one  of  the  rights  of  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
was  to  be  protected  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  rights  he  derived 
from  the  United  States  at  home,  on  the  high  seas  and  in 
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foreign  jurisdiction.  Of  course,  with  respect  to  foreign 
jurisdiction,  his  right  is  qualified  by  the  fact  that  he  volun- 
tarily submits  himself  to  another  jurisdiction,  but  on  the 
high  seas  his  right — and  on  the  deck  of  an  American  vessel, — 
his  right  is  exactly  the  same  as  if  he  stood  upon  the  shore  of 
his  native  country.  Therefore,  the  obligation  to  protect 
him  is  a  law  which  it  is  the  duty  and  the  business  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States  to  see  faithfully  executed. 
And  therefore,  he  may  call  upon  the  army  and  navy,  of 
which  he  is  the  commander-in-chief,  for  that  very  purpose 
to  protect  American  vessels  and  their  crews  and  their 
passengers  from  attack  when  he  knows  that  that  attack  is 
to  be  delivered  against  them,  and  knows  it  by  the  positive 
declaration  of  a  great  nation  like  that  of  Germany,  with  the 
samples*  of  what  Germany  has  done  before. 

Now,  it  is  said  that  we  cannot  have  war  without  a 
declaration  of  Congress  because  to  Congress  is  given  the 
power  to  declare  war  in  the  Constitution.  That  is  true, 
but  in  the  prize  cases,  decided  during  the  civil  war,  the 
question  rose  whether  there  could  be  lawful  prize  and  a  law- 
ful confiscation  of  vessels  after  the  war  had  actually  begun, 
and  before  Congress  had  made  any  declaration  of  war,  and 
the  Supreme  Court  said  ''yes,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  President 
to  resist  invasion  whether  Congress  declares  war  or  not, 
and  when  in  resisting  invasion  the  struggle  that  ensues 
becomes  war,  it  is  actual  war  and  the  loss  of  war  with  ref- 
erence to  prize  must  necessarily  obtain,''  and  so  they  sus- 
tained the  confiscation  of  the  vessels  that  had  been  seized 
in  running  the  blockade  in  southern  port.  Therefore, 
the  action  of  the  President  and  the  duty  of  the  President, 
the  rightfulness  of  his  action  and  his  duty  in  using  the  army 
and  navy  to  resist  attacks  of  which  he  has  knowledge  by 
use  of  a  detail  of  sailors  and  use  of  the  guns  of  the  United 
States  put  upon  a  commercial  vessel,  or  in  a  convoy  of  war 
vessels,  does  not  depend  upon  the  question  whether  Congress 
has  declared  war  or  not — the  duty  arises  under  the  Con- 
stitution, and  if  war  ensues  thereupon  it  is  a  war  that  en- 
sues, by  reason  of  the  President's  lawful  act. 

Now,  that's  the  situation,  my  friends.  And  the  ques- 
tion is  whether  we  Americans  are  going  to  stand  back  of 
the  President.  He  asked  for  authority  from  Congress, 
not — as  he  said — because  he  doubted  his  power  to  exercise 
the  authority,  but  because  he  wished  their  confirming  vote. 
And  the  House  of  Representatives  gave  it  to  him  by  an 
overwhelming  majority,  with  a  small  minority,  and  then 
the  Senate  would  have  done  the  same  thing  by  a  vote  of 
more  than  80  out  of  96  but  for  the  misguided,  wilful  and  un- 
patriotic course  of  twelve  men.  I  say  unpatriotic  not  be- 
cause they  were  not  permitted  to  have  their  own  views  as  to 
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an  issue  like  this,  but  because  it  is  unpatriotic  for  them  to 
deny  to  the  80  men  and  to  the  country  the  lawful  expression 
and  the  lawful  vote — that  that  80  men  would  have  cast 
but  for  an  unreasonable  rule  that  permits  a  few  to  defeat 
the  will  of  the  people  and  the  will  of  the  large  majority  of  a 
representative  body.     (Applause.) 

Now  I  have  attempted  to  state  in  a  brief  way  what  the 
actual  situation  is.  If  these  vessels  are  armed  with  United 
States  sailors  aboard  and  a  sub-marine  attacks,  and  the 
submarine  is  sunk,  that's  the  situation.  Then  if  Germany 
chooses  to  declare  war  that's  the  situation.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  submarine  sinks  one  of  our  vessels  and  sends 
to  the  bottom,  without  warning,  our  crew,  our  passengers, 
our  officers  aboard  that  vessel,  innocent  of  offence,  then  the 
question  is.  What  is  this  country  going  to  do?*  Then 
the  question  is.  What  are  we  going  to  say  to  a  destruction 
of  our  citizens  entitled  to  our  protection  by  the  contract 
and  the  obligation  of  the  Constitution?  Are  we  going 
to  sit  by  and  say  *  *if  you  are  only  strong  enough  to  make  it 
uncomfortable  for  us  to  assert  our  rights  we  will  not  assert 
them?"     I  say  NO.     (Applause.) 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Taft's  speech,  the  President 
of  the  Senate  directed  the  committee  to  escort  Ex-President 
William  Howard  Taft  and  His  Excellency,  Governor  Graham 
to  the  Executive  Chamber. 

Whereupon  the  joint  assembly  dissolved.

IN  JOINT  ASSEMBLY 

March  27,  1917,  2:30  P.  M. 

The  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  met  in  the 
hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  pursuance  of  a  joint 
resolution,  which  was  read  by  the  clerk,  and  is  as  follows: 

"Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 
That  the  two  houses  meet  in  Joint  Assembly  on  Tuesday, 
March  27,  1917,  at  two  o'clock  and  thirty  minutes  in  the 
afternoon  to  receive  a  message  from  His  Excellency,  the 
Governor." 
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His  Honor,  Roger  W.  Hulburd,  President  of  the  Senate, 
in  the  chair,  Guy  W.  Bailey,  Secretary  of  State,  clerk. 

It  was  moved  by  Senator  Hawley  that  a  committee 
consisting  of  one  senator  and  two  representatives  be  appoint- 
ed by  the  chair,  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency,  the  Governor 
and  escort  him  to  the  bar  of  the  joint  assembly. 

The  motion  was  carried,  and  the  chair  appointed  as  such 
committee,  Senator  Hawley,  Mr.  Bryant  of  Lincoln  and  Mr. 
Austin  of  Reading.  The  committee  retired  and  subse- 
quently appeared  within  the  joint  assembly  with  His  Ex- 
cellency, Hon.  Horace  F.  Graham. 

At  the  request  of  the  president  of  the  senate.  Governor 
Graham  was  escorted  to  the  platform  and  was  thereupon 
presented  to  the  joint  assembly  and  addressed  the  joint 
assembly  as  follows: — 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Joint  Assembly: 

As  we  shall  soon  reach  the  time  for  final  adjournment, 
it  has  seemed  best  to  me  to  call  your  attention  to  a  few  mat- 
ters that  ought  to  receive  your  consideration. 

FINAL  ADJOURNMENT. 

• 

While  you  probably  could  complete  the  business  of  the 
session  and  adjourn  this  week,  the  fact  that  the  President  has 
seen  fit  to  call  a  special  session  of  Congress  for  April  2,  not- 
withstanding he  had  determined  to  call  it  together  April  16, 
would  make  it  seem  proper  that  you  remain  in  session  until 
after  April  2nd,  as  the  President  may  bring  to  the  attention 
of  the  country  at  that  time  matters  that  will  require  further 
legislative  action  on  your  part.  No  doubt,  a  final  adjourn- 
ment can  in  any  event  be  taken  early  in  April. 

H.  C.  COPELAND  GIFT. 

I  desire  first  to  call  your  attention  to  an  offer  which  has 
been  made  by  Mr.  H.  C.  Copeland  of  the  City  of  New  York. 
This  gentleman  has  advised  me  that  he  desires  to  give  to 
the  State  certain  l^nds  and  buildings  in  the  town  of  Middle- 
town  Springs,  to  be  used  as  a  home  for  destitute  children. 
I  suggest  that  you  look  into  this  carefully  and  take  proper 
action  thereon. 
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BUDGET. 

The  legislature  of  1915  enacted  what  is  known  as  the 
budget  law.  This  act  requires  all  appropriations  to  be  made 
for  the  biennial  period  and  to  be  brought  in  to  you  in  one 
bill.  The  committee  known  as  the  budget  committee,  con- 
sisting of  the  governor,  state  treasurer,  auditor  of  accounts, 
chairman  of  the  finance  committee  of  the  senate  and  chair- 
men of  the  ways  and  means  committee  and  committee  on 
appropriations  of  the  house,  have  given  the  subject  of  what 
the  appropriations  ought  to  be  very  careful  and  painstaking 
consideration.  The  committee  have  drafted  and  will  report 
a  bill,  which  will  be  submitted  to  you  at  once.  The  esti- 
mates of  the  different  departments  of  government  and  the 
special  appropriations  asked  for  as  originally  filed  with  the 
committee  called  for  some  5,200,000  dollars  for  the  coming 
biennial  period.  After  several  days  and  evenings  spent  in 
examining  these  estimates  and  after  conferring  with  different 
officials,  the  committee  have  been  able,  without  injury  to 
the  public  service  as  they  believe,  to  scale  these  figures  down 
to  substantially  4,700,000  dollars  and  allow  in  this  amount 
contingent  and  deficiency  appropriations  of  100,000  dollars 
per  year,  should  their  estimates  prove  inadequate.  Our 
assured  revenue  above  the  revenue  pledged  to  certain  pur- 
poses, such  as  automobile  license  fees  and  the  income  of  the 
permanent  school  fund,  is  in  round  numbers  4,000,000  dollars. 
This  leaves  to  be  provided  for  by  direct  taxation  some 
500,000  dollars,  exclusive  of  the  two  contingent  appro- 
priations above  referred  to.  This  will  require  an  annual 
direct  tax  for  the  years  1918  and  1919  of  ten  per  cent  each 
year.  The  committee  feel  that  with  this  tax  the  expenses 
of  the  State  can  be  met  and,  that  by  rigid  economy  in  the 
several  departments  of  government  during  the  coming 
biennial  period,  no  deficit  will  be  incurred.  These  figures 
do  not  include  any  extraordinary  expense  that  the  State 
may  be  put  to  because  of  the  approaching  war  with  the 
central  powers  of  Europe.  I  ask  your  full  consideration 
of  this  condition. 

LEGISLATION. 

I  suggest  to  you  the  enactment  of  a  law  giving  police 
officers  full  authority  whenever  a  state  of  war  exists  to  ar- 
rest, without  warrant,  and  take  before  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  all  persons  suspected  of  being  engaged  in  any 
way  in  giving  aid  and  comfort  to  our  ehemies. 

The  military  department  has  taken  a  careful  inventory 
of  our  equipment  on  hand.     I  have  been  informed  by  the 
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National  Government  that  it  probably  will  be  unable  to 
furnish  for  the  present  but  little,  if  any  more,  of  such  equip- 
ment. Figures  showing  the  cost  of  such  supplies  and  equip- 
ment as  will  be  needed  if  the  regiment  is  called  out,  have 
been  obtained  with  the  result  that  I  am  of  the  opinion  that, 
in  case  of  the  failure  of  the  National  Government  to  supply 
us,  it  will  cost  from  200,000  to  250,000  dollars  to  properly 
equip  and  put  into  the  field  a  full  regiment  of  2002  men  and 
56  officers.  In  any  event,  the  State  should  see  to  it  that  its 
soldiers  are  properly  equipped  before  being  sent  into  the 
field.  As  we  may  and  probably  will  be  called  upon  to  do 
more  than  furnish  one  regiment,  I  suggest  that  you  appro- 
priate at  least  l-,000,000  dollars  and  safeguard  its  expendi- 
ture. The  state  treasurer  should  also  be  given  authority  to 
borrow  money  and  pledge  the  credit  of  the  State  for  a  proper 
amount.  While  the  governor  and  the  treasurer  may  have 
sufficient  authority  at  present,  as  the  law  now  stands,  it  will 
be  safer  to  have  an  appropriation  and  sufficient  borrowing 
authority  given  to  the  treasurer.  The  figures  showing  how 
this  result  has  been  reached  can  be  obtained  from  the  ad- 
jutant general. 

Adequate  support  should  be  given  the  adjutant  general's 
office  and  a  sufficient  clerical  force  allowed  him. 

That  it  may  be  made  a  part  of  the  record,  I  will  read  the 
resolution  adopted  by  the  Vermont  Committee  of  Public 
Safety : 

'^RESOLVED:  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Vermont  Committee  of  Public  Safety, 
after  careful  consideration  of  the  existing  military  necessity, 
and  upon  conference  with  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State, 
that  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  legis- 
lation already  passed  and  now  pending  in  the  Vermont 
Legislature  relative  to  military  affairs,  an  appropriation  of 
at  least  1,000,000  dollars  be  authorized  by  the  General  As- 
sembly, such  part  or  all  of  the  same  to  be  expended  as  neces- 
sity requires. 

''FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That  a  copy  of  this  reso- 
lution be  transmitted  to  His  Excellency,  the  Governor." 

To  my  mind,  the  time  to  cease  talking  and  to  act  has 
come.  Vermont  will  as  usual  do  her  part  and  more  than  her 
part.  Patriotism  does  not  consist  alone  in  fpllowing  the 
colors  or  in  making  patriotic  speeches  or  in  assuring  each 
other  of  our  love  of  country,  but  rather  in  each  individual's 
doing,  and  continuing  to  do  day  by  day,  his  or  her  part. 
The  farmer  should  increase  the  acreage  under  the  plow;  the 
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mechanic^  his  hours  of  labor;  the  professional  man  should 
give  of  his  time  to  organization.  An  army  in  the  field  must 
be  properly  fed  and  clothed,  and  tended  in  health  and  in 
sickness;  and  all  of  these  things  must  be  done  by  those  who 
remain  at  home.  I  ask  each  one  of  you  in  your  respective 
towns  to  look  to  it  that  these  things  are  done. 

I  ask  you  to  give  to  the  committee  on  public  safety  all 
the  information  you  can  as  they  may  call  for  it.  These 
gentlemen  are  giving  of  their  time  and  money  as  a  matter 
of  public  duty. 

While  we  all,  I  am  sure,  would  avoid  the  impending 
struggle  by  all  honorable  means,  yet  if  war  comes,  let  us  be 
ready  to  the  best  of  our  ability  wifh  men  -and  arms,  with 
supplies  and  money.  For  it  is  our  institutions,  our  country 
and  representative  government  that  will  be  on  trial,  to  be 
tested  in  the  crucible  of  war.  Let  each  of  us  light  upon  the 
altar  of  his  heart  the  divine  fire  of  patriotism  and  keep  it 
ever  burning;  and  then  repeat  these  words,  **Our  country, 
may  she  always  be  in  the  right;  but  our  country  right,  or 
wrong." 

His  Excellency,  Governor  Graham,  having  concluded 
his  address,  upon  direction  of  the  president  of  the  senate, 
the  committee  heretofore  appointed,  escorted  the  governor 
to  the  executive  chamber. 

The  Joint  Assembly  dissolved.

cluding the  first  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1917. 

For  sixth  Superior  Judge,  Mr.  Metzger  of  Randolph 
nominated  Stanley  C.  Wilson  of  Chelsea,  and  the  nomination 
was  duly  seconded. 

Whereupon,  no  other  nomination  being  made, 

STANLEY  C.  WILSON  of  Chelsea 

was  duly  declared  elected  to  that  office,  viva  voce,  for  the 
balance  of  the  term  of  two  years,  commencing  on  and  in- 
cluding the  first  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1917. 

The  Joint  Assembly  dissolved.

JOINT  RESOLUTION. 

(J.  R.  S.  14.)  Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives:  That  the  secretary  of  the  Senate  is  direct- 
ed to  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed  at  the  expense  of  the 
state  a  memorial  pamphlet  to  Rev.  Marcellus  W.  Farman, 
Chaplain  of  the  Senate,  including  therein  the  memorial 
exercises  in  the  Senate,  the  funeral  services  at  the  State 
House,  and  all  resolutions  and  joint  resolutions  relating 
thereto,  and  a  photogravure  of  Mr.  Farman.  And  he  is 
further  directed  to  cause  said  pamphlet  to  be  printed  as  an 
appendix  to  the  permanent  journal  of  the  Senate  of  1917.

Marcellus  Winslow  Farman. 


Marcellus  Winslow  Farman  was  born  at  Westfield, 
Vermont,  July  29,  1865,  the  son  of  Ashley  and  Harriet  N. 
Farman.  After  attending  the  schools  of  his  native  town, 
he,  at  fifteen  years  of  age,  entered  Johnson  Normal  School, 
and  later  the  University  of  Vermont,  where  he  spent  three 
years. 

Mr.  Earman's  eyes  began  to  fail  while  he  was  at  the 
Johnson  Normal  School,  and  when  he  was  at  the  University 
of  Vermont  his  sight  was  so  much  impaired  that  his  reading 
had  to  be  done  through  the  eyes  of  another.-  He  later 
became  entirely  blind.  Notwithstanding  this  handicap  he 
attained  high  rank  at  the  university,  studied  theology  and 
was  ordained  a  Congregational  clergyman  in  1901. 

In  1890  Mr.  Farman  began  the  delivery  of  the  many 
pleasing  lectures,  which  brought  to  him  a  wide  acquaintance 
throughout  the  state.  His  lectures  upon  **The  One- Armed 
Admiral,"  ''Gen  Phil  H.  Sheridan",  "America's  Invincible 
Celt,"  "Endurance"  and  "Light  in  Darkness"  brought  him 
words  of  commendation  from  the  press  and  many  of  Ver- 
mont's eminent  men.  Twice  he  was  invited  to  lecture 
in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  invita- 
tions being  signed  by  the  Governor  and  state  officers  and 
many  representative  legislators.  The  seco9d  occasion  was 
shortly  before  his  death,  and  his  lecture  "Light  in  Darkness" 
dealing  with  the  world  of  the  sightless,,  was  at  times  pleas- 
antly autobiographical.  Of  it,  when  delivered  before  the 
students  of  Midddlebury  College,  President  Thomas  said 
"I  thought  it  one  of  the  noblest  lessons  in  courage  I  have 
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ever  seen  taught  to  a  body  of  young  people.  The  example 
of  a  man  fighting  his  way  so  successfully  through  life  de- 
spite his  severe  handicap,  is  an  inspiration.  At  the  same 
time  his  address  was  well  seasoned  with  wit  and  humor." 

In  addition  to  his  work  upon  the  lecture  platform  Mr. 
Farman  was  active  in  church  circles,  although  he  never 
assumed  a  pastorate.  For  many  years  he  was  secretary  of 
the  Orleans  County  Association  of  Congregational  Churches 
and  Scribe  of  its  General  Council,  and  freely  gave  of  his 
time  in  temporarily  assuming  the  duties  of  other  clergymen, 
as  well  as  performing  the  duties  of  many  offices  of  his  local 
church  and  societies. 

From  1912  until  the  time  of  his  death  Mr.  Farman  was 
moderator  of  Westfield  town  meeting.  He  was  also  a  justice 
of  the  peace. 

In  1902  Mr  Farman  was  elected  Chaplain  of  the 
Vermont  Senate  and  received  successive  reelections  until 
his  death.  His  cheerful  and  kindly  personality  and  the 
ability  and  dignity  with  which  he  conducted  the  devotional 
services  of  the  Senate,  endeared  him  beyond  measure  to  an 
ever  broadening  circle  of  legislators  and  state  officers. 

Conspicuous  among  the  pleasures  which  Mr.  Farman 
enjoyed,  was  his  delight  in  remeeting  his  friends,  of  former 
legislative  sessions.  Fittingly  enough  his  last  hours  were 
spent  in  this  way.  He  was  just  completing  a  very  happy 
after  dinner  address  at  the  reunion  of  the  Senate  of  1904 
when  he  was  stricken  with  a  slight  cerebral  hemorrhage,  and 
died  a  few  hours  later,  February  15,  1917,  at  Montpelier. 

The  shock  of  sorrow  and  loss  which  men  felt  at  the 
death  of  Marcellus  Winslow  Farman,  the  measure  of  the 
man  and  his  works,  is  told  by  the  resolutions,  prayers  and 
addresses  called  forth  by  his  death.  There  follows  the  full 
record  of  these,  as  the  most  fitting  and  appropriate  tribute 
which  may  be  expressed  in  such  a  memorial  as  this. 


Exercises  in  the  Senate. 

On  the  convening  of  the  Senate  on  the  morning  of  Febru- 
ary 15,  the  President,  Lieutenant-Governor  Roger  W.  Hul- 
burd,  addressed  the  Senate  as  follows: 

SENATORS,  we  meet  this  morning  under  the  shadow  of 
a  great  sorrow.  A  great,  good  man  has  gone:  a  man 
who  has  acted  as  chaplain  of  this  Senate  for  many  years, 
and  for  many  years  he  groped  his  way  in  darkness.  Let  us 
believe  in  spite  of  doubt,  in  spite  of  fear,  that  somehow, 
somewhere  darkness  has  given  way  to  the  joy  of  light. 
May  I  ask  your  indulgence  for  a  time  while  I  read  what 
seems  to  me  a  very  appropriate  poem,  written  by  Mrs. 
Helen  Hunt: 


SPINNING. 

Like  a  blind  spinner  in  the  sun, 

I  tread  my  days; 
I  know  that  all  the  threads  will  run 

Appointed  ways; 
I  know  each  day  will  bring  its  task. 

And,  being  blind,  no  more  I  ask. 

I  do  not  know  the  use  or  name 

Of  that  I  spin; 
I  only  know  that  someone  came, 

And  laid  within 
My  hand  the  thread,  and  said:  ''Since  you 

Are  blind,  but  one  thing  you  can  do." 

Sometimes  the  threads  so  rough  and  fast 

And  tangled  fly, 
I  know  wild  storms  are  sweeping  past. 

And  fear  that  I 
Shall  fall;  but  dare  not  try  to  find 

A  safer  place,  since  I  am  blind. 

I  know  not  why,  but  I  am  sure 

That  tint  and  place, 
In  some  great  fabric  to  endure 

Past  time  and  race 
My  threads  will  have;  so  from  the  first, 

Though  blind,  I  never  felt  accurst. 
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I  think,  perhaps,  this  trust  has  sprung 

From  one  short  word 
Said  over  me  when  I  was  young — 

So  young,  I  heard 
It,  knowing  not  that  God's  name  signed 

My  brow,  and  sealed  me  his,  though  blind. 

But  whether  this  be  seal  or  sign 

Within,  without, 
It  matters  not.     The  bond  divine 

I  never  doubt, 
I  know  he  set  me  here,  and  still, 

And  glad  and  blind,  I  wait  His  will; 

But  listen,  listen,  day  by  day. 

To  hear  their  tread 
Who  bear  the  finished  web"  away. 

And  cut  the  thread. 
And  bring  God's  message  in  the   sun, 

**Thou  poor,  blind  spinner,  work  is  done." 

The  President  called  upon  Rev.  Charles  H.  Dunton, 
D.  D.,  a  senator  from  Rutland,  who  read  the  Twenty-Third 
Psalm  and  lead  the  Senate  in  prayer,  as  follows: 

OLORD,  we  realize  that  in  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in 
death.  We  are  startled,  we  are  confused  this  morning 
at  the  event  that  has  come  to  our  attention.  One  . 
who  yesterday  morning  stood  in  this  place,  and  for  many 
years  has  stood  there  to  invoke  the  Divine  blessing  upon 
this  Senate,  has  gone.  The  suddenness  and  unexpectedness 
of  this  leads  us  to  realize  how  brittle  is  the  thread  of  human 
life,  how  easily  it  is  snapped  asunder. 

We  can  but  think  with  pleasure,  though  our  hearts 
arf  sad  over  our  loss,  of  him  who  is  taken  from  us.  So  clean 
and  pure  was  his  life,  so  heroic  the  spirit  that  sustained  him 
amid  the  darkness  and  loneliness  through  which  he  pressed 
his  way  to  the  goal  of  a  useful  career,  that  he  won  the  ap- 
plause and  love  of  all  who  knew  him.  We  are  glad  that 
we  knew  him. 

He  needs  not  our  sympathy.  That  powerful  soul 
which  broke  through  all  the  barriers  that  disease  and 
blindness  put  in  the  way  of  doing  a  man's  work,  now  un- 
shackled by  physical  limitations,  is  faring  on  in  other  and 
better  climes.  Let  us  treasure  up  the  lesson  of  his  sweet, 
pure,  courageous  life. 

How  impressively  have  we  been  taught  that  we  know 
not  what  a  day  may  bring  forth.  But  while  we  know  not 
what  of  sorrow  or  pleasure;  what  of  disappointment  or 
unlooked  for  good  a  day  may  bring,  we  know  that  every  day 
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brings  responsibility.  We-  would  have  it  impressed  anew 
upon  our  hearts  this  morning  that  we  are  independent 
beings,  but  that  we  are  stewards  charged  with  grave  re- 
sponsibilities, responsibilities  that  cannot  be  evaded.  May 
we  have  new  help  from  on  high  that  will  enable  us  better 
in  the  future  to  meet  these  obligations.  To  this  end, 
take  away  from  our  hearts,  0  Lord,  all  guile  and  remove 
far  from  us  all  selfish  and  frivolous  desires,  that  we  may 
truly  dwell  in  the  secret  place  of  the  Most  High  and  ever 
abide  under  the  shadow  of  the  Almighty.  May  we  have 
clearer  apprehension  of  right  and  justice,  and  live  for  ideas 
and  strive  to. do  things  worth  while  that  thus  we  may  prove 
ourselves  worthy  of  the  divine  gifts  with  which  our  nature 
has  been  endowed.     Amen. 

Upon  the  conclusion  of  Dr.  Dunton's  prayer  Senator 
Adams  of  Orleans  County  offered  the  following  resolution: 

WHEREAS,  the  beloved  Chaplain  of  the  Senate, 
Reverend  Marcellus  W.  Farman,  has  been  sum- 
moned to  leave  his  earthly  pursuits  and  to  enter 
upon  the  life  eternal,  * 

Be  it  Resolved,  by  the  senators  now  in  session 
that  in  the  death  of  our  Chaplain  we  experience  a 
deep  and  sincere  sorrow. 

He  became  endeared  to  us  by  his  genial  and 
lovable  qualities  of  heart  and  soul,  and  we  hereby 
register  our  high  esteem  for  his  pure  and  exalted  life. 

Resolved^  that  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon 
the  records  of  the  Journal  of  the  Senate  and  a  copy 
thereof  duly  certified  by  the  Secretary  be  presented 
to  the  nearest  relative  of  Chaplain  Farman, 

And  be  it  further  Resolved,  that  in  respect  for 
his  memory,  the  Senate  do  now  adjourn. 

The  resolution  was  read  and  adopted  and  the  President 
declared  the  Senate  adjourned. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  Mr.  Fairchild  offered 
a  resolution,  which  was  read  and  adopted  and  is  as  follows: 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  that  the  President  ap- 
point a  committee  of  two  senators  to   convey  the 
sympathy  of  the  Senate  to  the  family  of  Chaplain 
•  Farman  and  to  attend  the  funeral. 

The  President  appointed  to  this  duty  Senator  Russell 
and  Senator  Morse. 

Later  in  the  afternoon  a  resolution  as  follows,  offered 
by  Mr.  Vilas  was  adopted: 

WHEREAS,  the  Senate  desires  to  pay  all  fitting 
and  appropriate  tribute  to  its  late  Chaplain,  the  Rev. 
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Marcellus  W.  Farman,  who  for  fifteen  years  served 
as  chaplain  in  this  chamber,  and  inspired  all  whom 
he  reached,  by  his  constancy,  his  courage  and  his 
lofty  fidelity  to  duty,  and 

WHEREAS,  Mr.  Farman  ever  regarded  his 
service  in  the  Senate  as  a  pleasure  and  treasured  his 
associations  with  members  of  the  legislature  as  very 
dear  to  him. 

Therefore,  be  it  Resolved  by  the  Senate,  that  the 
use  of  the  Senate  Chamber  is  offered  to  the  relatives 
of  Mr.  Farman  for  such  services  as  to  these  relatives 
and  to  a  committee  appointed  by  the  President  of  the 
Senate  may  seem  wise,  and 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  that  the  President  of  the 
Senate  is  requested  to  appoint  a  committee  of  two 
from  the  Senate  to  act  with  relatives  of  Mr.  Farman 
in  carrying  out  in  the  Senate  Chamber  the  provisions 
of  these  resolutions. 

The  President  appointed  as  the  committee  under 
this  resolution.  Senators  Vilas  and  Adams. 

Funeral  Exercises. 

It  became  evident  that  the  size  of  the  Senate  Chamber 
was  inadequate  for  the  accommodation  of  the  friends  of 
Mr.  Farman  who  desired  to  attend  the  funeral  exercises. 
It  was  therefore  determined  that  they  be  held  in  the  Hall 
of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

On  February  16,  the  remains  of  Chaplain  Farman  were 
borne  into  the  Hall  of  the  House  by  Senators,  Adams, 
Russell,  Morse  and  Fairchild,  and  two  former  speakers 
of  the  House,  William  A.  Lord  and  Thomas  C.  Cheney, 
accompanied  by  the  Senate. 

Lieutenant-Governor  Roger  W.  Hulburd  presided  over 
the  funeral  exercises. 

PRAYER. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  J.  H.  Wills,  Chaplain  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  as  follows: 

Our  Heavenly  Father,  as  we,  this  united  body  of  legislative 
men,  whose  hearts  have  been  so  suddenly  saddened  by 
the  removal  of  the  beloved  chaplain  of  this  Honorable 
Senate,  bow  our  heads  in  humble  submission  to  Thy  divine 
will,  grant  unto  us  grace,  strength  and  courage  to  go  forward 
with  greater  vigor  than  ever  before  because  of  the  influence 
of  this  earnest,  noble  life  which  has  touched  so  many  lives 
during  the  past  fourteen  years  of  his  active  service  as  Chap- 
lain of  the  Vermont  Senate. 
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FUNERAL  ADDRESS. 

The  address  was  made  by  Rev.  Frazer  Metzger,  member 
of  the  House  from  Randolph.     Mr.  Metzger  said: 

IN  the  midst  of  our  common  task,  in  the  place  where 
our  daily  round  of  activities  is  fulfilled,  there  comes  ever 
and  anon  a  voice  that  no  man  may  not  hear;  there  comes 
a  challenge  that  every  man  must  heed.  It  matters  little 
what  his  task  may  be,  it  matters  little  to  what  his  energies 
may  be  devoted,  there  still  prevails  this  fact  of  life: — that 
no  man  knoweth  when  the  call  shall  come  to  him  to  lay 
down  the  burden  he  has  assumed  here  upon  the  face  of 
the  earth  and  take  unto  himself  the  burden  that  another 
world  will  afford.  A  peculiar  sense  of  sadness,  deepened 
by  the  mystery  and  wonder  of  death  by  whose  hand  the 
soul  of  a  friend  has  suddenly  been  borne  away  into  the 
world  where  men  are  not  barred  by  physical  barriers,  has 
fallen  upon  us  here  in  the  legislative  halls  of  our  beloved 
State.  Somehow  in  this  great  world  of  ours  with  all  its 
mystery  and  with  all  its  wonder,  there  is  one  thing  always 
true  to  human  life,  we  spend  our  years  as  a  tale  that  is  told 
and  the  day  cometh  when  the  tale  shall  find  its  ending. 

This  call  removes  from  us  one  who  has  endeared  him- 
self and  is  greatly  beloved  not  only  by  the  hundreds  of  sena- 
tors and  representatives  whose  hands  he  has  shaken,  and 
who  have  looked  into  his  genial  face  and  felt  the  inspiring 
influence  of  his  great  life,  but  many  more  throughout  the 
State  have  been  encouraged  and  strengthened  through  his 
heart-cheering  lectures  and  messages  of  love  as  he  has 
preached  the  Gospel  unto  them. 

And  now,  dear  Father,  let  the  blessing  of  Thy  comfort- 
ing grace  rest  down  into  the  hearts  of  relatives  and  friends, 
and  may  our  hearts  be  cheered  and  encouraged  as. we  now 
think  of  our  beloved  friend  as  dwelling  in  an  eternal  mansion 
of  light.     Amen. 

The  loss  of  our  State  in  good  men  and  true  during  the 
past  twelve  months  has  been  strikingly  unusual.  Men 
have  gone  out  from  our  midst  who  have  been  an  asset  to 
us  beyond  all  our  understanding  or  comprehension;  men  who 
have  builded  into  our  laws  their  ideals,  men  who  have 
builded  into  the  constituency  of  our  citizenship  their 
characters,  men  who  have  contributed  out  of  their  own 
public  spirit  that  which  can  never  be  compensated  for  by 
the  glittering  coin  of  a  selfish  world.  They  have  given  of 
themselves,  and  a  greater  thing  than  this  no  man  may  do 
in  all  the  world  than  that  he  grant  out  of  his  own  life  that 
which  is  a  blessing  to  his  fellowmen.  To  my  mind  the 
lives  of  these  men  constitute  the  very  joy  of  living  and  next 
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to  our  faith  in  God  they  build  the  very  foundations  of  our 
hope  in  the  future.  That  which  men  in  our  midst  today  are 
contributing  to  the  welfare  of  state  and  nation  out  of  love 
of  land  and  love  of  the  ideals  of  their  country,  is  the  noblest 
and  most  benefiicient  blessing  that  hath  ever  fallen  upon  any 
nation  or  upon  any  commonwealth  in  any  time.  It  was 
the  story  of  Israel;  it  was  the  story  of  Rome;  it  was  been  the 
story  of  every  nation  since  God  created  man,  that  He  has 
sent  into  the  midst  of  the  world  of  men,  noble  souls  and 
beautiful  characters  who  have  blest  the  world  and  given 
to  posterity  its  assurance  of  happiness  for  all  time. 

We  have  come  today,  friends,  in  a  spirit  of  sadness, 
and  still  in  a  spirit  of  gladness,  to  lay  to  rest  the  weary 
body  that  hath  borne  the  soul  of  a  noble  man  as  he  hath 
walked  in  and  out  in  our  midst.  His  place  seemed  simple, 
a  place  not  marked  for  fame,  a  place  not  to  be  widely  known 
throughout  the  land,  but  the  place  of  a  man  of  prayer 
among  men  of  deeds.  With  all  its  simplicity  it  possessed 
the  dignity  of  that  simplicity.  For  after  all,  men,  we  have 
not  found  in  life  the  largest  value  in  the  things  that  are 
sung  about,  in  the  things  that  count  for  fame  and  wealth. 
The  largest  things  of  life  are  found  among  the  small  things 
where  a  man  speaks  forth  his  heart  and  does  his  kindly 
deed,  which  is  glorified  by  the  halo  of  purity  of  purpose. 
The  best  things  of  life  are  found  in  the  privileges  of  home 
and  country  and  friendship  where  a  man  may  breathe  out 
to  life  about  him  that  which  God  hath  put  within  his  soul — 
the  very  demonstration  of  the  Spirit  of  God  in  the  midst 
of  men. 

To  this  man  shut  off  from  the  vision  of  things  material 
God  had  given  the  vision  spiritual,  guided  by  which  he  found 
his  way  to  a  place  of  power  among  men.  His  life  was 
exalted  by  a  large  measure  of  faith  in  the  Eternal  and  no  man 
may  speak  of  that  faith  without  thinking  of  the  days  gone 
by  when  others  before  us  have  been  prophets  among  their 
fellow  men  and  have  told  the  story  of  life  as  it  should  be 
told,  in  the  terms  of  a  faith  that  stretches  beyond  the  deeds 
of  today;  beyond  the  span  of  a  few  days  which  we  call  time; 
beyond  the  meager  things  that  may  be  of  this  hour — 
into  the  great  pregnant  future  when  men  shall  rise  from  the 
lower  level  they  hold  this  day  to  greater  heights;  when  men 
shall  have  attained  to  such  place  as  their  prayers  seek; 
when  communities  of  men  shall  be  governed  by  the  will 
of  the  Eternal  who  had  in  His  great  plan  for  the  human  race 
made  it  possible  for  us  to  establish  upon  the  face  of  the  earth 
the  kingdom  of  God.  It  has  been  the  privilege,  the  price- 
less privilege,  if  you  will,,  of  this  commonwealth  to  have 
in  its  midst  the  exemplification  of  this  powerful  principle 
of  faith  that  has  acted  as  a  leaven  for  the  whole  lump,  and  has 
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found  its  Way  but  into  the  far  corners  of  our  State  to  in- 
spire the  citizens  of  this,  our  commonwealth,  to  take  unto 
themselves  the  spirit  of  a  man  of  faith'.  It  means  not  a 
little  to  a  commonwealth  when  their  representatives  may 
gather  together  in  the  halls  of  the  State  they  love  and  stand 
under  the  benediction  of  so  pure  and  holy  a  man,  while 
they  gain  from  him  the  benediction  of  his  own  confidence 
in  God.  It  must  mean  more  than  you  and  I  can  comprehend 
even  in  this  hour  of  respect  and  reverence. 

Sealed  were  his  eyes  to  the  beauties  of  the  world,  blind 
to  the  glory  of  the  dawn  and  the  grandeur  of  a  setting  sun, 
knowing  these  things  only  by  the  matin  song  of  the  red- 
breast and  the  plaintive  call  of  the  whippoorwill;  blind  to 
all  the  things  which  we  count  as  a  peculiar  heritage  of  sur- 
passing beauty,  still  he  saw  after  a  fashion  that  which  you 
and  I  could  not  see.  By  that  finer  sense  of  something 
that  God  had  given  to  him  as  a  compensation  for  his  loss; 
he  found  his  way  into  a  world  where  the  vision  that  God  had 
imparted  to  him  alone  could  perceive;  he  beheld  wonders 
that  we  did  not  know,  marvels  that  we  could  not  under- 
stand, he  looked  deep  into  the  spiritual  things,  sensing  the 
beauty  about  him  as  the  seeing  eye  could  not  sense,  seeing 
as  these  of  us  who  having  eyes  could  not  see,  understanding 
as  we  could  not  understand;  and  gained  for  himself  the  name 
of  a  prophet  among  us.  Thus  has  his  life  been  sanctified 
by  a  holy  task.  Unto  him  unto  whom  God  hath  assigned 
such  a  privilege  of  preaching  a  gospel  of  righteousness  has 
come  the  most  sacred  of  accepted  opportunities,  and  as 
we  bear  away  the  body  of  our  Israel  prophet,  we  will  tread 
as  upon  holy  ground  and  our  eyes  will  be  wet  with  tears  of 
gratitude.  His  casket  will  be  sealed  by  the  affection  of  his 
f ellowmen  and  you  and  I  will  pass  out  of  here  this  day  with  a 
feeling  of  thankfulness — thankful  because  it  has  been  our 
privilege  to  grasp  the  hand  that  had  in  it  the  thrill  of  some- 
thing fine;  thankful  because  we  have  met  with  one,  who, 
in  the  midst  of  what  we  term  a  calamity  in  the  world, 
lost  not  his  faith,  lost  not  his  cheer,  lost  not  his  understand- 
ing of  the  meaning  of  life,  and  out  of  the  darkness  that  was 
about  him  let  a  light  shine  that  might  pierce  the  darkest 
places  of  our  world  to  make  hopeful  even  our  day  and  our 
time. 

It  were  idle  for  us  to  try  to  determine  the  value  of  any 
life,  for  no  man  may  measure  the  value  of  a  human  being's 
existence  on  the  face  of  the  earth.  You  and  I  cannot  ac- 
curately read  the  story  of  human  life.  You  and  I  may  not 
inscribe  anywhere  upon  any  record  that  lies  within  our 
hands  that  which  will  tell  the  full  story  of  passion  and  hope 
and  aim  and  purpose.  It  doth  not  belong  to  you  and  me 
to  look  into  the  world  that  is  His  and  understand  the  power 
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of  a  life  lived  today,  upon  all  the  destiny  of  mankind  as  it 
stretches  away  into  the  future,  and  we  may  not  know  to- 
day  what  this   life   has   contributed   to   the   human   race. 

It  is.no  little  thing  to  pass  out  from  these  halls  as  we 
shall  day  in  and  day  out  for  the  rest  of  this  session,  and  feel 
that  upon  us  hath  fallen  something  beautiful  in  the  life  that 
has  been  lived  in  our  midst,  and  unto  him  must  come  the 
reward  of  that  which  we  term  Heaven.  No  man  may  define 
Heaven — no  man  may  tell  the  story  of  that  unknown  world — 
no  man  may  picture  for  himself  the  surpassing  beauty 
of  all  the  wonderful  things  God  hath  in  store  for  the  children 
of  men.  We  may  well  pray  that  our  own  vision  stretch 
away  after  the  fashion  of  this  man's  vision  and  with  the  eye 
of  faith  behold  what  God  hath  yet  in  store  in  the  light  of 
that  which  reflects  the  glory  of  human  destiny.  In  these 
days  of  shaken  faith  and  disturbing  doubt  we  need  to  look 
more  to  the  prophet  who  speaks  of  a  promised  land  where 
the  reward  is  in  store  for  those  who  have  fulfilled  their  task. 

And  thus  it  remains  for  us  as  we  are  left  behind  by 
friends  who  go  before,  to  cleave  to  our  hope  and  to  pray 
God  that  he  keep  us  true  to  our  task,  faithful  to  our  vision, 
loyal  to  our  ideals,  noble  in  our  character  so  that  when  our 
burden  is  laid  down  and  the  task  is  finished  our  fellowmen 
too  may  gather  about  us,  drop  there  a  tear  of  grief  and  speak 
forth  a  prayer  of  thanksgiving  because  we  too  have  lived  and 
been  loved.

OUR  Father  who  art  in  Heaven,  for  the  blessing  of  a  good 
man  we  thank  Thee,  for  the  blessing  of  a  noble  man 
we  are  grateful,  for  the  blessing  of  a  contribution  of 
light  that  has  made  this  dark  world  a  brighter  place,  for  the 
blessing  of  a  faith  that  hath  kept  our  hearts  strong,  for  the 
courage  of  a  life  that  hath  given  us  an  impetus  for  our  own  task, 
for  the  blessing  of  guidance  into  the  ways  that  are  spiritual 
and  eternal;  for  all  these  things^  our  God,  we  send  forth 
our  prayer  of  gratitude  today.  And  as  we  tenderly  bear 
away  to  its  last  resting  place  this,  the  body  that  contained  a 
soul  so  beautiful,  oh,  God,  be  with  us,  that  upon  us  may 
rest  the  benediction  of  this  our  beloved  chaplain  and  revered 
prophet.  And,  Our  Father,  we  dare  to  pray  that  upon  his 
spirit  as  he  finds  his  way  into  the  great  unknown  world 
there  may  fall  the  care  and  the  guidance  of  the  spirit  divine, 
to  bear  him  along  the  course  of  his  destiny. 

Our  Father  above,  bless  our  State,  bless  us  that  in  all 
things  we  may  remember  and  know  that  we  build  for  other 
days  and  other  times,  and  may  we  find  them  in  the  revela- 
tions that  are  coming  constantly — our  surest  guide  to  truth, 
our  best  understanding  of  righteousness.     We  ask  it  in  the 
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name  of  Jesus  Christ,  Our  Lord,  who  hath  taught  us  to 
say  as  we  pray  and  as  we  have  prayed  in  Common  with  him 
so  often. — (The  Lord's  Prayer.) 

And  now  may  grace  and  mercy  and  peace  from  God, 
the  Father,  and  Our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  be  and 
abide  with  you  all  evermore.     Amen.

At  the  home  in  Westfield  of  Mrs.  D.  Edwin  Wright,  an 
aunt  of  Chaplain  Farman,  a  second  impressive  funeral  service 
was  held  on  Saturday,  February  17.  More  than  a  hundred 
and  twenty-five  friends  of  Mr.  Farman  from  the  town, 
county  and  state,  gathered  there  to  pay  their  last  tribute  to 
him.  Interment  was  at  Westfield  in  the  family  lot,  where 
four  generations  of  Mj.  Farman's  ancestors  lie  buried. 

The  tribute  of  a  funeral  service  in  the  State  Capitol, 
which  the  legislature  paid  to  Chaplain  Farman,  stands 
unique  in  Vermont,  at  least  within  the  memory  of  this 
generation,  and  signifies  the  respect  and  affection  in  which 
he  was  universally  held.
